FOR REPRESENTATIVE*. 

REPUBLICANS SELECT MESSRS. CHESTER 
AND HOWARD. 


The Republican representative conven- 
tion convened In the City Hall last even- 
ing. Mr. Henry E. Cobh was chosen 
chairman and Mr. G. S. Smith, secretary. 
A committee on credentials was appointed 
and reported thirty-one delegate-* present. 
Ward One was three short and Ward 
Seven, one. 

Mr. J. T. Allen movpd the nomination of 
Cnpt. S. E. Howard by acclamation and 
Mr. S. E. Jones moved the nomination of 
Mr. Dwight Chester in the same inannpr. 

Opposition to this move came from the 
Ward One delegates and Mr. S. A. D. 
Sheppard moved to amend by proceeding 
to an informal ballot. The result of the 
vote gave : 

E. J. H. Estabrook, 16 

Dwight Chester. 24 

Capt. S. E. Howard 22 

Mr. II. F. Ross moved to make the In- 
formal ballot formal. Mr. Sheppard again 
iuterposed with an amendment which was 
carried providing for a formal ballot. Mr. 
Sheppard in a short speech put in a word 
for Mr. Estabrook, alluding to his ser- 
vices this year in the house. He said be 
had performed good work. lie was chair- 
man, he added, of the committee on sewers 
and had put In the intense, conscientious 
labor that tells. It seems too bad to throw 
him aside except for a good reason. I hope 
Mr. Estabrook will be returned another 
year. Mr. Chester has served three years 
and It seems to me that it would be a good 
Idea to send Messrs. Howard and Esta- 
brook. It would be a good combination. 

On the formal ballot Capt. Howard had 
28 votes; Mr. Chester, 23; Mr. Estabrook, 
10. Messrs. Ho waul and Chester were 
officially declared the nominees and the 
convention then dissolved. 

The following letter was read by Mr. 
Wilson, at the request of Mr. Howard, who 
came as a de’egate. but was forced by 
earnest persuasion of the other delegates to 
leave before the proceedings begun: 

Dear Mr. Wilson: - 

Please state to the convention If my 
nnme is used, that I positively refuse 
unless I receive two-thirds of all the votes 
cast, aud also state, whether I am nomi- 
nated or not, that I have had no part or 
lot in this matter, but that it has been done 
entirely without my knowledge or con- 
sent. I am very unwilling to consent at 
all, but a two-thirds vote will be a call that 
I perhaps ought to heed. 

Hoping most sincerely that you will fall 
to get the required number of voles. I aai,

R*v. Hr. Patrick’s Farewell Sermon. 

Last Sunday wax the 33rd anniversary 
of Rev. Mr. Patrick’s pastorate over tho 
Second Congregational church, West 
Newton, and he preached from the 
words in Job 32—7. “I said Days should 
apeak, and multitude of years teach 
wisdom.” Circumstances suggested the 
timely theme, wbat a minister learns by 
experience. He summarized these 
lessons under three heads of Faith, 
Hope, Love. 

He believes more and more in the 
Scriptuies as of Divine origin and a 
revelation of God. So much and so long 
continued study of the Bible conforms 
bis faith in its tiuth, especially as tested 
so thoroughly and satisfactorily in tho 
manifold experiences through which a 
minister passes with his people. This 
is the lesson of Faith. 

He also learns to look on the bright 
side and to note the progress of the 
church in its broader outlook, and its 
more active human ties. The Kingdom 
is coming. This is Hope. 

And though not abating the least his 
attachment to the vital truths which he 
holds, he became more tolerant toward 
those who differ from him, and wonld 
include them in the circle of his fellow- 
ship. The lesson of the year is to 
emphasize the heart and the life, more 
than the head aud the creed. This is 
Love. 

The Pastoral Report of the year was as 
follows: 

Baptism of children, 0; marriages, 7; 
funerals, 10; membership one year ago, 
339; dismissed to other churches, 10; 
placed on “dropped list,” 15; deceased, 
9; received by letter. 17; received on con- 
veisiop, 29; present membership, .‘145. Of 
the niue members deceased, four had 
passed three score years aud ten. Special 
reference was made to the loss in the 
deaths of Mr. Houghton and Mr. Coe. 

The Benevolence of the church had 
not fallen off so much as might be ex- ^ 
pected, the box collections having been 
about $1,000, to which outside collec- 
tions are to be added. Two legacies are 
to be accredited to the chnrch made 
available during the past year, one to 
Foreign Missions from Miss Hadassah 
Stevens, $2,385, and one from her sister. 
Miss Mary Stevens, to Home Missions, 
$2,040. 

The year has been one of more than 
average prosperity. A season of religious 
work was enjoyed during the week of 
Prayer, in connection with the labors of 
Evangtlist Davidson. 

The sermon concluded with a refer- 
ence to the retirement of the Pastor, and 
his anticipated resignation. He ex- 
pressed his love for the pulpit and the 
people, which had only strengthened 
with the life of a whole generation, but 
he would yield to the highest interest of 
the church. He then read the paper 
which on Tuesday of that week, was the 
literal anniversary of his installation. 

There were many tearful eyes from 
those to whom these words came as a 
surprise. 

The following is the letter of resigna- 
tion: 7 

West Newton, Mass , Sept. 2(5, ’93. 

To the church and parish of which I 
am pastor. 

Dearly Beloved,— Thirty-three years 
ago today, I was installed as your Pastor. 
This period covets, within a week, oue- 
balf of my life. These years have 
passed quickly, unconsciously, because 
peacefully, happily. They are tilled with 
pleasant, precious memories, which wilt 
abide 

But uow I hear a call to retire, and E 
obey. It is the voice of Provideuce, m 
the affiictive calamity which has over- 
taken me iu my failing sight. 

I bad hoped to delay this step till l 
had reached my three score years and 
teu, a point I had long ago fixed for re- 
tirement; but the good of this church 
aud the iuitial steps you have takeu 
hasten my decision. 

On this anniversary I tender to you my 
resignation as your pastor, to take etfect 
upon the succession of auother. 

I thank you for all your kinduesa and 
farbearauce, your charity and patieuce, 
tor every expressiou of your confidence 
and love aloug the years. 

I crave your sympathy and prayers, as 
the evening of life conies ou and tho 
shadows dt-epen about me. 

1 assure you of my hearty co-operation 
and sincere mieiest for your prosperity, 

! while 1 shall not cease to prsy, — 

The Lord bless you and keep you : 

' The Lord make his face to shiue upon 
I you ami be gracious unto you;

The board of mayor and aldormen bold 
A regular session Monday evening at City 
Hall with the mayor in the chair and all 
the mem bora present 

A very determined protest wan made 
by Mr. C. M. Ransom against the present 
line of the boulevard as laid out through 
his estate, and latei on a proposition to 
introduce new heating apparatus for use 
in the City Hall called out a lively dis 
mission, one member being in favor of 
considering the erection of a new city 
hall before laying out any considerable 
amount on the present building. 

The records of the last meeting wore 
read by the clerk and approved. 

The mayor presented a paper from the 
Supreme judicial court summoning the 
city council to appear before the court 
Tuesday, Oot. 8, on a writ of cortiorai 
served on the city to restrain it from 
constructing the centrjil boulevard from 
Centro street to the Riston lino. The 
writ was signed by Moorfiold Storoy and 
U. M. Saltonstall, counsel for the plain- 
tiffs, E 1). Joidan and E. D. Jordan, 
Jr. 

William P. Kirby was appointed a 
special police officer without pay to serve 
on the grounds of the Newton club. 

The list of preciuct officers to serve 
from Nov. 1, 1893, for one year, was con- 
firmed. The quarterly report of the 
chief of fire department was received. 

HEARINGS. 

At 7.30 o’clock hearings wero opened 
on laying out of Lake terrace, of Exeter 
street from Berkeley street southeasterly, 
of Newbury street from Beacoo to Crystal 
street. These were closed without re- 
monstrance. 

A REMONSTRANT. 

A hearing on the laying out of a coutral 
boulevard or way from the Boston line 
to Valentine street was opened, 

Mr. C. M. Rausotn of Grafton street 

* appeared as a remonstrant. His estate 
would be seriously impaired by the con- 
struction of the boulevard as laid out. 
The bsst part of his land was taken and 
fifteen or twenty stately trees, whioh 
could never be replaced, would be de- 
stroyed. His land was not for sale at 
any price to anyone. Ho did not wish to 
make trouble for the city, but believed 
he was justified in saying he would not 
stand being robbed for the benefit of a 
syndicate seeking for gaio nor for the 
benefit of the city. He had agreed with 
Alderman Bothfeld to have two disinter- 
ested parties estimate the damage which 
would be caused his estate. 

Their conclusion allowed him but 15 
ceuts per foot in the way of damages. 
This was not at all acceptable and would 
not be so. 

FROM SCHOOL BOAttI). 

The mayor presented a communica- 
tion from the school board notifying the 
board of an order which was passed by 
hat body, requesting an oul irgomout of 
the Pierce school house by the addition 
of two wiugs to provide six new school 
rooms. Also of an order requesting the 
hoard to change the name of the Pros- 
pect school to the Wade school. 

Alderman Plummer asked if there was 
any significance attached to the present 
name of the school. 

Alderman Thompson repliod in the 
negative. 

EXEMPT ASSESSMENT. 

A petition was received from Horace 
Couseus, asking that he be exempted 
from sewer assessment on several new 
streets on his land on condition that he 
deed the land used for streets to the city. 
Referred. 

A petition was presented, asking that 
Ripley street be laid out from Chase to 
Station street, from the Newton Baptist 
Theological Institution by its treasurer, 
W. A. Bowdlear, et al. 

A petitiou for cross walks on Webster 
Street was referred; E. F. Parson peti- 
tioned for concrete sidewalk on Cedar 
street; W. II. Gould et ul petitioned for 
repairs on Beacon street between the 
city almshouse aud Washington street. 

WHAT THEY THINK. 

A petition was received from Mr. 
Henry E. Cobb of Bellevue street. It 
stated that a gas street light that bad 
given good satisfaction in front of bis 
residence was taken down aud replaced 
with an electric light some time ago. 
Tue latter did not give satis'actiun and 
be petitioned that the electric lamp be 
discontinued aud the old gas lamp re- 
installed. 

Aldermau Plummer moved its refer- 
ence to the committee on fuel and street 
lights for action.

Alderman Bothfeld presented an order 
which was passed, authorizing the water 
board to lay water mains at a cost of 
$1424 in Aspen nveuue, Auburudale, aud 
Railroad avenue.

Alderman IMiunuier preseuted an order

* t ions, at in Bitilid couveuieuoe, iu print, 
upou the milter of establishing a plant 
for gas aud electric lighting to he owned 
and operated by the city.” 

A ripple of excitement aud approval 
swept over the aldermauic chain ior as 
the aliiei man from Ward Four blushed 
leading, uutl the secoud leading by the 
mayor was listened to with more than 
the usuui at eutiou. 

Aldermau Thompson: “Do 1 under- 
stand the aldermau from Ward Four to 
mean that the city establish a gas 
house? 

Aldermau Plummer: (quest iouingly) 
“Gas house?" 

“Yes." 

Aldermau Plummer (emphatically) 
“Whole business." 

The order was passed. 


LICENSE WANTED.

Alderman Emerson presented an order 
which passed, appropriating $200 for 
necessary < xpenses in the city solioltoi’s 
office. 

TO COMPLETE THE PARK. 

Alderman Rumery presented an order, 
authorizing the committee on public 
pei ks to seize, in accordance with the 
park act, 0 12 acres and 40,000 square 
feet of land iu Auburndale, belonging to 
the Don Cameron estate, to be used for 
park purposes. The order passed 

Permit was gran tod Wm. II. Hyde, 
Jamaica Plain, to erect wooden cow- 
barn 20x4(1 foot on Dudley street. Ward 
Five. Also from same party for permit 
to build addition 10x18 feet to bo used 
for dwelling on Dudley street, was re- 
ferred. 

An order was passed to lav out Hyde 
street on petition of Wm. P. Wood and 
others from Walnut street to Lake 
avenue. 

An order was passed grnnting the 
Newton & Boston Street Railway Co. 
permit to construct a turnout ou Walnut 
near Forest street 

Alderman RofTe presented an order 
establishing polling pi ices for the Muni- 
cipal and State elections, Nov. 11, and 
Doc. 5. Passed. 

INSUFFICIENT HEAT. 

Alderman Thompson presented an 
order, appropriating the sum of $2000 
for the purchase of a new aud improved 
heating apparatus for use in the City 
Hall. 

Alderman RofTe thought it would be 
an unwise expenditure of mouey. It 
would not be loug before there would 
have to bo a change from the present 
building, and he thought $2900 could bo 
put to better service thau that pro- 
posed. 

Alderman Thompson defended his 
position by saying the apparatus pro- 
posed would save the city 30 per cent in 
the consumption of coal. One hundred 
tons were used last yoar and tho build- 
ing was not kept warm. If this appara- 
tus was not purchased additional fur- 
naces would have to be procured. 

Aldermau Huut was opposed to the 
majority of the committee who wanted 
the apparatus proposed. Ho thought a 
lower priced system submitted to the 
committee would answer every pur- 
pose. 

Alderman Thompson said two proposi- 
tion had been received. One from the 
Frauklin Blower Co. for $2200 aud one 
from the Boston Blower Co. for $2900. 
The former system would guarantee the 
city nothing. They proposed to use the 
same pipes and registers now in use, the 
system was said to be noisy in its opera- 
tion which would be a serious objection. 
The Boston company will put in an 
entirely new outfit which they will 
guarantee and will give bonds that it will 
work satisfactorily. 

Alderman Bothfeld asked if the Bos- 
ton system could bo moved without great 
expense, provided “this old ram-shackle 
hail were vacated soon." 

Alderman Thompson was unable to 
answer that query. 

Alderman RofTe could not conscien- 
tiously approve such an expenditure. 
If repairs on the old building continued 
to be carried out it would be “all scieu 
tific improvement" soon and no build- 
ing. He would prefer to have the city 
council take up the matter of construct- 
ing a uew city hall ou a new site aud 
push it forward to completion. 

A vote was then taken and the order 
defeated four to three, Alderman Thomp- 
son, Emerson and Bothfeld voting 
affirmatively. 

HEARINGS ATPOINTED. 

Orders were passed appointing hear- 
ings for Tuesday, Nov. 7. at 7.30 o’clock 
before the board of alderman, and Mon 
day, Nov. 13, at 7.45 o’clock before the 
common council, on taking the Don 
Cameron land for park purposes aud for 
takiug private laud from Washington 
street southerly for sewer purposes.

JUDGE MILTON AGAIN. 


RESULT OF SATURDAYS REPUBLICAN 
SENATORIAL CONVENTION. 

Judge Henry S. Milton will succeed 
himself as senator from the second 
Middlesex senatorial district. It was so 
nominated at the Republican convention 
which was held in the District court 
room iu Waltham Saturday afternoon. 

The convention was caUed to order by 
Everett C. Benton, aud James D. Evans 
of Watertown was elected chairman. 
For secretary, G. W. Sampson of Lexing- 
ton was chosen. / 

The convention being organized, tho 
chairman appointed, on motion, a com- 
mittee of three on credentials as follows: 
D. W. Farquhar of Newton, C. E. Say- 
ward of Waltham and S. S. Gleason of 
Watertown. The committee reported 52 
out of a possible OS delegatus present, 
but seven others came iu subsequently, 
and the cities aud towns had the follow- 
ing representation: Waltham, 21: New- 
ton, 21; Watertown, 0; Concord, 3; Lex- 
iugton, 4; Belmont, 3; and Lincoln 1. 

The teport of the committee was ac- 
cepted and the real business of the con- 
vention was taken up. S. S. Gleason, 
Esq., of Watertown, who sat a little 
apart from the main body of delegates, 
took the floor aud after eulogiziug tiie 
work of Judge Miltou as senator renotui- 
n ited him for the positiou. Mr. Webster 
of Newton secouded tho uo'nination, 
utter which Mr. Gleasou moved the 
nomination be made by acclamation, 
which was done. 

For a member of t lie state central com- 
mittee the name of the present incum- 
bent. Everett C. Bouton was presented 
by G. W. Sampson of Lexington, aud 
secouded by D. W. Farquhar of Newton 
aud A. Starbuok of Waltham. Mr. Ben- 
ton was elected by acclamation, aud be- 
tug called upou spoke briefly, thanking 
the convention for having elected him a 
bird time and assuring the mumbuis 
that the Republican ticket of 1893 would 
be elected, as this was surely a Republi- 
can year. 

Tho district committee ou motion, was 
empowered to fill vacancies which might 
occur, und that the committee should 
oousist of the member elect of t lie state 
central committee aud the ohairmuu of 
the different city und town com- 
mittees. 

The chairmau, secretary und S. S. 
Gleason weie appointed a committee to 
officially notify t lie gentlemen of their 
uomiuatiou. The convention then ad- 
journed, after having been iu sesstou 
just one half hour.

The groat event of the yenr in the city 
of Rochester, Nov Hampshire, ami in 
faet throughout thin part of tho country 
is tho fair which is held each fall. 

It well deserves its reputation for ex- 
cellence, both as regai ds its agricultural 
exhibits, its fine breeds ofjstock of diffo' 
rent kinds, and its other attractions. 

The “Rochester Fair” is known from 
Mnino to California and a year ago there 
wore several here from tho west who had 
stayed in tho oast longer than they first 
intended so as to see this fnir, which 
they pronounced one of the best they 
ever witnessed. 

Its history is ns follows: 

Some few men in this town who had 
an idea of starting such n fair to bo held 
nunually met together and the result wns 
the formation of the Rochester Agricul- 
tual and Mechanical Association in 1874. 
It started with a membership of seventy 
men and a membership fee of one dollar 

There are now sixty-four members and 
each share of stock is worth one hundred 
and seventy- five dollars, and none for 
sale at that price, pretty good iucrense 
on the original investment. 

Captain Hayes, one of the wealthy and 
influential men of the place, was elected 
treasurer; a position he hns held ever 
since, and to his untiring and presever 
ing care cau be accredited its present con- 
dition. The estimated value of Cold 
Spring Park, as the grounds are called 
with the buildings, is about thirty thou- 
sand dollars. 

The fair lasts four days from September 
twenty-sixth t'o twenty-ninth inclusive. 

The two proceeding days were rainy 
with every prospect of a “spell of weath- 
er” as tho farmers call it, but Tuesday 
morning dawned clear and blight much 
to everybody’s satisfaction. As this is 
the first day the fair is not incomplete 
runuing order and the attendance is com- 
paratively small. 

I decide to go however and after lunch, 
walk over to the grounds, a half mile 
away. 

On reaching there I pay my admission 
fee of thirty-five cents and enter through 
the handsome gothic gateway which is a 
new one liaviug been erected the year 
previous. 

The grounds cover an area of thirty- 
five acres including a large grove at the 
left near the entrance. In this beiutiful 
wooded ravine is located a spring of cold, 
clear, translucent water from which the 
Park derives its name. This water, 
shown by analysis to be absolutely pure, 
is forced to different parts of tho grounds 
giving all facilities necessary in this liue 
for man or beast. 

To the right as you enter is the main 
building where can be seen the different 
exhibits of the stores, ou one side a 
handsome displsy of clothiug, fancy 
goods, sewing machines and on the other 
millinery, boots and shoes, jewelry and 
many other kinds. 

At tho rear of this hall is the depart- 
ment of Japanese goods with two young 
men of that nationality in attendance. 1 
have a little conversation with one of 
them aud find that they are both studyiug 
in this country and are selling their na- 
tive wares during tho summer months to 
help pay the expense of living aud tui- 
tion. They had been up the mountains 
aud were now workiug their way hack 
again. 

One was studyi- g engineering while 
the other was fitting for the ministry 
with the intention of becomiug a mis- 
sionary ou bis return home. 

O11 the other side of tho hall I found 
two ladies in the sober grey garb of tho 
Quaker. 

They had with them some of the work 
of tho people of their order and were 
just finishing their prettily arranged 
table aud getting icady for business. 

Next came the Ait building, devoted to 
woman’s handiwork in which were seen 
many handsome pieces of fancy work, 
quilts of all kinds, afghans, table covers, 
etc. 

Those two buildings remiuded mo of 
our Mechanic’s fair in Poston, only on a 
much smaller scale. 

The next building was devoted to agri- 
culture and agricultural implements. 

In the upper part of the hall, at a long 
table in lie ceutre was placid tho fruit 
exhibit which was a very lino one, con- 
sisting of apples, pears, plums, aud 
other kinds 01 all sizes and varieties. 

Around the sides of the room were tho 
vegetables; mammoth squashes, potatoes, 
nearly the size of one’s head, onions, 
beets, turnips, tomatoes and cabbage. 
At the other end of the building were 
samples of plnuwhs, burro as, mowing 
machines and churns. Near these were 
a number of carnages ou exhibition and 
I entered into conversation with a gen- 
tleman who proved to he a carriage man- 
ufacturer from Amealmry, in our state. 
He showed me seveial of his own foams, 
particularly a trap of the most modern 
style and discoursed ou their various 
merits over other makes. 

These various buildings are nil con- 
nected making a continuous roof of three 
hundred and seventy-live feet. Pack of 
these buildings are situated the cattle 
pens and stables extending the entire 
length of tho grounds. Here I found tho 
fancy breeds of cattle, sheep mid swine. 
One bull, in particular, which his owner 
iuformed me had au ugly disposition, was 
of massive buil i and stieugtli; shoulders 
of ample width aud a head of large pro- 
portions surmounted by strong curved 
liorns. lie was blindfolded by a piece of 
leather and tied in three different places 
to assure his safety. Further down were 
more stables for the use of tiie race 
lioises and near by several tent shows 
such as are seen at a circus. Ou the 
further side of the field is fakir row, the 
lunch tents ami two picture galleries. 

Peyond the exiiibitiou buildings is the 
gaily decorated baud stand, uml from 
this point there is a gentle slope to the 
race course, a circular half mile one and 
considered the best in the state. Then 
comes t he grand stand, three hundred 
feet in length with a seating capacity of 
live thousand people. This stand, two 
years ago, was found to be too small for 
t he increased number of visitors and it 
w as enlarged by au addition oue third its 
former luugth. Underneath the grand 
stand is the room for the exhibition of 
poultry, which has grown under the able 
management of its superintendent, from 
a small exhibit, to oue of several huudred 
coops ami many fiue varitics of fancy and 
common fowl. 

At the other end of the grand stand is 
the pool room where betting will be pop- 
ular during the races. 

Wednesday aud Thursday are the best 
days aud with pleasaut weather there ia 
sure to be un attendance of tweuty thou- 
sand people. 

Wednesday dawned e ended and con- 
tinued ao throughout tue day, but this 


did not keop away tho crowd which be- 
gan to oomo on trains and in carriages 
during tho oarly morning hours. 

The first th i • g on tho day’s program 
was the parade which camo off about 
clevon o’clock. Tills was formod on tho 
common, at one end of tho city and wns 
late in starting, as most parados and pro- 
cessions generally nre. Some friends and 
rmsclf stationed ourseivos nerr tho 
squaro, and at last the parade camo in 
sight. First tho band, then tho militia 
c'ompany, after thnl a number of decorat- 
ed carriages. One of these wns unusual- 
ly handsome, a top buggy, the top rolled 
back This was decorated in pale green 
and white, the wheels being entirely cov- 
ered in these two color*. The harness 
of the span or handsome black horses 
was wound with green, and tho two 
ladies wore white and green costumes. 
This was followed by other teams simi- 
larly decorated, yellow and white, blue 
and white, orange and pink. One cute 
little turnout consisted of a decorated 
phaeton drawn by a pony and driven by 
two liitlo gill-*. After these Oiitne tho 
horses to be exhibited during the day on 
the grounds, and the parade ended with 
tho town roams. 

These consisted of largo teams decorat- 
ed with the f i nit, grains and vegetables 
of the season, and drawn by some ten or 
a dozen pair of picked oxen. 

The whole procession was nearly a mile 
long, and we followed it and the crowds 
to the grounds. Hero a lively scene was 
before us, in every direction a crowd, 
some on foot aud others in carriages, 
probably eighteen or twenty thousand 
people in nil, which meant the sum of 
eight or nine thousnud dollars in the 
treasury. 

Music was given by three bands, two 
in the stand on the upper end of the 
grounds, and the other at the grand 
stand near the track. Tho attractions 
beside the regular horse racing wore 
Prof. Jacksou and wife, two wonderful 
riders, in Roman and standing races, 
their exhibition concluding a race be- 
tween the Prof, and bis wife, each stand 
itig in chairs strapped on a pan* of 
horses. A noth r feature was a held of 
performing East Indian ponies iti chariot 
and running races. We entered the p.uk 
just in time to see the educated steers in 
a pedestal and balancing performance 
which proved they wore animals of rare 
intelligence and their trainer, a girl of 
fifteen, one of much patience. 

Later in the afternoon, at the poultry 
department, a rather funny incideul hap 
pened, At least to those who heard, if not 
to the victim. 

A young man evidently from a farm, 
“down country,” stepped up to our 
party and inquired if we bad seen a 
gentleman, giving us a description (if his 
personal appearance and dress. We said 
we had uot, and on inquiry found out 
that this much wanted individual had 
bortowed the countryman’s watch for a 
minute to time a race and bad no doubt 
forgot to return it. 

We could uot help smiling at the young 
man's greenness und nformed him that he 
would probably never see dis watch 
again, which surprised and angered him. 
The borso raciug this yenr is one of the 
best and wo weie much disappointed in 
the non-appearance of Nelson who was 
unable to bo on tho track on account of 
lameness. Mr. Nelson, his owner, was 
present however, and drove one of his 
other hoi ses. 

Thursday was another fine autuniu 
day and tiie parade of Wednesday was 
given again. 

The attendance was estimated at 
twenty-five thousand which is the largest 
number of people ever present at this 
fair or probably any other in New Hamp- 
shire. At one time in the early momii-g 
and before ail the trains had ariived, the 
station agent told me that over eighty 
cars loaded with passengers had come in. 
Then for a time the platform, streets and 
sidewalks weie literally packed with peo- 
ple on foot, bicyles, horse back ami in 
carriages and barges. Tho exercises on 
the grounds were similar to the day be- 
fore with the exception of one novelty, a 
sky-cycle or air vcssol. 

A man is seated under the hydrogen 
gas spindle aud is able to coutrol tho 
movements of his vessel by the aid of 
steering apparatus. 

Friday, the closing day, was pleasant 
in tiie morning, but in the afternoon a 
light raiu began to fall. 

Tho races were finished during tho 
afternoon in spite of taiu with the record 
of two -ixteen made by 11. 13., of Boston. 
As tho afternoon shadows deepen the 
spectators began to leave tho grounds to 
quietuess and desertion until another 
year. 

One c un try man, who passed out be- 
side mo, I think expressed tiie sentiments 
• »f the oiowd. lie wns talking to a friend 
and we overiiond him say, “Well, by 
gosh, Jones, this beats all I ever see, I 
came down from the country to see this 
ore show, guess its most as big as tho 
World’s Fair.” 

Rochester Fair was over for ’93, having 
kept up its reputation for weather, at- 
tractions and attendance.

feet, which laying out is not authorized 
by law. 

A reserved apace of 30 feet over and 
upon land taken from the petitioneta ia 
act aside for tho excluaive use of iho 
tracka of a street railway company, such 
reservation 1 r not authorized by law. 

The ordora adopted by the city council 
furthor provide that the way hIiaI: be 
laid out under the proviaiona of tho bet- 
terment act. The application of the bet- 
terment principle to boulevards in not 
authorized by law. 

It ia furthor claimed that tho city has 
not boon authorized to bonow money 
for the construction of a boulevard. 

The petitioners further aliego that they 
will be injured by tho construction of tho 
boulevnrd over their land. 

Tho writs and tho petition for an in- 
junction are the outcome of tiie opposi- 
tion of Herbert Dumaresq of Chestnut 
Hill to the lines of tho boulevard aa laid 
out by the city engineer and the boule- 
vard commissioners. 

Mr. Dumaresq ia tho son-in-law of 
Eben Jordan, aid Mr. Jordin ia the 
trustee of his daughter’s estate. When 
tiie boulevand was laid out it was pro 
posed to cross Mr. Dumaresq’s property 
at. Chestnut Hill, separating a strip of 
about 20,000 feet from the remainder of 
his property. Mr. Dumaresq vigorously 
opposed t lie location at hoariugs before 
the city council through his lawyer, 
Richard Saltonatall, but tho plans were 
adopted. Mr. Dumaresq offered to give 
a sufficient piece of land, without com- 
pensation, if tho boulevard was made to 
follow tho line of South street, but it 
was found inadvisable to change the 
route. 

Tiie amount allowed the claimant for 
damages w»s not considered satisfactory 
by Mr. Dumaresq, and hence tho peti- 
tion to the court. 

The representatives of the estate have 
Moorfield Storey and Richard Saltonstall 
for their counsel. 

The City Solicitor made the proper 
return on Tuesday, and the court granted 
a h- aring for Nov. 2nd. 

Judge Lowell has been retained by 
Newton, and from wlint we gather from 
tho lawyers, the city has no reason to 
worry over the affair, although all the 
legal verbiage in tne writ did sound 
rather alarming to those unfaniilar with 
law. 


OBJECT TO THE BOULEVARD. 


MU. DUMAitKSq NOW APPEALS TO TllK 
SUI’KIUOK COUltT. 


The Superior Court lias granted a writ 
of* certiorari to Eben Jordan and Ebon 
Jordan, Jr., and Deputy Sheriff Tucker 
of Middlesex County ou Saturday served 
notice ou the Newton mnyor and board 
of aldermeu and the oomtuou council, 
to appear before the court Tuesday at 11 
to show cause why they should not be 
restrained from ooustruotiug a central 
boulevard from Ceutre street to the Bos- 
ton Hue. 

Tiie petition sets forth that Eben 
Jordau aud Eben Jordan, Jr., are the 
owners of a parcel of land ut the junc- 
tion of Ward and South streets, Chest- 
nut Hill. 

'Hie city couucil and mnyor of Newton, 
by various orders from March 20 to Sept. 
14, provided for tiie construction of a 
boulevard or wuy across the property of 
the petitioners, to bo constructed to a 
width of 120 feet. The orders for the 
location aud coustruotiou of the said 
boulevard provided for two separate ami 
distiuct roadways, a bridle-path and a 
reserved space 30 feet for the use of elec- 
tric cars. 

The petitioners claim that all these 
proceedings are void tor the following 
reasons: Because uo law authorizes the 
oonsti notion of such a boulevard; be- 
cause tite common necessity does not re- 
quire tiie laying out of a roadway 120 
feet in width; because the order of loiWl- 
tion does uot specify a reasonable time 
in whioh owners of laud through whioh 
the boulevard or way passes may remove 
feuees, trues or other property which 
may obstruct its coustruotiou. 


Newton Cottage Hospital. 

Tho regular quarterly meeting of tho 
trustees was held at the Newton Cottage 
Hospital on Saturday afternoon, Sept. 
30th. 

Hon. J. R. Leeson, the president, was 
in the chair and the following membe ■ 
were present: Mesdames J. N. B: oon, M* 
L. Bacon, Blake, Haskell and ilovey, 
Messrs. Builens, Calkins, Ellison, Emer- 
son. Pettee, Pratt, Shinn, Travelli and 
Dr. F. E. Crockett. 

After the reading of the minutes the 
report of the treasurer was submitted, 
showing receipts for tbe last quarter of 
$1085 01, (of which nearly $1500 was re- 
c ived from tbe work of tbe corps of 
nurses) and the expenditures reached 
$4163.03, while for tho nine months of tho 
year tbe receipts were $12,203.07, aud the 
expenditures $15,900.15, or at the rate of 
$21,000 for tho whole year. 

From tho executive committee it was 
reported that a contract bad beeu made 
with Messrs. Lynch and Woodward for a 
central beating plant to cost $5350, fully 
equipped and of sufficient capacity to 
supply all the present buildings, includ- 
ing tbe new training school for nurses, 
and an ample reserve for tbe increised 
surgical facilities w hich tho trustees are 
so greatly in need of and hope soon to 
supply. 

Also that under the advice and super- 
intendence of Professor Woodbridge of 
tho Institute of Technology au improved 
system of ventilation was shortly to bo 
introduced into the men’s ward in an- 
swer to tiie urgent solicitations of the 
medical corps. 

The training school for nurses reported 
at present twelve nurses in their second 
year, eight nurses in their first year, and 
three probationers, tbe largest number 
that has ever been upon tbe rolls, al- 
though with tho coming yerr, owiug to 
the ample provision made by Messrs. 
Converse aud Pratt in tho new building, 
almost twice as many will be trained aad 
ready to supply tiie increased demand 
throughout the city for such services. 

Tiie president r^ad a communication 
from the secretary of tho Nowtonville 
Woman’s Guild, stating that the society 
would not be ablo in the future to bear 
the full expense of furnishing tiie nurses’ 
dining-room in addition to supporting a 
free bed, but that this year they would 
cjntiibutu thereto, aud make an annual 
contribution in future iu proportion to 
their ability. 

Mrs. Alvah Ilovey in behalf of the 
Newton Hospital Aid Association stated 
it would make up any deficiency. 

On motion of Dr. Calkins, seconded by 
Dr. Shinn, tho finance committee were 
intrusted with the care of lining before 
the community the needs of the institu- 
tion for which the contributions of the 
churches are to bo asked ou Hospital 
Sunday a few weeks hence. 

In view of tho expenditure which has 
been rendered absolutely necessary in 
order to hunt the training school for 
nurses, tho contagious wards and the en- 
larged space in the Hospital buildings 
themselves, the provision of a separate 
heating plant, it is clear tiiat a larger 
amount of money must be collected for 
the use of Hie hospital duriug tiie com- 
ing year. Tiie statistics show tint the 
number of patients treated in tbe hospi- 
tal for i lie nine months of the current 
year, 321, equals the number treated dur- 
iug the whole of 1892, which was the 
largest year’s work of the hospital since 
itH foundation up to that date. Tho con- 
tagious wards have beeu continuously iu 
use during this yenr, at a great expense 
of maintenance, and certainly securing a 
saving to the city in the treatment of 
such oases, as well as supplying safety 
to every inhabitant of the oily of New- 
ton iu tho treatment of the eases them- 
selves, together with the prevention of 
the spread of contagion, it will be seen 
from these statements, showing un ex- 
penditure during the last uuie mouths at 
t he rate of $21,000 per annum, that it is 
absolutely necessary for the citizens of 
Newton to respoud liberally to the ap- 
peals which tiie trustees make for con- 
tinued und increased support of this in- 
stitution, which, duriug all its past his- 
tory, has never keen in as efficient a 
workiug condition as it is today, aud ut 
uo time lias it had tiie power of render- 
ing such comfort aud assistance to the 
inhabitants of Nowtou as now.

It looks very much as though econ- 
omy in public affairs was to become pop- 
ular again. We have just gone through 
a period of groat extravaganco in na- 
tional affairs, which had had its demoral- 
izing effect in local governments, and 
the recont hard timos has caused a great 
demand for economy in all expenditures. 
Private citizonB have had to cut down 
expenditures, whether they liked it or 
not, and they do not seo why the city 
should not follow their example. A few 
thousands saved in each department 
would amount to a largo sum in a year, 
and some even say that tho unnecessary 
expenses at City Hall would pay tho in- 
terest on that new city hall building of 
which so much has boen slid. 


THE BOULEVARD SUIT. 


MUNICIPAL LIGHTING. 


The question of lighting tho streets 
and highways in the best aud most 
economical manner has beou discussed 
at great length, and theoretically every 
one is agreed that tho work can be done 
most satisfactorily and cheaply by the 
city. Many places have tried the ex- 
periment, and with varying success. 
Some cities have been able to save money 
and secure better results, while others 
have found municipal ownership oven 
• more expensive than the old method. 

The laws have been so framod that it 
is not an easy matter for a city to enter 
upon the work, those directing affairs at 
the state house probably wishing to save 
municipalities from doing anything rash. 
It takes about two years for a city to 
pass the necessary orders, so that our 
committee on street lights will ln>v® 
abundant time to make all necessary in- 
vestigations. 

Of course a city does not need to nukb 
a profit on the work, for the sake of p; jp- 
ing dividends, and in this way a sav ng 
can be made. On the other linnd tbe 
consumption is more limited and there- 
fore the expense will be greater. A 
large business can be managed more 
economically than a small oue. 

The resolution provides that the com- 
mittee should investigate the establish- 
ment cf a gas add electric plant, but it 
would seem to be wiser, if tbe city is 
going into this business, to adopt oue 
system or the other, either use electricity 
alone, or gas alone, as the results would 
probably be much more satisfactory. 
Electric lighting seems to be the more 
popular system, with cities that have 
established their own plants, as it is less 
expensive to start with, aud can bo more 
easily managed. The question was very 
thoroughly gone into by a former city 
government, aud perhaps some of tbe 
old members who spent so much time 
over it, would be willing to gire tbe 
presentcommittee the benefit of their re- 
searches. 

However, even if Newton should d? its 
own lighting, no one need expect that 
complaints would entirely cense. In 
Wellesley, which is held hj> as a model, 
the selectmeut could tell a sad story of 
their attempts to achieve the impossible, 
which is to satisfy everybody. There are 
sure to be complaiuts under any system, 
aud the committee will gain a great deal 
of useful knowledge in their efforts to 
learn just what success has been met 
with in towns which have instituted 
their own plant, and the results of their 
investigation will be looked for with in- 
terest. 


The rather sensational account of tho 
suit agAinst tho city brought by Mr. 
Dumaresq of Chestnut Hill, which ap- 
peared in tho BoBtou Journal, only 
showed that the writer of it was need- 
lessly alarmed. No one else takes the 
matter very seriously, and able lawyers 
say that it will be very difficult for Mr. 
Dumaresq to sustain his positions. 
Neither the city officials nor the Boule- 
vard Syndicate are losing any sleep over 
the matter. 

The city has retained Judge Lowell to 
assist City Solicitor Slocum, and Judge 
Lowell’s name alone will inspire confi- 
dence. A hearing has been appointed 
for next month before the Superior 
court, and matters will go along just tbe 
same as before. Tbe city council has 
already attended to some of the points 
made in the writ, and the only question 
of moment seems to be whether tho city 
has the power to lay out a street of more 
than ordinary width. But if the town 
of Brookline could lay out the Beacon 
boulevard, and if Boston can lay out 
wide streets, there would seem to be a 
probabilily that Newton can do the 
same. The question is one that should 
be decided, and it will be worth the ex- 
pense of defending the suit to have the 
matter settled. 

It is unfortunate for Mr. Dumaresq 
and tho other residents of Chestnut Hill, 
who sympathize with him, that the 
place lies directly jbetween Boston aud a 
thickly settled part of Newton. With 
the onward march of suburban popula- 
tion the old-Euglish quiet and seclusion 
of the place must suffer more or less 
disturbance, as people must have a 
direct communication with Boston, with 
the accompanying annoyance of street 
cars, and a public highway, like a rail- 
road, has to follow the most direct 
course, to secure the greatest good of the 
greatest number. Private considera- ■ 
tions have to give way for public ones, 
and although tbe city couucil may be 
very sorry to disturb old associations 
and beautiful landscapes, they canuot 
yield to sentiment in laying out such au 
important thoroughfare as the Newton 
Boulevard will be. The rights of the 
general public must always be paramount 
to those of any private individual, which 
is tho common sense point of view, aud 
i this were uot so, no public improve- 
ments would be possible. 


business is roviving, mills aro starting 
up, and money is becoming plentiful, it 
docs not appear that tho leccnl scare had 
any real foundation.

\ WATCHDOG NEEDED 


It is always an unpleasant task to ob- 
ject to expenditures, which is probably 
the reasou why past members of our city 
government have let pass so many ad- 
ditions to city expenses. Money has 
been voted rather than have any un- 
pleasant feeling. This year, either be- 
cause some of the members have had 
more independence, or because the limit 
had beeu reached, there has been a more 
careful scrutiny into City Hall expenses, 
and some abuses have beeu rectified. 
For instance, when a special appropria- 
tion has beeu made for cleric tl work, it 
has not beeu allowed to be done in busi 
cess Lours by city officials. 

There aie other things at City II ill 
that will bear looking into, and it is a 
common thing to hear the remark that 
the expenses of the City Cleik's office 
are much greater than necessity re- 
quires. The City Clerk has a s ilai y of 
$‘2 000, but he holds so tinny other 
offices, with salaries attached, that 
sometime ago it was found necessary to 
have an assistant City < leik. and one 
additioual assistant is also sometimes re- 
quired. 

The fees and perquisites of I lie City ! 
Clerk mount up to quite a hands >iuo 
sum, aud the minor otlices he holds make i 
bis position, it is said, the best paying i 
oue in City Hall, and it would lie worth i 
while for a committee to find out how i 
much the departuieut expenses exceed 1 
those of other cities of the size of New- 
ton. 

The hours of labor are short, the work J 
is light, aud the position is au enviable | 
oue. If the work was let out by contract j 
as is the case with other work of the I 
city, it is believed that fully half of the . 
expense of that departineut could bo > 
saved, aud it might be a good thing for j 
the city to receive bids. 

Tax-payers do uot object to pluralism ' 


The Republican convention renominated 
Mr. Dwight Chester and nominated Mr. S. 
E. Howard, who served two years 
ago, but was defeated last year, it Is said, 
because be antagonized the railroad corpo- 
rations in his first term, nis nomination 
is a tardy act of justice. 

It has all along been feared that tho corpo- 
rations which Mr. Estabrook fought so 
manfully last lyear would succeed in de- 
feating (tis nomination this fall, and It will 
be seen that these fears were only too 
well grounded. Mr. Estabrook has the 
satisfaction that he fought for the people 
with great success, and the corporations lie 
antagonized can now go to work and get 
their legislation through, if they can. 

Messrs. Chester and Howard will make 
excellent representatives, and their previous 
experience will give them greut influence. 
Mr. Chester especially will have a right to 
be considered one of the veteraps, as thh 
will be his third term at the State House' 
Mr. Howard can resume Ills old fight 
against the railroads, and they will not find 
him any easier to manage because of the 
xpetieuce of the past two years. The nom. 
inatiou came to him entirely unsought. 


The order for procuriug expensive 
new heating apparatus for the present 
City Hall tvas dofeated, as it ought to 
have been. The policy of the city should 
be to only make such repairs as are ab- 
solutely necessary on the present build- 
ing, as it can be occupied only a few 
mqre years, at most. The business of 
the city long ago outgrew the accommo- 
dations, and the building itself was 
never a credit to the city. A new build- 
ing will have to be provided one of these 
days, and as for the efficiency of tho 
present heating apparatus, the building 
is as comfortable as the majority of 
business blocks. The hours of labor 
there are short, and none of the occu- 
pants, certainly, look as if they suffered 
much from the cold. The ventilatiug 
apparatus, which now disfigures fhe 
building, ought to serve as a warning 
against any more foolish expenditures. 


Tue withdrawal of Mr. Pillsbury is 
not surprising, as theie was no honor to 
be gained in appearing as the candidate 
of a hopeless minority, and Mr. Greeu- 
hal^e’s nomination seems to be assured 
on the first ballot, if it is not made by 
acclamation. Abotit the rest of the 
State ticket there is more or less of un- 
certainty, from the number of candi- 
dates. The results of the ante-conven- 
tion contest only demonstrates atew 
that it is the early aud active hustler who 
wius the honors, in these modern days. 


Tbe Republican state convention will 
meet in Boston, to-morrow, and it now 
looks as though Mr. Greeuhalge would 
be nominated on the first ballot As the 
claims made by his supporters, that they 
have a majority of tho delegates, seem to 
be well-founded. The Pillsbury and mou 
have made pretty large statements, but 
it seems 1 1» be in the nature of wheatling 
to keep there courage up, till the timo of 
the convention. They will know better 
auother time, aud realize that it is the j 
early and persistent hustlers that capture 
the nomination.

A WARWHOOP. 


f In one of tho quiet, plensnnt. piehtr- 
««que valleys of eastern Connecticut 

t estles the pretty, old fashioned village 
f Windham. A century ago this was 
tone of the most important towns in the 

t tate east of the Connecticut river. Hero 
rere located the county jail, tho county 
courthouse and other public institutions. 
Which, with its prominent public men, 

f * aised the town ton position of influence 
nd wide reputation. 

During the last half century, or a lit- 
tle over, these institutions one by one 
nave been removed to more thriving cen- 
ters, bright and ambitions young men 
nave sought other and more promising 
Ifields of activity, and the town, once so 
Important, has been shorn of its old 
fame and power, until it lias become 
simply a relic of the “good old times” — 
ja typical New England village, the ev- 
eryday existence of which has become 
Jdreamv and monotonous, and which 
lives chiefly in its traditionary history. 

A century and a half ago Squire El- 
erkin and Colonel Dyer were the two 
ost prominent men of Windham and 
were well known throughout the state. 
[Both were lawyers, both were promi- 
nent in public affairs, both were wealthy 
(for the times in which they lived, both 
tad large social followings, and both 
ere intensely jealous of each other. 
Sqnire Elderkin was a tall, lean, bil- 
dus looking man, with heavy, raven 
black hair and piercing dark eyes. He 
■was of aristocratic lineage, and in mnn- 
ier cold, selfish and ambitious. He was 
learned lawyer, an able advocate and 
'a merciless wit. Few could give a more 
jrapierlike thrust than he — a thrust that 
pever failed to reach its mark and al- 
|wavs left a rankling wound and an ugly 
scar. 

i Colonel Dyer was a different kind of a 
foian in every respect. In person he was 
abort and stout. He had a merry blue 
tye, a beaming countenance and a good 
word for every one. Few could tell a 
potter story or more surely make one 
Baugh without knowing the reason why. 
•Genial, happy, sociable, always bubbling 
lover with fun and good humor, he never 
(was happier than when surrounded with 

C ompany, and his wide circle of friends 
lways found him a royal entertainer. 
'As a result he became one of the most 
popular men in the state. His magnetic, 
♦winning qualities were more than a 
{match for the 6quire*s learning and 
•brilliancy. 

U Colonel Dyer was prominent, too, in 
ilitary as well as political matters, 
indham in those davs was a frontier

:own, and the red men caused a great 
deal of anxiety at times. Whenever the 
situation became threatening Colonel 
Dyer was called to lead, and lie always 
proved a willing soldier and a skillful 
commander. 

■ Squire Elderkin was very envious of 
the colonel’s popularity and made him 
itlie butt of many a keen, piercing shaft 
<of wit. The colonel in time became very 
bensitive to these wounds, and although 
liatred was foreign to his nature he coii- 
fceived a thorough dislike for the squire 
knd frequently in defense made a sharp, 
fctinging retort. The situation went on 
'from bad to worse until filially there 
\vaa many a sharp encounter between 
the friends of the contending parties. 
The little town, which had hitherto been 
messed with happiness and contentment, 
became a factious, quarrelsome commu- 
nity. 

Where these divisions would have end- 
ed, if an event destined to make “old 
Windham" famous had not intervened, 
Bo one can tell. 

1 » * * • * * 

The spring and early summer of 1759 
was a season of intense anxiety for tho 
pettier* of New England. The memo- 
rable French and Indian war, with its 
Unparalleled atrocities, was at its height. 
Massacres, in which whole villages were 
destroyed, were of frequent occurrence. 

; Windham had been especially stirred 
up by the bloodcurdling reports that 
were frequent Jy borne from the north. 
(Several times rumors of threatened in- 
vasion by the warlike savages and their 
more savage allies aroused tho town to 
a wild pitch of excitement. On these 
«L»cos**ions the villagers put implicit faith 
In tho colonel’s military sagacity and 
leadership, II«* was always placed in 
command, and his word was law — in 
phort, ho was tho Milts Htuudish of this 
interior Connecticut town. 

In early summer of this year the Con- 
necticut settlers were called upon to ren- 
der additional assistance in the struggle 

C gainst the French. Tho French forts 
f the uorth were now the objective 
jpoiut, and Colonel Dyer immediately bo- 
gun raising a regiment to help in the re- 
duction of Crown Poiut. Tho men were 
■ent forward as fast as they enlisted, 
while Colonel Dyer remained to coutiuuo 
Raising recruits. 

i One durk. sultry night of this memora- 
ble year the long looked for and dreaded 
crisis seeim d at baud. Late in tho even- 
ing an excited alarm was given by tho 
•village parson's slave. The negro was 
Ibadly scared and rushed from house to 
liouse, wildly shouting: “The French ure 
coming. The French are coining.” 

I The excited villagers ran to their wiu- 

t lows and doors and were met with a 
tin and roar that tilled theux with amaze- 
ment and terror, buch shrieks! Such 
yells! The very heavens seemed tilled 
with uueurthly sounds. The earth seemed 


to quake beneath the trend of the coming 
enemy. 

“We will have Krr-nel Dy-or. And 
El-dor-kin too. We will have Ker-nel 
Dyer. And El-der-kin too. Ker-nel Dy- 
er Elderkin, too," shrieked the hideous 
voices in unison. Colonel Dyer and 
Squire KMorkin had been particularly 
Active against the French. The whole 
village jumped to the conclusion that tho 
French and Indians were anxious to cap- 
ture these two leaders. As the outland- 
ish shrieks seemed to increase in volume, 
and to grow nearer and nearer, tho last 
donbt that the savages were upon them 
passed from every mind. 

Colonel Dyer hurried to the villngo 
green when the alarm was given, and 
the clanging church bell soon called the 
villagers together. Squire Elderkin, 
badly frightened, promptly responded, 
Well armed with a trusty flintlock. Very 
toon tho ablebodied men of tho town 
were in line, and Colonel Dyer was unan- 
imously chosen commander. 

Tho old feud that a few hours before 
divided neighbor from neighbor was for- 
gotten. All united like brothers to de- 
fend their common homes. 

Orders were immediately given to ad- 
vance, and the Windham villagers 
marched up tho hill to the east to chock 
the enemy. Tho shout for “Colo-nel 
Dy-er and El-der-kin, too,” steadily grew 
Itronger and stronger, and the gallant 
colonel was reported to have shown un- 
usual caution on this occasion, while 
Bquiro Elderkin, who lmd never had 
military experience, implored the colonel 
to halt his command on the hill and 
wait until daybreak before he proceeded, 
as everything seemed to indicate over- 
whelming odds in favor of the enemy. 

Tho last half of the night was one of 
terror. The villagers who had been left 
behind waited to hear the roar of battle, 
but as the hours dragged their tedious 
length along without the discharge of a 
single piece all gave way to the fear that 
60 tue great horror was impending. Tho 
night, however, finally wore away; the 
east began to grow gray, and the light 
Was slowly creeping over the hills when 
the clamor for “Colonel Dyer and Elder- 
kin, too,” began to subside. Daylight 
quelled the hideous sounds. 

The morning brought a strango story 
to the little army and the panic stricken 
villagers. 

A mile and a half to the west of the 
village was a large millpond, which fur- 
nished water for power to grind the 
grain for the surrounding country. The 
miller reported that he had been awak- 
ened by the outlandish noises in early 
evening and on going to the pond found 
the frogs in a great state of commotion, 
but owing to the intense darkness noth- 
ing could be seen. In the morning many 
dead frogs were found upon the shore. 

No wounds were visible; no marks of 
violence could be seen; no cause for tho 
6trange commotion could be found. 
Borne argued that there had been a bat- 
tle, but there was never any evidence to 
support this theory. Others advanced 
the idea that some mysterious, malarial 
contagion, somo deadly epidemic, had 
I broken out and caused tho cries of dis- 
tress which had driven terror to tho 
hearts of tho tho Windham villagers. 
This theory, too, has been laughed at, 
and the truth is that tho cause of the 
great disturbance has always been a 
j dark, impenetrable mystery. 

' The state of mind of the townspeople 
tho next morning can better be imagined 
than described. All seemed sick with 
humiliation at the ludicrous ending of 
their frantic fright of the evening before. 
Bquire Elderkin was particularly morti- 
fied and is reported to have suffered a 
two weeks’ sickness and confinement to 
his chamber, during which he was said 
| to have frequently stated that ho had 
much rather have lost his scalp than to 
have been the victim of such a huge joke. 

! It was wonderful how the story of tho 
Windham frogs sought out and found 
j every little nook and corner of the coun- 
try. There were no railroads, no tele- 
graphs or newspapers in those days. 
The stagecoach was the only means of 
; intercommunication. Yet the story, 
greatly exaggerated and elaborately 
dressed up by the imagination, was told 
in almost every tavern in tho land. 

Thu Windlmm wits had been famous 
for years. Those who had suffered at 
their hands now eagerly seized the op- 
portunity to pay back old scores with 
usurious interest. Ballads were written, 
songs were composed and sung, and ev- 
ery chance for a practical joke was util- 
ized. Colonel Dyer was a delegate to tho 
first congress held in New York. Dur- 
ing his journey to that city some wag 
tied an immense frog to tho rear of his 
carriage. His arrival is said to have 
been greeted with shouts and laughter, 
and the joke became the talk of tho city, 
j On one occasion Squire Elderkin was 
laid to have been making a very learned 
and eloquent plea, when some buffoon 
I raised the shout of “Colonel Dyer and 
Elderkin, too," in the long drawn tones 
which the frogs hud luude famous. Tho 
judge lost his gravity, the jury laughed, 
and the audience shouted in the most 
boisterous manner. The squire, famous 
for his self possession, lost his temper, 
which greatly added to tho auiusemeut 
of the onlookers. 

The humiliation of the Wiudhamites, 
however, soon passed away, and they 
regained their native shrewdness. Colo- 
nel Dyer was the first to turn the tide. 
He adopted tho bullfrog us a coat of 
arms. He had a metal frog made for a 
J door knocker und in various other ways 
showed his disposition to accept the sit- 
uation good naturedly. The squire soon 
law this wus the better way und felt 
Very kindly toward the colonel for his 
tact in stemming the current of populur 
persecution. He ever ufter accepted any 
' taeution of the frog story with a smile 
|nd apparent good nature, ulthough it 
wus generally believed that the smile 
| Wus forced and the good uature wus eu- 
, tirely assumed. 

i The memorable fright had one good 
| effect. Colonel Dyer and Squire Elder- 
kin became fast friends. Deuce and good 
will reigned throughout Jho community, 
i and the lilt lo village has since become 
i noted for the spirit of neighborly kind- 
ness and brotherly love which seems to 
hover over it and pervade the very uir. — 
Fred M. Hopkins in Romance.

THE WRECKERS. 


Tho following story told to mo in my 
official capacity aa chaplain in ono of her 
majesty’s Inrgest convict prisons touched 
mo very much at the time. Iftie narrator 
having l>een dead some years, I see no 
harm in presenting his history to tho 
public in as nearly ns possible his own 
Words. By way of preface I may remark 
that the prisoner was a quiet, well be- 
haved and apparently inoffensive indi- 
vidual, entered in the prison books as H 
61. 

He had evidently received a fair edu- 
cation. At the time of telling me his 
| ory he had the greater part of a 10 
rears’ penal sentence to run. his crime 
oeing a barefaced, well planned bur- 
glary nt a large jeweler’s shop in the west 
end. His constitution was not ono to 
withstand tho severe discipline of tho 
prison, and ho lay in hospital on what 
turned out to be his deathbed as he made 
his astonishing revelations without any 
reservation as to secrecy. He said; 

I expect I don’t seem to you, sir, quite 
the usual cut of the long term burglar, 
and you would bo quite right in so think- 
ing. I never did fancy the profession, 
and thnt jeweler’s shop business wns all 
a sham and an excuse to get hero out of 
the world and safe from a worse fnto at 
tho hands of deadly enemies. . Aye, sir, 
you may stare. Few people, I» Imagine, 
are so fond of prison that they will 
stretch a point to get there. No, sir; my 
offense was a much more serious one 
than ever transpired nt my trial, and ns 
I feel that I am not likely to trouble the 
prison authorities very much longer I 
might as well give yon the true reason 
for my being in this place. 

I started in life as a respectable mid- 
dle class tradesman and in due time 
married the truest and best of women. 
Shortly after the birth of a son my wife 
was stricken down with illness, to which 
she succumbed. My grief was such 
that I could not go about my ordinary 
duties. I sent the boy to some friends. 

I gave up business and became a wan- 
derer on the face of the earth. 

I drifted to Paris, and there, destitute 
and starving, I made the acquaintance 
of a man who was a prominent member 
of one of tho most extreme socialistic 
societies in the capital. Ho took care of 
! me, and partly out of gratitude and 
j partly out of sheer restlessness and a 

g rowing distaste for life I agreed to join 
is society. I found that the principles 
of this secret association were even moro 
dreadful than I had supposed. It essayed 
to strike a blow at all monarchies or con- 
stituted governments, and the throned 
heads of Europe were especially marked 
out for its prey. 

From time to timo various attempts, 
though hitherto unsuccessful, had been 
made to assassinate somo of the foreign 
rulers, and soon after I joined it hap- 
pened that Great Britain fell under the 
ban of the society. At a largely attend- 
ed meeting, secretly held in tho out- 
skirts of Paris, it was resolved that 
Queen Victoria and as many as possible 
of tho high persons surrounding her 
throne must die. It was thought that a 
deadly and sweeping blow could be 
dealt if, while on ono of its frequent 
journeys to or from the north, the royal 
train could bo wrecked. 

So it was decided. 

It remained but to draw lots for tho 
inen to do tho deed. By a strange fatal- 
ity Scraggs (the name of my friend) nnd 
! myself were deputed to carry out tho 
vengeance of the society. 

| I received the intelligence with a cal- 
lousness begotten of long enduring mis- 
ery and want. What cared 1 now what 
befell me? Just at this time, too, I 
' learned of the whereabouts of my son. 

; Ho had .entered the service of a well 
i known Scotch nobleman in tho capacity 
of page and personul attendant und was 
doing well. 

I Even this flews did not awaken mo to 
a true senso of my position. Tho in- 
structions of tho society were clear and 
to the poiut. 

1 Tho train with her majesty on board 
had to ho destroyed in uny way we 
chose. Success would mean a hand- 
some reward and a high position in the 
society. Failure — and there were no 
extenuating circumstances — meant sud- 
den and certain death at tho hands of 
| tho society. A certain period was giveu 
us to bring ubout tho desired result, and 
we lost no time in arranging our plans. 
Her majesty wus at this time, the au- 
tumn, staying at her usual residence in 
tho north of Scotland, and we found we 
had somo time before us ere we could 
hope to deal our blow on her return 
journey. 

| Crossing to Eugland, we made a care- 
ful survey of the railway route and de- 
cided upon a likely spot on the system 
of one of the best known English rail- 
ways by which royalty ustiully travels. 
The place in question was an unusually 
long bridge spanning at the height of 80 
feet a broad hut shallow stream. Just 
before tho approach to tho bridge tho 
lino took a sharp curve, which lent itself 
to our fell purpose. Our plan was to 
ore part) two short, handy pieces of rail 
faced at one end like points and tho other 
rnd curving gradually outward. Tho 
thin ends of the rails would bo pierced 
for bolts of the same size as those used 
to fusteu (by means of a fishplate) tho 
ordinary mils together. We should then, 

! on the night preceding the pas.-ing of tho 
truin, loosen tho bolts of the particular 
rails we pitched upon, trusting they 
j would he overlooked by the patrolling 
| lurfacemau. 

| On the following night we should con- 
teal ourselves in the recess of the bridge, 
and us soon us the pilot engine (which 
always precedes the royul truin by 15 
Ininutesj hud passed we should tuke 
tut the bolts, release the fishnlutesou the 


outer ride of one rail and on tho Inner 
•Me of tho other, replacing them by cur 
Specially prepared rails. 

The wheels of tho engitio of the com 
ing train would tako those short mils 
like points, nnd as the ends curved off 
toward tho parapet of the bridgo tho 
whole train would leave the rails and bo 
precipitated from tho frightful height 
into tho stream beneath. Thero would 
be no escape for a singlo soul in that 
train. And so, calmly and in cold blood, 
wo arranged the wholesale destruction 
of the south bound train which would 
contain tho head and may’ important 
members of the royal family^ 

Wo knew that every precaution was 
taken by the railway company and their 
servants to observe a clear and safe pas- 
sage for their royal patron, and that ex- 
tra patrolmen were out along tho route, 
while to prevent tho risk of accident all 
less important trains were shunted to 
•no side. Tho contents of all goods trains 
on tho down lino were carefully inspect- 
ed in order that no projections should 
endanger the safety of the spocinl, and 
signalmen wero moro than usually put 
upon the alert.

Disguised 
as railway laborers at a villngo in tho 
vicinity, ami having previously conceal- 
ed our tools near the bridgo, wo mado for 
the scene of our enterprise.

At last her lignts appear in 
the distance, and sho thunders safely 
over the bridgo. 

Now to work. 

Hastily securing our respective rails, 
wo make for the selected spot and com- 
mence to withdraw tho bolts.

COLLISION A1 RIVERSIDE. 

PASSENGER AND GRAVEL TRAINS COME 
TOGETHER. 

An accident which fortunately did no 
injury beyoud the damage to rolling 
stock, occurred on the Boston *fc Albany 
railroad at Riverside Wednesday morn- 
ing. 

The outward bound circuit passenger 
train, which leaves Boston at S.50 o’clock, 
aud is due at Riverside at 9.23, ran into a 
gravel train just tolow the Riverside 
station on the main line 

The passeuger train was corning toward 
the station at a slow rate of speed ou 
track 3, aud the gravel was crossing in 
an easterly direction from track 1 to 
track 4. 

The latter had the right of way, it is 
understood, and was gettiug out of the 
way of the Modoc express, which was 
due shortly. 

Extensive improvements are being 
made at Riverside, including the elova- 
tion of the tracks aud the construction 
of a new bridge across the Charles river, 
aud gravel trains have been running over 
the main liue quite frequently since the 
beginning of the work ou the repairs 
and alterations. It has been necessary 
quite often to make quick arrangements 
tor clearing the tracks ou the main line 
to accommodate the regular train ser- 
vice, and extra precautions have beeu 
t.iken iu the way of preventing a col- 
lision. 

It is claimed that the conductor of tho 
gravel train, which was run down, sent 
out a flagman to head off the passenger 
tiaiu. Conductor Sargeut of the pas 
senger train states that he saw no flag, 
but was reticent as to the cause of the 
accident. In fact the railroad officials 
expressed entire i uoraucc of the real 
cause of the smash-up. Division Super- 
intendent Chesley said that there had 
been no opportunity for investigation, as 
the time had beeu taken up iu the work 
of clearing the tracks. 

The result of the collision was not very 
serious. Ttiree gravel cars were derailed 
aud several damaged, one beiug practi- 
cally wreckod. The eugiue of the pas- 
senger trnin was only slightly damaged.

The passengers ou the accommodation 
train were quite badly frightened, but no 
one wus injured. 

The news of the collision brought a 
large crowd of spectators to the scene 
Passengers awaiting inward aud outward 
bouud trains suffered some annoyance 
by the delay uud uucertuiuty as to the 
time they would be able to reach points 
of destiuutiou. Au investigation as to 
the cuuse of the accident will be held. 

The Newton police denartmeut held 
several meu iu reserve iu the event of the 
requirement of their services, some of 
whom were due ut a tiial iu East Cam- 
bridge.

Scribner’s Magazine for October has a 
notable list of contributors, including W. 
D. Howells, Robert Louis Stevenson, 
Joel Chandler Harris, II. C. llunner, 
Harold Frederic, and Will II. Low. Tho 
contribution of Mr. Howells is a remark- 
able one. Under the title, “The man of 
Letters as n Man of Business,” lie dis- 
cusses with perfect franlfness the whole 
relation of literature to business, es- 
pecially the relations of the writer with 
the editor aud the publisher. It is a 
striking presentation of those Ibiugs 
about which the public is so often misin- 
formed. Another article of unusual in- 
terest, both intrinsically and by reason 
of its literary associations, is Robert 
Stevenson’s journal of the voyage made 
by Sir Walter Scott iu 1814 around Scot- 
land in the light- house yacht.

CHEAP LIVING FOR ALL. 


A BOSTON UKHAI.D REPORTER TRIES THE 
EXPERIMENT OF $1 A WEEK HOARD. 

Having passed seveu days with a 
cheap cookiug apparatus embodying the 
ideas of Mr. Edward Atkinson, aud sur- 
vived, a reporter of the Bostou Sunday 
Herald is prepared to testify to the truth 
of the widely kuown statistician’s state- 
ment that a man may give himself com- 
plete uourishmeut, in the form of solid 
food, at a cost of $1 a week or less. 

llow is this possible? 

The auswer is: By the use of a very 
cheap fuel, entirely consumed, applied 
without loss to food that loses uothiug 
iu its cooking. 

In the Herald of Monday morning, 
Sept. 11, Mr. Atkiusou, iu the course of 
a throe-column illustrated article, made 
his proposition as follows, the samo be- 
iug the result of his latest aud most 
earnest study of the food problem: 

Some time ago 1 stated aud gave proof 
that su intelligent person could buy ull 
food that is required for uomplete nutri- 
tion at the standard of u German soldier 
iu active service, or at the true standard 
of a workman iu Bostou, at the retail 
shops iu Bostou, at u cost for the food 
material of *1 pei week. 1 am now pre- 
pared to prove that complete nutrition, 
consisting of meat, graiu uud vegetables, 
cau be purchased at retail prices iu this 
city ut tho preseut time at a cost of uot 
over 10 cents a day, or 70 cents a week. 

1 am now about *o give instructions 
for providing cookiug apparatus with 
which this supply of food material may 
bo converted iuto nutritious aud appetiz- 
iug food iu uuy room anywhere, or eveu 
out of doors, sheltered from the wind, 
with a couimou haudlamp us the source 
of heat and with au expenditure of oil 
uot exceeding one piut a day. 1 cauuot 
give the exaot cost of buyiug this ap- 
paratus, but uuy person of ordiuary 
capacity cau prepare the material aud 


put together this kind of cooking ap- 
paratus, without the iatnp, for less than 
$ 2 . 

I shall next describe an apparatus that, 
would require the services of a tinman 
to mako it more perfect, after I have 
given instructions for the simplest 
method. 

Tho apparatus used by the Herald 
man consisted of the second variety men- 
tioned, and was constructed by a tin- 
smith. 

The bills of fare for the week included 
beef, lamb, baked b*ans, salt pork, white 
potatoes, sweet potatoes, onions, beets, 
turnips, Quaker oats, maccaroni, cran-' 
berry sauce, apple sauce, bread, butter, 
coffee, sugar and grapes, with pepper, 
salt and mixed pickles. 

The record of this week shows an ex- 
penditure for food of 87 90-100 cents, for 
seas oning'and kerosene oil 12 cents; total, 
99 90-100 cents. [From “Living on $1 a 
Week,” Boston Herald, Oct. S, 1893.]

HOW CATS OFTEN SPREAD DISEASE. 

Mother* Rhnnld Teach Children Not to 
lliinitlc Strungo Anlntitl*. 

Since I have spoken in defense of the 
dog. let me say something more with 
relation to that other favorite household 
companion of man — the cat. I would 
call your attention to the fact that tho 
cat. is a boast far morenselnl to mankind 
than tho dog. Without the latter wo 
«ould get along, but if we lmd no cats 
tvo should have a continual plague of 
rats and mice, which would overrun the 
cities and devour tho crops and small 
live stock of the farmers 

At the same time you may set it down 
in indisputable truth that the domestic 
cat is a prolific source of a great variety 
of disenses. It breeds them and dis- 
seminates them — skin troubles partic- 
ularly. It carries about with it the con- 
tagion of diphtheria, one of the most fa- 
tal of human complaints, nnd it is seri- 
ously suspected of helping to sow the 
germs of consumption. A trouble akin 
to ringworm which attacks the scalp and 
causes tho hair to fall out is frequently 
conveyed by cats. Likewise it is with 
scarlet fever, which, when it is in a 
house, is always likely to bo scattered 
abroad by the pot pussies of tho estab- 
lishment. 

Tho way of it is this: When thero is 
sickness in a house, old cloths are apt to 
be used for various purposes. These are 
commonly thrown afterward into some 
out of the way place, like tho corner of 
a closet. Suppose that there is a tabby 
about that is on the |>oint of bringing 
into the world a litter of kittens. Fe- 
male cats are constantly having kittens, 
as you know, being among the most pro- 
lific of animals. Shu searches for a se- 
questered nook for her accouchement 
and is likely to make her bed of just 
such a lot of old rags as I have described. 

As a natural consequence, not only is 
the mother cat infected ns to her fur 
with the contagious disease, but all of 
her kittens are likewise. Tho latter are 
fondled by the children. Pathogenic 
germs seem to find a most favorable 
breediug ground in the hair of cats. Ae 
a result tlie complaint is spread. Un- 
fortunately the 'infection is not litnited 
to the house. It is spread abroad by tlie 
cats, which are notorious stragglers. 
Thus before many days have passed 
there is an epidemic of scarlet fever or 
what not in the neighborhood. Nobody 
can imagine how it got about. Little 
Johnny dies of diphtheria, and nobody 
dreams that ho contracted it by picking 
up a strange cat. 

Children have a way of picking up 
cats and holding them to their faces to 
caress them. That accounts for many 
cases of that very disagreeable disease 
called ringworm. It is the samo way 
with otiier skin troubles that are con 
tagious. Cats as well as dogs are lin 
ble to tuberculosis of the lungs, other 
wiso known as consumption. That the} 
communicate it to human beings isinore 
than suspected.— Washington Star. 


A l.ouUvillo I)oe That Swears. 

A Louisvillo railroad man has a dog 
that distinguishes the days of the week 
and different railroad trains. On days 
when Midget’s owner makes his regular 
trips tlie dog accompanies him to tho 
station, but never attempts to board the 
train — just stays on tho platform, an in- 
terested spectator, and wags his tuil 
cheerfully as tho train moves out.

COMMON COUNCIL MKBT1NO — THE 
MAYOR’S VETO D18RF.O AHPKD— OFI H'K 
OF POLICE INSPECTOR. 


A meeting of the common council w«r 
hold Monday evening, the opening of the 
ReRsioti being delayed somewhat by com- 
mittee dutieR. 

Those not engaged, conversed inter- 
estedly about the sewer construction, Hr 
progress and attendant di advantages, 
the second defeat of the British yacht 
by the Vigilant, and regretted the ab- 
sence of Councilman Hatch, a good 
whist player, who wns at Chicago. 

The meeting opened with President 
Weed in the chair, and Counoilmen 
Bennett, Hatch, Howes, Turner nnd 
Green absotit. 

Tho first business was to elect Col. 1. 
F. Kingidmry clerk of the bidy Mr. Brim- 
blecom being at tho World's Fuii. 

The records were then read aud ap- 
proved. 

Hearings were opened at 7 45 on lay- 
ing out the boulevatd aud various other 
streets, but no remonstrants appeared 
nnd they were closed. 

The quarterly report of Chief Uixhy 
of the fire department included these 
figures; total number of alarms, 25; num- 
ber of buildings damaged, 23; damage by 
fire, $0,300; hours of actual labor, 158. 

BOULEVARD ORDER TABLED. 

The order layiug out tho centrd boule- 
vard or way from Centre to Valeutioe 
streets, run against a small snag, which 
will delay it only a few days. 

Councilman Degen wished to know if 
the lines of the street were fixed abso- 
lutely by the order, and if they must be 
adhered to. 

This was moro than anyone present 
seemed able to answer, and a search 
instituted for the city engiueer proved 
fruitless. 

The councUmau from Ward Sir con- 
tinuing, said he did not wish to delay 
the order’s passage, but wished to learn 
bow the assessments for damages had 
been arrived at. The highway com- 
mittee know nothing about it aud he 
wanted to know who did. Ho had 
understood in the case of Mr. Hansom 
that an adjustment by two disinterested 
parties on the laud to be taken from him 
would be accepted, but after learning of 
the figure set, 15 cents per square foot, 
he refused to accept it. The case in 
question was a peculiar one, and dam- 
ages placed at that figure were ridiculous. 
The boulevard as laid out will pais close 
to and directly in front of Mi. Hansrm’s 
bouse, spoiling every vestige of lawu aud 
leaving part of it on the further side of 
the boulevard, It was unreasonable to 
run through an estate in that manner 
and then allow him only 15 cents per 
foot damage, lower than any land around 
there can be purchased. 

Councilman Knapp moved to table the 
order and it was done.

The president presented a paper at 
this time, bearing the signature of his 
honor, the mayor, which claimed close 
attention.

20 vears the Gamewell system in use in 
this the city has worked almost per- 
fectly, aud where there is so much differ- 
ence of opiuiou among experts in such 
matteis, as to the risks wQT&b mUht re 
suit from installing the b >xes of the 
Muuicipal aud Gamewell systems upon 
the same circuit, it is, in my opinion, 
unwise aud against the interests of the 
city to take any chances of failure, when 
nothing is to be gaiued thereby. I 
therefore respectfully return the order.

The order vetoed was passed by the 
aldurmeu iu concurrence at its I ist meet- 
ing. It originated iu the common coun- 
cil. Tuere has been a 1 jng controversy 
over the question of installing Municipal 
boxes on the ground that a mixed system 
iui_'bt prove unsatisfactory. Tho fire 
committee is in favor of the Municipal 
box, aud tiie claim is made that it cm be 
U'.ed without fear of trouble ou the same 
circuit, aud iu connection with the 
Gamewell boxes now iu use in the city. 

The vetoed order authorizes simply 
the purchase of five lire alarm signal 
boxes by the lire committee, aud pro- 
vides an appropriation of $750 therefor. 
The mayor assumes that it is the iuteut 
of the tiie committee to purchase boxes 
of the Municipal c >mpany aud, tbere- 
fore. withholds his signature. 

The first member on bis feet was Coun- 
cilman Kuapp ol Ward Four. He thought 
the matter had been very t xhaustively 
entered into. The council had heard 
both sides of tiie controversy, aud abided 
by the advice >f the committee who had 
thoroughly investigated the affair. The 
aldermen after long investigation had 
concurred with the council. He moved 
ihat the order as once passed be adiiered 
o. 

A vote was then taken no one voting 
against it. These couucilmea put them- 
selves ou record in favor of the purchase 
of live tire alarm b >xes subject to the ap 
proval of the lire committee who favor 
t h •• Municipal box.

Councilman Degen presented a petition 


Itom twenty-five residents of Parker St. 
asking for a concrete or plank sidewalk. 

He said the proviso on concrete walks 
requiring abutters to pay half was omit- 
ted but what was wanted was a plank 
walk along a portion of the street in tho 
outlying district toward Oak llilj, which 
has no sidewalk of any desoripti »n and 
where it is thickly settled. A number of 
children have to travel tho streot daily to 
attend school and in stormy weather a 
walk is badly needed. 

Councilman Knapp said the highway 
com mil tee was opposed to tho construc- 
tion of plank walks and would not build 
concrete w Iks unless the citizens con- 
sented to pay oae half. He thought a 
good gravel sidewalk might be built 
which would answer every purpose. 

Councilman Boss was familiar with tho 
street and the travel. A sidewalk was 
needed for about one mito and to build of 
gravel that distance would he much more 
expensive than a plank walk. There 
were about 30 children who went over 
the street to school. 

The petition wns referred. 

Councilman Bristol) presented a com- 
munication from J. B. Watts stating that 
the progiess of tho city sower had de- 
stroyed his crops on land near Amtin 
street and asking remuneration from tho 
city. Referred. 

G. F. Hall, J. L. Ballantyne and others 
petitioned for arc light on Bridge street. 
Referred. 

Susie B. Soule, et al claimed severe as- 
sessment for the construction of E iinboro 
street and asked that it be apportioned 
iqto three parts. Received and filo b 
“an inspector.” 

Councilman Tolraao reported for the 
committee on ordinances on amendment 
of the ordinance relating- to the police 
department in Sect. 1, striking out the 
wolds “an inspect oi.” The report was 
accepted. 

An order authorizing the expenditure 
of $500 for the compilation of ordinances 
and of a new municipal register was 
passed. 

8TA11LE AT AURURNDALE. 

Councilman Tolraan presented au order 
which was passed, authorizing tiie publir 
property committee to advertise for pro- 
posals for the construction of a wooden 
stable on Auburndale avenue for high- 
way purposes. 

ONE HUNDRED CENTS MORE. 

Councilman Briston presented au ordor 
to appropriate $2901 for the purchase of 
a new heating apparatus for use in tho 
city hall. 

This is the same order that was de- 
feated by the aldermen, last with tho ex 
ceptiou that it was increased by the 
addition of one huudred cents. 

It was found not enough members were 
present to pass it, so it was relegated to 
the table by Councilman Knanp. 

The council then adjourned.

SOME OF THE SURPRISES ONE MEETS IN 
THE WOMAN’S BUILDING* 


Writing from the Womau’s Building 
at the World’s Fair, a special correspon- 
dent of the Boston Sunday Herald says: 

Everywhere you move there are sur- 
prises in store. From 11 to 12 o’clock 
every morning au album belougiug to 
tbo Empress of Austria is exposed in the 
hall of liouor. It is valued at $30,000, 
and its silver clasped cover is the largest 
piece of manipulated tortoiseshell iu the 
world. The book contains photographs 
of tho iuteiior of her palace on (he Is- 
land of Corfu, where the queen retired 
after the death of her son, aud where 
she now lives iu seclusion This palace 
is supposed to be the handsomest in all 
Europe; hence the photographs, as no 
one is permitted to visit it. 

The products of the castles of the old 
world, inclusive of the priceless relics of 
those women whose ashes have long 
since mingled with that of mother earth 
iu the dust of ceuturies, seem to have 
been throve promiscuously into this 
buibiiug. Who can feel but reveiential 
in the midst of tlp-s-j historical trophies 
with which the growth of civilization is 
so interwoven? 

From the tapestry representing Rip- 
haul’s cartoon of “The Miraculous 
Draught of Fisties,” you may trace the 
important events of history in nocdle- 
woik. Indeed, every picture has its 
educational side, and whatever poiutyou 
are interested iu you will find your 
fLoiigbt there perpetuated in silks or 
oils. 

Aot only here, but through the exposi- 
tion, the spiiit has asserted itself. 
Should your thoughts suggest the story 
of lieu Mur, you will hud the hall iu 
which it u.ts written modelled in gilt 
and employed us table decoration. The 
textiles are among the most beautiful 
fabrics ever woven. 

It would he impossible to speak of the 
individual work of societies and special 
ists, hut that of the “associated artists," 
the mother society of so many sc bools of 
embroidery, expresses itself notably in 
two directions — that of the weaving of 
tex iies and fabiics which are rich iu 
cexture aud exquisite iu color. Rtphael’s 
cartoon, already referred to, stands out 
as a has relief* iu modern needlework, 
because of the preservation of the spirit 
of the original. 

Next in interest is the pottery, aud iu 
this pursuit the western states surpass 
the eastern. Unique and artistic vessels 
show unlimited originality in that 
branch of applied arts, and it is pateut to 
tue most indifferent observer that Amer- 
ica has given birth to a u rtioual school 
of design, which in a few years will out 
tival similar iusiitutious abroad. 

Let u 4 go into the Japanese rooms and 
"squat” for awhile with theiu sleek eyed 
patient and artistic exotics. Their 
hospitality , as. indeed, that all of tit- 
women from foreign climes, is refresh- 
ing If of the masculine gender the 
long bamboo pipe will welcome you; if 
of the feminine, a cup of “ceremonial” 
tea will he prepared and offered you on 
bended knees. The decoction called 
“ceremonial” is as green as grass. It is 
ilie fiivt time this high class lea wus ex- 
ported from Japan, aud while you could 
not refuse such proffered courtesy, your 
internal organs rebel against such 
intimacy. But you are ut the fair, uud 
the recognition of a stomach must not be 
tolerated any more than your sore, 
sw dleu feet. Christiau science has a 
w ide field heie iu causing you to forgot 
the ills that flesh aud blood are heir to. 
The tea is mixed with a brush— some 
man suggested a shaving-brush, so close 
the resemblance — and ii handed you in 
small bowls, tho little Jap waitresses re- 
turning to their places ou the floor, 
where they sit, tailor fashion, until tiro 
next guest is to be served. 

Nowhere iu the exposition can one 
find so complete a history of tbu in- 
dustries of tiie human race as in the 
Woinau’s building, starting with wo- 
man’s work iu savagery aud ending with 
a modern womau’s idea of that primitive 
wouiau as illustrated iu the decorations 
by Mis. MacMouuie.

hours of tho Queens of Engl and, Spain 
and Italy, the Empresses of Russia and

looking Backward. 

“Tho blackbird was singing ou Michi- 
gan’s shore,” nnd “the wild fox dug his 
hole unsoared," around Fort Dearborn, 
whore a small hamlet was gathered, 
which for some r< nson took tho uncouth 
Indian name, Chekngou. 

Tho first frame house was built there 
by John Kinzie iu 1815, and it stood 
solitary nnd alone among the sand bills 
and marshes, which were destined to fill 
so conspicuous a placo iu tbo history of 
tbo nineteenth century. 

At the close of the Black Hawk war in 
1832, uorthern Illinois and southern 
Wisconsin were thrown opon for settle- 
ment, and emigration shortly after began 
to flow in. In 1S34 there were but 111 
polls in Chicago. 

As late ns 1837 flour was sent from 
Ohio to supply tho infant settlement 
with daily bread. The first shipment of 
grain from Chicago to tho east was iu 
183S, .about 7S bushels of wheat, ns an 
experiment. Tho first load of wheat 
that was gtou id in Chicago was carted 
40 miles from the farm of Captain James 
C. Gooch. This statement was made by 
him, some years after, as a matter of fact 
well known and not to be gainsaid. Ilo 
mentioned it with mere modest com- 
placency, ns one of the incidents of his 
pioneer life, nud not % ware of its his 
torical importance. 

^Ile died at Footville, Wisconsin, April 
17, 1891, 81 years of ago, leaving ten 
children and fourteen grandchildren who 
are now prosperously settled in Illinois, 
Wisconsin, Colorado and California. 
Cape. Gooch was originally a shipmaster 
iu Boston. He married aud went to 
Chicago in 1830. He was a great-groat- 
graudsou of Col. Joseph Gooch (?) of Bos 
ton who built the mansion in 1740. now 
standing on Milton Hill, Mass., known as 
the “Churchill House,” and whose 
father, Capt. James Gooch, came to 
Boston in 1095 and left to his heirs the 
row on “King” street from Merchant’s 
row to “Ye flatts,” two acres of pasture 
land from Summer street to Milk stroot, 
the Vernon’s Head Tavern and other 
realeRtate ( is pi r Suffolk County reco dq 
Sept. 10, 1703, Lib 101, page 20. 

It was tho wise mou in the east who 
early saw the Star of Empire aud fol- 
lowed it in its western course and their 
heirs, administrators and assigns came 
immediately after. So that coming dowa 
to the great fire of 1871 there was costly 
fuel enough there tj burn up three hun- 
dred millions of property scattered 
around over two thousand acres. This, 
however, was a mere episode in the his- 
tory of that strange city, a pyrotechnic 
advertisement. 

Iu 1893, twenty-two years after tbo 
fire, all the nations ou the globe are 
making pilgrimages to seo this great 
sight, u city that was burnt aud yet not 
consumed. 

They came from far, like the Queen of 
Sheba, “from the uttermost parts of the 
earth, with spices and much gold and 
precious stones,” and when they have 
seen it, they say with one consent, “it 
was a true report we heard. Howbeit 
we believed not the words till we came 
aud our eyes had seen it, and behold, the 
half was not toll us. Thy wisdom and 
prosperity, oh, Babylon by the lakes, ex- 
ceed tho fame which we had heard.” 

Tboso who go to the World’s Fair may 
do it up in a week as an ordinary show, 
(Juliau Hawthorne says no one pair ot 
eyes can even see it all in six months) or 
they may go in a thoughtful mood rising 
to the sublimity of the great spectacle 
which is truly, take it all iu all, one of 
the great events of history. 

Uencoforth there will be tw’o distinct 
classes, those who wont to Chicago in 
’93, and tboso who did not. The latter 
will consist chiefly of the too old, too 
young and the infirm. 

Looking forward it is scarcely possible 
to conceive the varied results which 
must inevitably follow from this friendly 
convocation “out of every nation, and of 
all tribes, and peoples and tongm s.’’ Some 
now living may witness a greater spec- 
tacle ot which such gatherings are tho 
precursors:

“Hero the air Is cool and exhilarating 
So unworn and beautiful does every- 
thing look, that it shares, seemingly, in 
the heightened vitality which every new- 
comer feois in the sublime J and delicate 
atmosphere.” 

Thoso words of Geoigo Parsons La- 
throp, describing anotli cr locality, may 
aptly be appliod to Doer lslo, the second 
of the Maine islands in six'*, and certain- 
ly not less than second in beauty. Pil- 
grims not a few have turned from the 
general current of summer travel — setting 
so strongly and steadily, the present 
year, towards tho Wot Id’s Fair— to 
follow this shoreward eddy, bask in its 
sunshine and revel in its quiet. So 
strong is the attraction that autumn it- 
self does not find them all gono. 

Here one is not deafened by thunder- 
ing irains; electric cars do uot start 
within six inches of one’s feet ; newsboys 
do not clamor or trackmen assault: and; 
by a natural rebound, people who have 
most of these conveniences are most glad 
to leave them. Whit if they have but 
one mail a day, and long waiting for 
that? What if their newspapers, suppos- 
ing them to have any, are twenty-four 
hours old? They can stand it— for a 
while. 

For what compensations are theirs in 
the vast spaces of sky and sea reached 
by a ten niioute walk! In the drives 
over lovely tree-bordered roads, whose 
inequalities of surface, causing them to 
curve, rise and fall with as much grace 
as the waves of the harbor near by, only 
add to the pleasure! In long rambles in 
moss-caipeted, balsam-scented woods, 
with a strong breeze sweeping iu from 
thebdy! In excursions along the shore, 
whero the delicate pink of the sea rocket 
(Cakile Americans) shoots up from the 
stones; tho sea-side geraidia (Gerardia 
maritime) lifts its blue-tiuted bells; the 
tiny scarlet pimpernel (Anagallis 
arveuse) sends a bright greeting from 
the wayside: and the gaudy cone-dower 
(Rudbockia birth) tlnows its golden ring 
against tbe dark green of the hemlocks! 
In tbe perfect restfulness of this quiet 
spot, where the sub ime, tbe serene and 
the strong combine to produce one 
harmonious effect of repose! 

If the hawks often seen dying above, 
ever give tbe Isle a critical survey, they 
discover an oblong wilderness of trees, 
sot ou a granite pedestal, with seven or 
eight small villages, like so many collec- 
tions of rice-grains, clinging to different 
points on its sides. 

From tbe steamboat, the view is more 
distinct. We can distinguish the rich 
gradations of color, through reddish- 
brown sea-weed and gray granite to the 
deep greeu ot pine, hemlock and fir: 
noting, also, the exquisite grace with 
which the laud cuivis away from the 
water. There are no sharp points, no 
jagged precipices. Everything is care- 
fully rounded. 

lu all directions are islands innumer- 
able, sometimes bearing, like their larger 
neighbor, the name ol animals, as Sheep 
and Bear Islands, aud sometimes those 
of well known residents. But, as a 
native remarked of another locality. 

“The islands reouud here will answer 
to most, any name you give ’em. They 
stay right 'lure, all the time.” 

At Gieon’s Landing, near the southern- 
most point ot Deer Isle, the basal forma- 
tion ot granite looms into a prominence 
of grandeur and beauty elsewhere un- 
known. Hundreds ot feet, like gig intic 
terraces, the granite walls and platforms 
rise upward and backward. They have 
been systematically quarried aud build- 
ings of all sorts are set down aiming 
them as though dropped from the cloud ■*. 
There is here a tine harbor, alive with 
shipping ami overlooked by numerous 
hotels. In fact, it appears the most busy 
aud bustling point on the Isle. 

From Giueu’s L Hiding one can easily 
make the circuit of the island. A north- 
ward drive of seven miles leads to tho 
pretty village of Sunset. Poetically sug- 
gestive, aud by no means inapt, is this 
designation. Night after niglu tbe sun, 
like a great ball ot litv, sinks so swiftly 
behind the hills as though propelled by 
au invisible force; night after night the 
gold and rose color letr behind melt ii to 
the deep blue of those same hills; night 
alter night, ere this gloiy of color lias 
v, wished, tho stars come out, and a 
white lighthouse just below, on Eagle 
Island, twinkles response to them. 

Looking toward the southwest from 
one of the principal hills of Sunset, one 
his a fotoground of thick growing trees 
and rolling Helds, from which, all 
through July, tho scent of new-mown 
hay comes up strong aud fresh; beyond 
a wide expense of blue water; while, 
filling tho middle distance, rise the 
clustered dwellings of the village. 

Westward, stately growths of fir and 
hemlock, tail and straight as so many 
church spires bolder the water; grace- 
ful islands dot its surface; hills of “deep, 
aluminous blue bound the horzon ami 
let the eye sink iuto recesses of color 
seemingly endless.” 

Of these two views, bright with sun- 
shine, transparent with mist, Hushed 
with sunset, or calm with moonlight uo 
visitant ever glows tired. 

The various harbors are named accord- 
ing to location, southeast, south west 
ami so on. A pretty drive of two miles 
from Sunset biings us to North West 
Harbor, the usual landing place of tourists 
from Boston, aud also to the ceutre of 
tho island, Deer Isle Village by pre- 
eminence, where tho view sweeps out to 
the ocean aud where the principal resi- 
dents are located. 

Still proceeding northward wo pass a 
mile or two fuitberon, a huge granite 
boulder standing close to tho road, 
measuring eleven feet in height ami some 
twouty in oiroumstaucs, evidently dating 
from tho Glacial Period. Many such are 
found in different points, but this is tiio 
largest. 

Three or four miles more aud the 
North Harbor is reached, from which a 
bar stretobes across to Little Deer Isle, 
atfoiding a safe passage at low tide. It 
is said that the deer who used to trot 
back ami forth at these periods of low 
water gave name to both islands. 

Deer Isle is very irregular iu shape, 
owing to tbe numerous iudentatious 
made by the water which runs in aud 
out in most bowildeiiug fashion.” At 
oue poiut it is ueurly severed into two 
square parts and left hanging by two 
narrow threads of land. At another 
Nature has forgotten to unite the strag- 
gling portions, but tho space bulweeu is 
so narrow that with one stride you cau 
step on (Jreeulaw’s Neck which ou paper 
resembles tbe skeletou of u mastokon. 
Follow t lie ribs of this skeleton to tbe 
jaws. Here tbe island uitaius its great- 
est width aud ut high water oue looks 
aoross to Stiusou’a Neck half a mile dis- 


tant. A bar from the island to tho m tin- 
land affords n good roadway for six 
I hours out of the twenty-four whore 
teams cross and rc cross with compara- 
tive safety. This bar is a natural stone 
bridge covered with rocks of just the 
proper width from which the inference 
Is drawn that its foundation may have 
been laid by n free historic peoplo. 

Cutting across and around ami making 
a detour to see tins famoua spot, the 
traveller at Inst comes on a hill with a 
threefold prospect toward Deed Isle 
Village, toward Sunsotnnd toward South 
Deer Isle. Taking the last named direc 
tion and climbing hill alter hill lie at 
length reaches Green’s Landing again. 
If lie lias not lingered too long at fasci- 
nating points tho entire circuit will not, 
have consumed more tlmi six or eight 
hours. 

It is impossible to lose one’H way on 
Deer Isle. A lady was told tba’ if she 
started from a point some distance above 
her huaiding place she would eventually 
reacli tho same point from an opposite 
direction. Resolving to test the truth of 
thin statement she one morning slipped 
away from her companions and started 
off alone. A steep climb seemed only to 
lead in an opposite direction from the 
right one, but she persevered, and dually 
a sudden curve in the road brought her 
to a veritable wicket gate with two 
paths, one broad and one narrow, branch- 
ing off beyond. Banyan himself would 
have recognized the ideal truth of tin 
picture. Sad to relato, however, she did 
like her Pilgrim prototype, choose not th ) 
narrow way which would havo made her 
trip shorter, but tlio alluring broad oue. 
Beautiful to be lost in such a spot with 
moss three inches deep springing 
elastically back from her tread; the sun- 
shine shooting across it through inter- 
lacing boughs like gold threads on green 
velvet and tho tiny bunch-berries dotting 
it with scarlet buttons!

Colled inn Canceled Mump*. 

What is apparently more useless than 
canceled postage stamps? And yet there 
is a store on Michigan avenue where 
they seem to be in demand. Onoofthe 
windows is entirely heaped up with 
present day United States stamps, most- 
ly of the 2 cent denomination. There 
must be thousands of them, and the ob- 
server can only wonder what in the 
world can be their value. They cannot 
possess any particular interest to the 
stamp collector, for they are neithei 
rare nor valuable. To the ordinary per 
son the cancelc d 2 cent postage stamj 
seems a worthless thing indeed. Pricei 
paid for such stamps, however, are 1C 
cents per 1.000, $1 per 10.000, and $1$ 
per 100,000. Many an industrious lad 
will probably he moved by this offer (at 
the appearance of tho window indeed 
testifies), and yet the immense labor o: 
collecting 100,000 stamps can be appre 
ciated. 

Yet during the Centennial stamp* 
were bought in the same manner, and 
those who purchased them are todaj 
reaping a handsome profit, for the Cen- 
tennial postage stamp has increased won- 
derfully iu value in a canceled condi- 
tion during the last few years. As tim* 
goes on stamps increase greatly in value, 
especially stamps issued for one yeai 
only on a special occasion like the Cen- 
tennial or fair. To show how valuable 
a stain]) may become, the writer of tbit 
may mention the fact that eight yeai- 
ago ho purchased a first issue Englisl 
envelope stamp in London for $7.50, and 
it was at that time worth a great deal 
more in this country. Now it has prob- 
ably increased still more. — Detroit Free 
Press.

The extension of tho use of the wheel 
is among the interesting phenomena of 
the day. The French postal service has 
I adopted it extensively in rural service*

ties. Its growing extension in tho col- 
onies is marked. The export of bicycles 
now cuts a respectable figure in board 
of trade returns. During the past year 
the value has nearly doubled.— New 
York Evening Sun. 


Kxilctl Socialist* In Siberia. 

A number of socialist exiles have been 
located at Chita, Siberia. Our corre- 
spondent tells us that, though not allowed 
to leave tbe city, they move about freely 
enough within it and in various kinds of 
skilled handicraft are earning their own 
livelihood. They are in this way quite 
an acquisition to the neighborhood. If 
you have a scientific instrument to be re- 
paired or any work to bo done in which 
delicate manipulation and special inge- 
nuity are essential, you must send for one 
of the socialists. 

They bear an excellent character, aud 
the superintendent of police in Chita 
says, “If all the people in this province 
were socialists, there would be nothing 
for us to do.” Alas for this province, a 
large proportion of its people are of a 
very different type!

Thu Chic-u4.o Fair's liud Management. 

Either the blood sucking parasites at 
the fair must be dispensed with, the dead- 
head leak stopped and expenses cut down, 
or there must be a default on the bonds 
which the corporation owes. The direct- 
ors have outstanding five millions of 
bonds and flouting debt, and they have 
not yet a dollar to apply on the bond 
payment. They have not yet paid the 
floating debt by perhaps a million, and 
from present appearances will not until 
late in August. 

The fair is costing $000,000 a month for 
operating expenses. The army of dead- 
heads who enter its gates is steadily in- 
creasing. Friday more than one-third of 
those in attendance went in on passes.

Offer to Flout tho Victoria. 

Signor Balsamello, the.inventor of the 
Balia Nautica, the submarine vessel with 
which several successful experiments 
were performed lately ut Civita Vecchia 
in the presence of a commission appoint- 
ed by tho Italian government, declares 
that by tho aid of his invention he can 
float her majesty’s ship Victoria ut a 
cost of less than £’40,000. He says that 
with tho Balia Nautica he can make ar- 
rangements for raising weights far ex- 
ceeding that of the sunken ironclad. The 
preparations and placing of grapnels aud 
chains around the Victoria would take a 
month und would bo performed by the 
crew of the submarine ship, which has 
alreudy descended to uml been maneu- 
vered successfully at depths beyond that 
iu which the Victoria lies. Tho bring- 
ing of the ship to tho surface would take 
two days.— St. James Gazette. 


Singular Cu*o of lusunity. 

Professor Alfonso Carpentieri, the 
famous gynecologist of t he University 
of Naples, becamo suddenly insane a 
few days ago. Ho imagined that ho was 
dying from starvation and thirst, and, 
entering a restaurant, drunk four cups 
uf coffee, a bottle of wine, a bottle of 
rogiiae, und ate 15 sandwiches und 
luoro than a dozen eggs. When the 
proprietor declined to serve anything 
pise, the professor sprang on tho table 
aud cried, with tho voice of Btentor: 
"Eggs, eggs! Give me eggs and keep me 
from starving!" When ho began to 
break chairs aud tables, he was over- 
powered and placed in a hospital, lie 
is oue of the most fumous physicians iu 
Italy. — Chicago Times.

Tho Boyd pond nnluanen Iirr brnn 
abated, and a pretty park in being cretttpd 
where foimerly wan a muddy and mala- 
ria breeding pond. The work in being 
done by tbe city of Newton, which brain 
tbe entire expense, having necured a 
special legislative act to tnke Unds in 
Watertown for the purpose of abating 
the i uinance. F >r yearn rl e place wan a 
ReriotiH menace to the public health, and 
an attempt wan made, hy the Newton 
hoard of health to inteient. tbe Water- 
town board in a scheme f »r it* almte- 
muit. The Watertown board, however, 
claimed the nuisance wns wholly in New- 
ton, aud for tiiat reason refused to ap 
propriate money to aid abating it. 

Finally i ho authorities of Newton de- 
termine to act alone, and $10 000 wan ap- 
propriated for the purchase of 204 000 
feet of land bordering on the pond and 
for cleaning up the same. 

Although the work is not yet complete, 
the place will soon be ready for the land- 
scape gardener. The plans piovi le for 
filling iu the pond and grading the banks 
and reducing the steep banks on the 
northeily side to a pretty grassed slope. 
Gravelled walks, bordered with flower- 
ing sin ubs and beds of plants, will lie 
laid out. The dam lias been taken away 
and a channel cut through the proposed 
nark to allow the free flow of water from 
Laundry brook to Cook’s pond and 
Charles river.

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THE MAYOR’S VETO. 

The citizens of Newton will endorse 
Mayor Fenno’s position on the fire alarm 
signal box question. He says in his veto 
of the order for the purchase of the 
Municipal boxes: 

For nearly twenty years the Gamewell 
svsfem in use in this city has worked 
almost perfectly, and when there is such 
a diff erence of opinion among experts in 
such matters as to the risks which might 
result from installing the boxes of the 
Municipal and Gamewell systems upon 
the same circuit, it is, in my opinion, 
unwise and against the interests of the 
city to take any chances of failure when 
nothing is to be gained thereby. 

This is the only practical and common 
sense view, and it is no secret that it is 
the view taken by many large property 
owners in Newton, who have been out- 
spoken in their condemnation of the 
city council for voting to mix up two 
systems, when, as the mayor says, “uotli- 
ing is to be gained thereby.” 

If the change was to save the oity a 
considerable sum of money it might be 
worth while to take the risk, but there 
is not a single dollar saved by the trans- 
action. If the Gamewell company had 
not always treated the city fairly, not to 
say liberally, there might have been 
some reason for a change. If iho Game- 
well company were a grinding nouopoly, 
paying law wages, and unpopular with 
the people, but the reverse of these 
things are true. 

Without saying anything of the merits 
of the two systems, it is no secret that 
the Municipal company was formed to 
fight the Gamewell company, and the 
men chiefly interested are to say the 
least not friendly to the older company. 
It may or may not make as good ap- 
paratus, the question is, do the city 
council wish to encourage this kind of 
thing? 

Here is ao old servant of the city, that 
has worked satisfactoiily to all for 
twenty years. No word of complaint Is 
heard and no cause of complaint has been 
given. A new servant comes alone, who 
will work just as cheaply, aud although 
the committee know the worth of the 
old servant, and the new one bus only a 
very biief experience, and the men iu 
charge of the departraeut where . tne 
work is done, oppose any change, yet 
the committee vote to make the experi- 
ment, aud hope the new servant will be 
just as good as the old one. 

Such a position caused a good deal of 
surprise, coming from men who are 
.supposed to be good business men. and 
the affair has caused a good deal of talk, 
so much so that the veto of the order bv 
the mayor is accepted as a very satis- 
factory ending of the aff lir. 

The Comm »u Council was rather hasty 
in votiug to pam the order over the 
Mayor's veto, but there seems to be 
some doubt whether the vote will stand. 
Ooly eight members voted, aud it re- 
quires a two-thirds vote to pass an order 
under such ciicumstances. It was stated 
in the meeting by a city official that this 
meant two-tbir.ls of those preseut, but 
this is contrary to th<* general impression 
that two-thirds of the members am re- 
quired. If tbat is not the rule, it ought 
to be, at, otherwise a minority can pass 
legislation over a veto. It is doubtful 
whe'lier a two-thuds vote could have 
been secured iu the couucil, but the 
aldermen, at least, will treat the mayor 
more cotuteously. 


much Importance ns the day schools, as 
the pupils who attend the former are 
generally of an age to appreciate the 
value of knowledge and are possessed of 
a determination to niako the m >st of the 
advantages offered them. Some of our 
greatest men gained the most of their 
education in evening achools, after their- 
day’a work was over. 

Turkic are many evidences of the gteat 
dissatisfaction of the people of Newton 
over the way in whioh Mr. Estabrook 
was defeated for representative, and the 
criticism heard is very strong. But 
what can the voters do about it? The 
fight against him was very quietly ai d 
skilfully managed. In the general interest 
over the contest for govornor, but little 
attention was paid to the delegates for 
the representative convention, and most 
voters thought of courso lip would be 
renominated, as it is an old custom to 
give every roan a second term who has 
done even fairly well during his first 
term. The question of representatives is 
of so much more looal importance than 
that of auy state office, that it is a mis- 
take to elect delegates to all the conven- 
tions on the same evening. The state 
convention delegates are carefully chosen 
and the other delegates are lumped in 
any way. It will make very little differ- 
ence to Newton whether Mr. Greeuhalgo 
or Mr. Russell is governor, but it makes 
a great deal of difference whether New- 
ton has reached such a state that a 
representative who does his duty faith- 
fully to his constituenst, can be defeated 
because lie has antagonized the corpora- 
tions. The voters are thiuking over this 
question. 


Newton presents now some gorgeous 
pictures of autumn foliage, and the view 
from the hills is a very attractive oue. 
Waban hill gives the most extended 
view, from its greater elevation, and it 
is well worth the trouble of getting 
there. But fine views can be obtained 
from Mt. Ida, the West Newton hill and 
Institution hill in Newton Centre. The 
beautiful coloring of the leaves will ouly 
remain a short time, but no one should 
fail to ascend some of the numerous 
bills of Newton, the coming week, aud 
see wbat a gorgeous spectacle we have 
right here at home. The railroads aie 
running excursions to the Berkshire 
Hills, for the lovers of autumn foliage, 
but it is doubtful if the display there is 
any more beautiful than can be seen 
right here iu Newton. 


Tiik Newtou Centre Baptist church is 
very fortunate iu securing such a pastor 
as Rev. Richard Montague, who has been 
regarded as oue of the leading preachers 
iu that denomination. His first church 
was iu Lawrence, and after a very suc- 
cessful pastorate there he was called to 
the largest church in Providence where 
he remained until his he dth compelled 
him to remove to Colorado. But now 
his physicans say that his health is thor- 
oughly reestablished and that he can 
stand the Eastern climate again without 
dauger. He is a very earnest aud iuter- 
estiog preacher, and is well fitted by his 
abili ries aud training for such an impor- 
tant position as that of pastor of the 
Newton Ceutre church, which includes 
so many scholars among its members. 


The Republican convention was as 
harmonious aud enthusiastic as the 
Democratic, owiug to the contest over 
the chief place having been fought out 
in advance. The platform adopted was 
an excellent one, although it was more 
than twice too long, the framers taking 
a great number of words to express their 
meaning, but they evidently believe that 
a party platform should be a good deal 
like an old fashioned Btump speech, in- 
stead of a brief statement of principles, 
M ivor Banoroft of Cambridge made au 
excellent speech to the convention, and 
the other speakers k. pt up the party 
enthusiasm.

A New Theory of Sleep. 

Some discussion 1ms been going on 
concerning Herr Rosenbaum's recently 
proposed theory of sleep— namely, that 
the anaunic condition of the brain is due 
to an excess of water in the brain cells 
of that body. The supposition, as stated, 
is that sleep is essentially a matter of 
nervous action, and the direct cause it 
thought to be fatigue of the nerve cells 
which communicate with the heart and 
bring about some change in the circula- 
tion. The nerve cells are thus supposed 
to be full of water when sleep comes on, 
and this water during sleep passes into 
the venous blood as waste, nnd the nerve 
cells then receive nourishment from 
fresh arterial blood. Then when the proc- 
ess is entirely over the ejeeper awakes. 

According to this theory, sleep is not 
solely healthy because it rests tho body 
ami bruin, but also because it invigor- 
ates them. It is also to be inferred 
from Rosenbaum’s theory that tho nerve 
cells and brains of infants who sleep so 
much must contain moro water than is 
to be found iu those of adults, aud that 
the effectiveness of bruin cells is in in- 
verse ratio to tho water contents. — New 
York Trib une. 

llow to Llvu if You IVinli to Live Long. 

Aside from the very important and 
controlling influence of inheritance, of 
diet uud of temperate lmbits, the points 
to be learned from the few statistical 
dutu attainable are that longevity is pro- 
moted by u quiet, peaceful life in a re- 
tired and rural community, where there 
is freedom from nervous strain and wor- 
rying uud excessively laborious toil. Tho 
business man, with increasing cares and 
responsibilities, the mill operative toil- 
ing hard to keep together the souls and 
bodies of himself and his family, tho 
politicians, the hardworking professional 
men, are not the chief contributors to 
the ceuteuuriuu ranks. Dr. Liolyoku in- 
deed became a centenarian, but his ex- 
ample has rarely been followed by his 
professional brethren.— Boston Medical 
and Surgical Journal.

AMERICAN CHILDREN. 

WHEREIN THEIR EDUCATIONAL TRAIN- 
ING IS DEFECTIVE. 


The Subtle IH-tlnetlnn llrtwrfn “I nut mo- 
tion” nml “KtlnCHtloii” >tud«- by t It r Clov- 
er nml Fwr-colng French— Tho Need of 

Amerirnn Youth. 

A subtle distinction between “instruc- 
tion’’ and ■education" is admirably 
drawn by that people most highly en- 
dowed with a strong analytical faculty 
tho French, with the habit of keen scru- 
tiny, thorough investigation and just de- 
duction Usual with them. The difference 
existing between acquired knowledge on 
tho one hand and inculcated virtues on 
tho other has been embodied in these 
separate appellations, which carry with 
them two distinct meanings. Both may 
be largely possessed apart from the oth- 
er. 

But when both are combined in one 
individuality the highest degree of ex- 
cellence has been obtained of which the 
human race is capable. 

With us in America it is fair to state 
that instruction from books, in school and 
college, where the aim must of necessity 
bo only the development of the mind and 
intellect, in conjunction with religious 
teachings from the pulpit and at the 
fireside, sums up the education generally 
given to tho youth of tho country, even 
among tho prosperous and the wealthy. 
But between these two lines of educa- 
tion, both admirable and necessary, 
stands a more subtle and intaugiblo form 
of mental and moral training which 
embraces the development of the finer 
chords of both tho intellect and tho 
sentiments having for effect not only 
to instill a desiro for knowledge and 
virtue luid a reproval of vice, but to ed- 
ucate as to tho desirability of that su- 
perior excellence which enables tho pos 
sessor to strive for the ideal graces nnd 
beauties, which, when understood and 
practiced, produce a perfect civiliza- 
tion. 

That religion alone cannot give this 
result is shown by the fact that the ex- 
treme and beautiful polish to character 
and the broad {esthetics it evolves have 
been possessed by men and women who 
have acknowledged no attachment to re- 
ligious creeds and again by members of 
Christianity and paganism alike, while 
the bookworm and the savant, whose 
mind is the crowded receptacle of a mar- 
velous agglomeration of knowledge, may 
be absolutely lacking in this particular 
phase of culture. 

It is this education, which does not ap- 
ply exclusively to the intellectuality nor 
to the moral sense, but envelops the 
whole being through a cultivation of tho 
receptive faculties and finer instincts, 
which is denominated “education” by 
tho French, and which should be applied 
with greater care in America to the 
traiuing of youth, for as a factor in en- 
lightenment and progress its vuluo is 
enormous. With the many splendid 
qualifications given by nature Jo tho 
American citizen, and which the polit- 
ical institutions under which ho lives 
has fostered, his sturdy self dependence, 
spirit of inquiry, his energy and natural 
: intelligence, if aided by a strong do- 
j velopmeut in this direction, would pro- 
J duce remarkable results both in the in- 
dividual and for the masses. 

; For it is evident that from a cultiva- 
tion of this phase of the human mind 
springs the conception und executi^ of 
all that pertains to the arts, fine and in- 
dustrial. they being tho tangible ex- 
pressions of tho aspirations und genius 
of those from whom they have emanated. 
Unless the trend of a people bo toward 
an ideal existence, stretching beyond t he 
absorption of effort merely to supply 
the wants of man’s physical life, neither 
poet, sculptor uor painter nor the artis- 
tic and accomplished artisan will emerge 
to udorn and testify to their civilization 
and their superiority. Indeed expan- 
sion in this direction proves tho condi- 
tion of national life with a sure uud 
true precision. 

| The time has come when an education 
tending toward similar results should 
occupy public thought in this country, 
heretofore too exclusively engrossed in 
solving the problem of uutiouul exist- 
ence. It is just to say, however, that 
there has beeu an advance, noticeublo in 
large ceuters, which has beeu brought 
about by friction and competition and 
the contact with our nationalities, vary- 
ing opinions and antagonistic creeds. 
But the general improvement has not 
beeu in accord with the capabilities in 
that direction of tho American people, 
uor proportionate with tho increased 
wealth, for outside of our largo cities, iu 
tho interior portions of the country, life 
is still unjustifiably primitive, und 
those liviug on plain and frontier, iu 
mountain and forest, are uncultured be- 
yotul what their isolation would justify. 

Aguiu it is noticeublo that the educa- 
tion of the children of those classes pos- 
sessed of ample means is iu these Unit- 
ed States generally superficial. The 
Americau early youth umoug the edu- 
cated classes, which are those exerting 
the most influence on the destinies of u 
[reople, is not subjected to thut sober 
discipline deemed necessary by tho older 
uutions of Europe as being u protection 
to them, aguinst their own irrepletive 
impulses, through mental hubits thus en- 
forced. uud as constituting u desirable 
tutelage in preparation for the later se- 
| vero struggles of life. Thu overiudul- 
geuce generally accorded tho Americau 
child und youth is the cause of u general 
disregard of authority and careless utti- 
tudu towurd obligations, a distinctive 
feature of the American youth. On tho 
part of those iu authority the effort 
would seem to be to gloss over tho un- 
sound busis of a scanty learning by some 
few gaudy accomplishments, oquully su- 
perficiaily possessed. New Orleans

5TEAf*730A7iNG GN THE OHIO. 

It Wn* at tin- Height of 11* I’roiiperlt) 
Hall a Century Ago. 

It was from 1840 lo 1855 that steam 
boating was at its height. Fortune! 
were niado iu those years by men wh« 
owned and ran boats. There were loti 
of at camera on the river then. Tho em- 
bryo industries of that period dopended 
outlie river entirely, for railroads lint! 
only been proposed — not built. About 
100 steamboats were built at Pittsburg 
annually to run on the Ohio and Missis 
sippi rivers. This city was noted foi 
tin' trim crafts it placed mi the water, iu 
some of the biggest nnd best running 
steamers were built at the headwaters ol 
the Ohio. 

The boats of the early steamboating 
days were all side wheelers. It was nol 
until late that tho advent of tho stern 
wheel boats occurred, and when it did 
they wore not looked upon with favoi 
by the denizens of the side wheel crafts. 
The rivermen regarded them as an in* 
ferior kind of boat, on whose decks it 
was beneath the dignity of u first clasi 
steamboat limn to tread. 

The packets were of good sizo and 
stoutly built. They were not supplied 
with swinging stages and steam cap- 
stans, and their engines were of sure but 
not so graceful movement ns engine* 
now, and electric lights for steamboat* 
were not even dreamed of. But they 
served their purpose in muking big mon- 
ey for their owners. 

There was but one organized packet 
company running boats down the rivei 
from Pittsburg. It was the old Pittsburg 
and Cincinnati Packet line, and it owned 
ubout 25 steamboats, some of which left 
tho Pittsburg wharf daily. Among them 
were the Buckeye State, the Hibernia, 
Pittsburg, Crystal Palace and Pennsyl- 
vania. These boats were all stoutly 
built and especially adapted for fast 
running. The laws relating to racing 
were not so stringent then as now, and 
exciting contests of Bpeed on tho rivez 
occurred daily. 

One of the swiftest of the packets wa* 
the Pennsylvania. She was tho largest 
of the Cincinnati boats und made soini 
splendid records on the Ohio. She wa| 
210 feet long and 31 feet beam, Anothel 
fast steamer was the Alleghany. Showa* 
not so large us the Pennsylvania, but 
was almost as speedy. Somo of these old 
Cincinnati Packet line boats were sunk, 
a few burned, and the others wore out iu 
tho river service. 

Besides t he Cincinnati company’s pack* 
ets there were several steamers, most ol 
them owned by Pittsburgers, which ran 
down the river and which had no regu- 
lar trades, but made trips whenever and 
wherever there was occasion for their 
services. They were chiefly to St. Louil 
and New Orleans, tho trip to the last 
named point being completed in about 
20 days. There were a few boats run- 
ning up tho Monongahela and Alleghany 
rivers. Brownsvillo was as far up na 
the slackwater improvements extended 
on the Monongahela, and Franklin was 
the head of navigation on tho Alleghany. 
— Pittsburg Post. 


A third 1st an Legend of n lU-ur. 

Two women, a mother and her littla 
daughter, were one night watching their 
field of Indian corn — “makai" — against 
tho inroads of the bears. The mother 
had to go to her house to prepare tho 
food and ordered her daughter to light a 
fire outside. While sho was doing this 
a bear came and took her away. He car- 
ried lier to his den and daily brought her 
to eat and drink. He rolled a big stono 
in front of the den whenever he went 
away on his tours, which the girl wui 
not strong enough to move.

A 4 there havo been indications that 
the nurses iu this iustitutiou may ut 
times be overworked, the training school

Well, 
tho ruts just swarmed up the ratliuei 
uud went for the water. Wo killed ai 
many of them as wo could us they cumfl 
down, aud some of them jumped over- 
board and were drowned. But wo could 
uot kill them all, and u few made tin 
entire voyage with us. — Interview iu 
Chicugo Tribune.

IN SESSION. 

The aldermen met at 7 4- with the 
mayor in the chair and all t lie members 
present. At 7.53 after the preliminary 
preparation had been *1 dished the busi- 
ness of the session was commenced. 

The rnading of the records was “p.nt- 
poned" on motion of Alderman Ruffe. 

After making appointments to he con- 
firmed at the next- meeting of precinct 
officers, the mayor declared a bearing 
opened on laying nuin drain and com- 
mon sewer in Webster street. 

No remoustrants appeared and it was 
closed. 

TUE VETO, 

The mayor’s veto on the order author- 
izing the lire committee to purchase five 
fire alarm boxes and appropriating $750 
therefor, came up from the lower branch 
where it had been overridden. 

Alderman Bothfcld believed it duo to 
the mayor and to the board to explain 
the position he felt constrained to ttka 
in opposition to the opinion of tho mayor, 
although with the greatest reluctance, 
lie should vote to sustain the veto if it 
were not for the long and thorough in- 
vestigation made by the committee and 
which had been in every point verified 
by his own investigation. He felt at 
first that a change would bo dangerous 
to the welfare of tho city, and all the 
pressure brought to bear seemed to him 
as conclusively against the introduction 
of a mixed system of fire alarms. The 
opinions expressed seemed *%oat variance 
that in order t » form nn unprejudiced 
opinion of his own, he bad given many 
hours to the matter and had come to the 
decision that the change would not bo 
attended with danger. On that day he 
had given the matter further attention 
as he wished if possible to sustain the 
veto. He saw the secretary of the in- 
surance exchange and members of the 
committee who stated that the Munici- 
pal box was placed on their list after an 
unbiased examination by C. M. Goddard, 
expert, to whom all such matters wore 
invariably referred. At the meeting in 
which a tiou was taken forty-three mem- 
bers were present, tweuty-two of whom 
were siguers of the petition presented to 
this body, and there was but one dis- 
senting vote. 

The speaker had also seen Mr. John 
C. Paige who headed the petition re- 
ferred to and others who signed and all 
accept the action of the exchange as 
final. One prominent gentleman bad 
said 05 per cent of the signers of the 
petitiou would not today oppose a 
change. The unanimous opinion seems 
to be that no danger is to be apprehended 
and furthermore the underwriters of the 
International electrical commission rec- 
ommended both systems. 

He felt constrained therefore with 
great regret to over-ride the veto. He 
believed in conclusion that the recoin 
mendatiou of a committee, unless there 
was very good reason for disputing it, 
should be adopted, as the present in- 
stance has shown the first positiou of 
the committee as correct. 

Alderman Plummer endorsed all that 
was said. This was the first instance in 
which a disagieement with the m lyor 
had arisen, and he regretted it greatly. 
He wished to impress upon the board 
tli at tlie committee had made their 
recommendation, believing if, for the 
best interests of the city, and not with 
predjudiced minds. Though reluctant 
to over-ride the veto, be felt that be 
must adhere to bis first vote. 

The roll was then called and the veto 
was over-ridden 0 to 1, Alderman 
Thompson only voting iu favor of it. 

FAVOR EXTENSION.

Turner, Centre, Chestnut, Washington 
streets, and Vista avenue, authorizing 
laying of sewer in Walnut place and 
Dalby, Adams, Mills, Cross, Washington 
Laurel and Lombard streets.

COURT ANII POLICE STATION. 


URGENT NECESSITY FOR A NKW BUILD- 
ING IN NEWTON. 

A new court house and police station 
is one of the imperative needs in Newton 
and thcro is a strong probability that it 
will be a reality of the near future. 

Judge Kennedy of tho Newton police 
court lias brought tho attention of the 
Newton city council to tho necessity of 
providing a suitable building, and will 
appear before tho public property com- 
mittee in the interests of a plan which 
contempt ites tho immediate election of 
a substantial structure with the neces- 
sary conveniences. 

He gave his ideas on the subjoct to n 
reporter, ‘‘rite present central polico 
station and court quarters,” he said, 
“are tho poorest in the list of suburban 
cities of the common wealth. Tito police 
station affords accommodations of tho 
most unsatisfactory character. If a per- 
son is arrested, no matter for what of- 
feuco, ho is liable to bo lockod up in a 
cell wheie a vagrant or common drunk- 
ard lias beeu previously confined. It is 
tho same in tho case of a woman who is 
ariested. 

Besides tho inadequate accommoda- 
tions the question of health onters into 
tho matter. The ventilation is very bad 
and owiug to the character of the build- 
ing, it has been impossible to remody 
that defeot, although a largo sum was 
expended ab tut two years ago for an im 
proved ventilating system. The benefit 
which resulted from introduction was 
confined to tho upper stories of the City 
Hall building, aud mado no change for 
the better in the basement, where tho 
police station aud court quarters are lo- 
cated. 

Iu the court room it is necessary in tho 
morniug to open tho windows for an hour 
to let out the vitiated air. The court 
room is ou'y separated from tho cell 
room by a 'bin partition and through it 
there Is a doorway through which the 
prisoners are brought to the dock. When 
this door is opened the odor from tho 
cell-room is unbearable. 

“Alterations were nude in the City 
Hall building duriug 1874 75, and it was 
then the opinion of the city couucil that 
tho court and central station quarters 
were susceptible of necessary improve- 
ment, but that it was possible to get 
aloug under the conditions then existing 
for, perhaps, ten years. Sinco then all 
the departments have grown so, that the 
City Hall building today is entirely in- 
adequate. The court accommodations are 
insufficient and are crowded into a space 
of about one-third of that really required 
to transact the business. 

“I have called the attention of the 
Newton city council to the necessity of 
at once providing suitable quarters, 
and have also directed the attention oi 
the country commissioners to the matter. 
The latter body examined the premise*, 
aud agree with me that a uew building 
should be provided at the earliest possi- 
ble moment. 

•*0u account of the poor accommoda- 
tions which the central police stutiou af- 
fords, the city has been several times 
threatened with suits, and I think, in 
some cases would have got d images had 
it not been for the efforts of the city 
marshal aud others iu inducing the 
parties to refrain from bringing suits 
against the city. Only last week a young 
girl who was arrested on tho charge of 
being a stubborn child was kept in the 
cellroom corridor a part of the night, and 
‘dually put in a padded cell used for in- 
sane persons. 

“It is necessary to classify tho cells 
providing suitable and separate quartets 
for prisoners, tramps and women. The 
police station and court quint rs should 
be separated from the City Hall building. 
Other cities have recogm/.pd the neces- 
sity of the step and suitable buddings 
for court and central police quarters 
have been erected iu Waltham, Malden, 
Marlboro ami other places. It ought to 
be done in Newton at once. 

‘‘Under the laws of 1890 all fines im- 
posed by the local court are paid to the 
city of Newton, and if a sinking fund were 
created tho amount of tho tines in ten 
years would pay for the building. The 
rent, too, which the qmmty pays for the 
court aparttneuts would pay the interest 
on tlie money necessary for putting up 
the structure.”

HEAVY LIQUOR SEIZURE. 

CATERERS TO ITALIANS’ TASTES CAUGHT 
IN ACT OF DISPENSING.

The Newton police made a large liquor 
seizure in Nonantum district Saturday 
evening. A wagon in charge of Michael 
II art and Joseph Collins was captured 
and five gallons of whiskey and 204 
bottles of lager beer taken to the central 
police station.

But all roads liavo nn end, and all 
roads on Doer Isle have usually the name 
end, they load to the water. Finding 
herself on tho borders of ono of the 
numeroUR inlet 1 * alroady mentioned, with 
picturcsquo cottages in process of rapid 
erection, sho well-nigh forgot hor dis- 
tance from home in admiration of her 
surroundings. Inquiry elicited tho fact, 
that sho had yet two miles to traverse 
ere tho circuit would bo complete. But 
it was completed, and neither a cold 
dinner nor the reproaches of anxious 
friends could lesson her triumph iu the 
achievement. 

Under ordinary circumstances, such a 
solitary walk would havo been fraught 
with danger. But these simple, kindly 
islauders never think ot molesting any- 
one. They have a cheery greetiug for 
every stranger and vacant seats in wagon 
or carriage are offered with thorough 
good-will. 

To people botanically inclined, these 
long walks aro a great temptation, for 
the floral ti ensures of the island are 
most interesting. 

According to the latest list, published 
in 1802, tho State of Miiue contains 
about lifteen hundred varieties of wild- 
flowers, and they are well represented 
on Deer Isle. 

.One lady, during a two months stay 
on tho island, made a collection of 
ninoty-sevpn varieties. Tho handsomo 
jewel weed, (Impatieus fulva,) graceful 
meadow-sweet, (Spit tea salicifolia.) 
purple-fringed orchis, (dabenaria psy- 
codes,) and brilliant loosestrife, (Lysi- 
neachia strict*,) spring up in one’s very 
path. During t lie tea-embargo at the 
time of the Revolution, tho leaves of tho 
loosestrife, it is said, were used in place 
of tea-leaves. 

Beside these larger plants, smaller 
varieties like tho corn speedwell, (Veron- 
ica arvensis,) chickweed, (Cerastium 
arvonse, ) golden ragwort, (SeuecU 
au eus,) skullcap, (Scutellaria galericu 
lata,) and low hop clover, (Trifolium 
procumbeus,) are easily discovered by 
search. Among those peculiar to the 
seaside is the little saad-spurrey, which 
sows itself, in utmost profusion, under 
the very feet of horses and pedestrians. 

Deer Isle is ten miles long and about 
six broad. It is situated uear the east- 
ern edge of Penobscot Bay, with the 
smaller Isle en IJaut lying direotly 
south. This latter, being tbe outermost 
island of any considerable size in tbe 
vicinity, is visible thirty five miles out at 
sea. There is, therefore, nothing 
strange iu the tradition that this promi- 
nent landmark was noticed by Martin 
Pring and by Champlain, tho former of 
whom was the first Englishmen to visit 
Deer Isle, while the latter arrived in 
1604. 

No permanent settlement, however, 
was effected until 1700, and when the 
settlers first came, tho real ownership of 
the island was uncertain. 

The first grant, made by James I to 
the Plymouth Colony iu 1020, was super- 
seded by oue to the Earl of Sterling. 
The territory was not finally secured to 
Massachusetts until 1788. Six years 
later, the Governor of that State, John 
Ilaucock, in whose honor the county of 
which this island forms so important a 
section was probably named, gave liis 
approval to the Act of Incorporation, 
making Deer Isle a town. 

Tbe change and tumult brought to the 
maintain! by the Revolution were 
naturally felt in the island also. In 1775 
there wero sixty-nine settlers. Some of 
these served iu the army, for which they 
obtained a pension under tbe first act 
providing one foi Revolutionary s ddiets, 
apparently escaping the trials of present 
pension solicitois. 

In 1770, the British took possession of 
tho peninsula on which the village of 
Castiue now stamls, and began to erect a 
fort, nil the inhabitants being required 
to labor upon it a certain number of 
days. A lady of Deer Isle, tbe wife of 
Mr. Joseph Colby, carried the news of 
the surrender of Cornwallis to Castiue, 
going the entire twenty-five miles in a 
row-boat, and travelling a large part of 
the distance by night. 

At the close of tho war, tho settlement 
was somewhat reduced through the de- 
parture of tho loyalists, who left behind 
the fruits of twenty years toil, whicli to 
them was labor lost. But nineteenth 
century liberality was uot known then, 
aud the great disproportion between the 
Tories aud their opponents made it un- 
comfortable for tbe former to remain. 
Had there been, as in a Deer Isle church 
on a recent Sunday, a clercyman to 
preach “harmony in diversity” — tolera- 
tion between creeds and parties because 
of the fundamental principles at the 
bottom of all— tlio result might huve 
been different. 

Coming ot sturdy Puritan stock, the 
early settlers founded their town on 
strong Puritan principles. Side by side 
rose the twin bulwark* of the church 
and the school, side by Bide they still 
stand Tho origiual grant provided that 
four bundle l acres of land bo set apart 
for euch. No wonder, then, that genera- 
tion after generation lias handed down — 
uot merely the names— but the integrity, 
temperance, morality aud God-fearing 
iustincts of those hardy pioneeis. It 
would seem that Lho promise, “With 
long life will I satisfy him,” had been 
fulfilled in their descendants, for the 
Isle is famous for old people, Eleven 
years ago, a list of persons who had, 
siuce 1888, attained the age of ninety 
years aud upward, was published, and 
tho number reached thirty six. 

The intoUigeuoo of the inhabitants, 
cut off as they are from tho advantages 
of the mainland, is something phenom- 
enal. Homesteads five miles from a 

f jostottico will have the latest New Eng- 
and Magazine, Harper’s and Atlantic on 
their centre-tables, and be able to boast 
a cabinet-organ, aud many other evi 
deuces of refiuemeut. 

Specially attractive to literary people 
is the Deer Isle Circulating Library, 
located iu the central villagu, which, for 
the nominal su^i of leu cents u mouth, 
furnishes botli residents aud sojourners 
with an excellent assortment of standard 
fiotion and a sprinkling of more solid 
works. 

In material things, as well as spiritual 
aud edueatiouul, the pioneers built 
solidly, The first framed dwelling- 
house, erected more than a century ago, 
was standing until withiu a few years, 
and the third, built by a Mr. Haskell iu 
1008 or 1M, still remains iu a good slate 
of preset ration, owned and occupied by 
the grand-daughter of the builder, uud 
filled, every yeur, with huppy summer 
sojourners. 

We were privilegad to go over this 
house; to examiue the solid beams and 
rafters aud imiueuse fastenings, which 
look as though they would hold their 
place for auother ceutury; to note tbe 
onoiroous chimneys, four times the 
ordinary size; to walk through the ample 
halls uud great squure rooms, changed 
as to paper uud paint but unchanged iu 
dimensions or construction, luyoluu- 


tirily we thought of MBs Mulock’s de- 
scription; “This is what I call an honest 
house; where everything feels real, sub 
stantial. sound; well -built, well- ventilat- 
ed; with abundant broa'bing-reom and 
walking room; with plenty of windows, 
warm, solid walls and wld-r hospitable 
fire-places; in short, a onse containing 
every requisite for thorough comfort. 

Among its occupants the present soa- 
son have been tire Misses Bridge, rela- 
tives of Herat! i Bridge, whose enter- 
taining “Reminisce nces of Nathaniel 
Hawthorne” has just appeared in a 
handsome edition; and Miss Emma K. 
Brown, of Newton Highland-*, whose 
admirably wiiitcu lives of Washington, 
Holme s, aud others, as well as her love- 
ly little brochure, “Oue Hundred Years 
Avo,” proclaim her a true etaughtor of 
Now England, whilo her stories erf 
Azorean life show that the cosmopoli- 
tan element is not lacking. 

Another of tire earlv pioneer’s, Ben 
jtmin "Lufkin, came from Gloucester, 
Mass., and his se»n Henry, held for many 
years the* post of master of a vessel in 
the coasting business. To this post, as 
well as to tho fnrm of seventy acres, 
purchased by him iu Sunset, the sern erf 
Henry Lufkin succeeded, and now, 
under tiro care of his daughter, tho 
pretty, comfortable homestead opens its 
doois ter sojourners from all quar ters. 

This season's guests, with but oue ex- 
ception, have been Now Englanders, 
hailing frertn different points in Maine, 
Connecticut, and Massachusetts. Three 
among them have filled tb pulpit of the 
little chapel near by; Rev. L. W. Salston- 
stall, rector of Christ, church, Hartford; 
Rev. L P. Adams of Olivet church, Bos- 
ton; and Rev. K. F. Blanchard, a recent 
graduate of Yale Divinity school, wlrose 
brother, PioL E. N. Blanchard erf 
Dexter, Maine, has also beru at Deer 
Isle. 

Diverse as wero tho pursuits of this 
party, witli photography, botany, 
language and literature, all coming in 
fora share; they were all one in their 
enjoyment of the breezy freshness of the 
lawn and the golden spleudor of the 
sunset; in their fondness for perching on 
rocks and lying under trees; iu their 
mania for ranging tho whole island, 
north, south, east, and west; for taking 
long fishing excursions and riding from 
morning till night. 

Doubtless these rambles derived in- 
creased zest from the certainty o find- 
ing, on their return, a plentiful and at- 
tractive table, where they could enjoy 
tho freshest of fish, the most luscious of 
strawberries aud raspberries, with count 
less other good tilings interspersed, and 
the sparkle of keen intellects giving 
intellect ual piquancy to tho feast. 

To all who desire to gain something of 
N ature’8 vastness and serenity ; to take 
broader, calmer viows of people and 
tilings; to discover fresh proofs of Now 
England’s natural beauties and vigorous 
characters: to wiu new strength and 
courago for the active duties of life; to 
all such wo cau safely recommend Deer 
Isle.

LOVERS ON BICYCLES. 

8 TA IILKK KKI’RKS MOURN TIIE LOSS OF 
PATRONAGE— II AIM* V INNKEEPERS. 

Tlio bicycle has made many revolu 
Hons, not alone along the country road 
that it traverses, but in social customs 
and conditions. Short j turncys that 
were once made on foot or iu • lcctric or 
steam cars are now done by the aid of 
the wheel. 

The young man who nearly every Sun- 
day paid to tho local stablekoopor a por- 
tion of his salary for a carriage drive 
now mounts his bicycle, and the young 
lady who occupied tlio seat by his side 
in tho phaeton nr buggy does likewise, 
aud tlio liveryman is tlio Bitfferer. 

“I guess I’ll put in a stock of the 
blamed things and let them out by the 
hour,” was what one stablekoepet said 
to a Herald reporter the other day. 

“Why, this bicycle craze has ruined 
our business. Where I used to let every 
carriage iu tlio place on a Sunday, I’m 
lucky if I let two now’. 

“Wo never realized how many of these 
young follows and girls used to go out 
drivit g. Now I see these same fellows 
ridiug along ou their bicycles, and their 
girls ride along with them. I don’t 
know what tho world is coming to, l*m 
sure. These girls wear men’s caps and 
shirts, and ride just as boldly as the men 
themselves. They laugh and chat ns 
they roll uloug, aud they look perfectly 
nt home ou the thiugs. We used to think 
this craze would die out, just like roller 
skating and 1 *ts of other things, hut I 
guess wo aro tho fellows who are going 
to do the dying out.” 

An inquiry among the stablokeopers 
brouehtsome rather interesting facts to 
light in connection with this matter. 

Although the stable business of the 
city proper has not been materially af- 
fected, it is trip that in the suburbs aud 
tbe country districts the business of the 
stablekeeper is cot what it used to be 
for some reason or other, and many of 
them are inclined to attribute it to tho 
advent of the bicycle. 

The receut financial depression has 
had something to do with the dulness of 
the livery mau’s business, hut mauy of 
the young men who havo been in tho 
habit of investing in a c triage drive 
evenings and Sundays have taken to the 
wheel, and tho young ladies found that 
this said wheel was absorbing so much 
of tho young men’s time and attention 
that they have decided to brave the con- 
ventionalities aud tackle the problem of 
gravitation on two wheels themselves. 
The result is two-fold — the stablekeeper 
has suffered materially from the experi- 
ment of the fin do siecle young lady, and 
the whole female sex ate enj >ying the 
hope of further freedom front the 
shackles of social traditions by the suc- 
cessful experiment of this young lady 
with the laws of gravitation. The fin de 
siecle young lady has proved to the 
world her ability to support herself— iu 
an upright position on two wheuls. 

But here the law of compensation 
enters in once more, for there is another 
business which lias received such a boom 
during the past five years that the men 
who ate engaged in it, and who, up to 
the present time, have been enjoying a 
prolonged Rip Van Winkle nap, have 
awakened, and iu the hustle and excite- 
ment of the present they have scarcely 
time to ask themselves the famous ques- 
tion: “Where ate we at?” 

The suburban hotels, the road houses, 
the wayside taverns or whatever you 
may choose to call them, have received 
such an impetus in their business as was 
never known before. lustead ot the 
stablekeeper going to the hotel uow aud 
j >king about business and good times 
the hotel keeper saunters down to the 
stable and guys tbe proprietor, who for 
so many years was “high mucky-tnuok” 
of tho town — tlio shoe is on the other 
foot, and it seems to fit. 

“If this thing keeps on,” said another 
stablekeeper, “horses will he a thing of 
the past. Tho trolley and the bicycle 
are making horses a thug in the market, 
and I’m expecting some, new invention 
every day, that will make them positive- 
ly useless.” — From “The Stablekoepers’

GRADE CROSSINGS. 


There is great inquir as to what the 
present city council proposes to do about 
abolishing grade crossings, or whether 
they propose to do anything. Citizens 
can not understand this long delay over 
thei mutter, nud the report that the Bos- 
ton A: Albany lias come to an agreement 
with Natick hns stirred up great dissat- 
isfaction, as it is evident that if work is 
begun at Natick, Newton will have to 
wait several years, ns of course traffic 
could not be interrupted at two [>oints at 
once. 

The citizens feel so dissatisfied over 
the delay, that we have takeu pains to 
look up the exact couditiou of affairs. 
The sub-committee appointed by the 
mayor has not seen the road officials, 
but one of the members bas visited them 
informally, and found that they were 
ready to go ahead with the plans as ai- 
ratiged last year, and elevate the tracks, 
which all who have looked into the 
question carefully cousider the only 
practical method. The railroad officials 
also have stated, we understand, that if 
Newton makes an application before 
Nov. 1st, they will begin the work here 
at once and let Natick wait, otherwise 
Newton will have to wait two or three 
years and perhaps longer, as other towns 
.are making arrangements to act, aud 
may yet get iu ahead. 

The aldermen have considered the 
matter within a few days, wo are in- 
formed, and in spite of tho faot that the 
whole question was gone ovei exhaus- 
tively last year, or perhaps because of it, 
the majority want to got up a plan of 
tbeir own aud favor siuking the tracks 
and building overhead bridges, aud have 
set the men in the city engineer’s office 
at work upon the details of this plau. 

The members of last year’s city coun- ! 
cil, who w’eut over the whole grouud so ! 
thoroughly, regard this as simple boy*’ j 
play, as the arguments against such a 
scheme was found to be unanswerable, 
and the railroad company will not con- j 
sent to it, but if it amuses the aldermen , 
and they cau get their plan ready bv ; 
Nov. 1st, no harm will be dou«, as such I 
a plan is sure to be rejected by any 1 
commission that will be appointed, and i 
the elevated plan approved by the com 
mission of engineers and favored by the 1 
railroad adopted. 

2’die city has expended a targe sum of ; 
money already for ihu thorough exami- 
nation of the question, aud has had a 
-voluminous report prepared by three 
competent engineers, but this seems to 
have been money thrown away, ns their * 
report is disregarded by the present 1 
'board. 

Judging from tho record of the present 
city council, the outlook for any i in- j 
mediate action is not a hopeful one, but ! 
tue citizens are so much lutmested iu j 
this questiou, and the aooliti »u of grade 
crossings is of such vital importance to 1 
the safety of citizens, that any uuueces- 
sa.iT delay will be marie au issue iu the ; 
next city election. The whole questiou , 
should have been settled mouths ago, • 
aud if the present city council do not i 
take prompt action, the members might 1 
as well putdish their refusil to be can- ; 
didates for re election. 


THE TEAMSTERS’ TROUBLE. 

There have been a number of reports 
iu the Boston Herald about some (rouble , 
(letwueu the Highway Committee and 
the Newton Teamsters’ Association, 
especially with reference to the Cheese- 
cake Bro )k Boulevard, and the awffnl 
that had been made for teaming. The 
committee advertised for bids uud after 
the time had been extended, our bid 1 
was received, aud that w is accepted, the 
committee voting to authori/.-t Alderm in 
Bothfeld to take such action. 

The Teamsters’ Association say that J 
they have beeu to the other rui iiibeis of • 
he highway committee, and they all 
-iruytlfii Alderman Bothfeld wan giver 
power to awurd the contract, aud pmress 
to be very much surprised that lie had 
uot consulted them. The records of Mr. 
*>iis, clerk ot the committee, shows that ' 
s. vote authorizing Mr. Bothfeld to make 1 
-.he contract was passed at a regular 
meeting of the committee. This is a 
surprising state of things and either one 
of two things is evident, that the urem- ; 
oers of the committee pay no aitcutiou j

Is not a man to cxcord the powers given 
him, or to take any action which he is not 
authorized to take. Those who know 
Mr. Bothfeld know also that he is dis- 
posed to treat all citizens fairly, and that 
he will not shirk his oath of office by 
failing in any wny to look after the in- 
terests of the city. 

In justice to tho other members of the 
committee, however, it might bo said 
that their plea of ignorance of what was 
done at a committee meeting may not bo 
as weak as it looks, as they may have 
been so engaged in discussing other 
department matters that they really did 
not know for what they were voting. It 
is well to give them tho honeflr of the 
doubt, but we would suggest that here- 
after, before the meeting closes, they 
have the clerk furnish them a printed 
slip of the proceedings, so that they can 
use it for reference. 


AN EXCELLENT SHOWING. 


The effect of the recent business panic 
on the siving bauks furnishes an inter- 
esting subject lor study. When people 
are in financial trouble tho saving 
bauks are the first .to ifeel tho effects of 
it, as those who save have made this pro- 
vision for just such times. 

The Newton Bank did not follow the 
example of most SaviDgs banks, which 
required n 30 or 90 days notice before de- 
posits could be withdrawn, but from the 
first paid out t® all who applied, and the 
result was that the bank stands stronger 
than ever in the confidence of the people. 
The money that was withdrawn was not 
all due to tho hard times, however, as 
many of tho applicants stated that they 
wished the money to use for a trip to tho 
World’s Fair, and if they could not have 
obtained it, they would have had to stay 
at home. How much of the talk about 
bard times is due to this very cause, it 
would be interesting to discover. There 
is just so much mouey in a community, 
and when such a large amount is taken 
away for such an extra expense, the 
effect would naturally be perceptible, and 
perhaps this is one reason for the many 
complaints about the difficulty of col- 
lecting bills. The fair must bo visited now 
or not at all, and it requires cash, while 
ordinary bills can wait, iu the estimation 
of many debtors. 

But the gross assets of the Newton 
Savings bank, botween Oct. 8, and July 
8, shows a loss of only $59,000, in a total 
of $2,380,489.03. Of course the bank 
paid out more tbau this, the total being 
about $100,000, but it ha« received suffi. 
cient from new and old depnsitors to re- 
duce the decrease to the 6mall sum. It 
is also rather remarkable that since Oct. 
10, when the new quarter began, the de- 
posits have beeu unusually large. From 
this showing it would appear that the al- 
leged hard times have not beeu felt very 
severely in Newton, even among the less 
wealthy, who are the principal patrons 
of Savings bauks. 

There are probably few savings banks 
in the country which have felt tho finan- 
cial depression so lightly, and there are 
certainly fow that have been so ready to 
meet all demands of depositors. Such a 
record cauuot fail to iucrease the confi- 
dence iu which the Newton bank has al- 
ways been held. 


AN INDEPENDENT CANDIDATE. 


The friends of Mr. E. J. II. Estahrook 
have finally persuaded him to run as an 
Independent Citizens’ Candidate, for the 
office of representative, and nomination 
paiiers will be filed to-day. On these 
papers are such names as ex -Senator 
Gorham I>. Gilman, E. W. Conveise, Jr., 
II. W. Diwn, E P. Tuttle, Andrew B. 
Cobb, C. W. Sheppard, Henry Kendall, 
(}. D T. Ol d way, aud others of equal 
prominence from all parts of the city. 
Mi. Estahrook tit first refused to ruu in 
opp isiti n to his party, but he was bu- 
seiged bv prominent business men from 
all parts of Newton, who believe that it 
is high time to make a stand against cor- 
poration influence, and lie was dually 
induced to consent. 

This fact will bo welcome uews to the 
people of Newton, who believe that Mr. 
Estahrook looked out sharply for the in' 
terests of the people iu the last legisla- 
ture, aud tiiat the people should have 
such meu to represent them iu these 
days, when cot por.it tons uro demanding 
so many favors from state legislatures, 
aud demanding them too as rights, aud 
using threats that if they are not granted, 
the legislator will lose bis office. • 

Mt. Estahrook heard a good deal of 
this kind of talk when he was pushing 
his amendments to a dozen or more street 
nilw’ay bills, providing that all rights 
granted should be null and void if tho 
said mads were sold or leased to auy 
t.uvigu corpoiatioii, uud opposing the 
over issue of capital stock and bonds, 
uud other plans for stock wuteriug. At 
the last legislature, street railway com- 
panies from ail pails uf the state were 
a-. lung for everything, aud the rights of 
the people would have been suiiously 
mmpromised Gut for Mr. Estahrook’* 
opposition which called for uuusual 
courage and independence. 

Now that lie is to be nominated it is for 
pe >ple to go ahead and eleet him. it is | 
one thing to defeat a man 111 the caucuses, 


and a very differont thing to defeat him 
at the polls. The people will now have 
the case in their own hand*. 

Tiik fit st New Engl ami Conference of 
Charities and Correction, to bo hold lit 
, Chinning church, next Tuesday, Wed- 
nesday and Thursday, is not a denomi- 
national affair, as it embraces all New 
England, and nil denominations. All 
tho churches of Newton nro inteicstod 
in the conference and will do their part 
in entertaining tho visitors who are ex- 
pected. Tho sessions will all of them ho 
upon to the public, and ns many of the 
speakers are of especial prominence iu 
tho worl 1 and well fitted by years of 
work in the branches of philanthropic 
and other work they are to discuss, tho 
sessious will bo of great iutorest to tho 
general public. It is an honor to New- 
ton to have such 11 conference held hero 
nnd the peoplo of the city will hnvo a 
nro opportunity to become acquainted 
with the work that is done under tho 
11 into of the Associated Charities. Tho 
program of exercises and tho list of 
speakers will be found on Another page. 

Thk City Council are considering an 
order to take Walnut Bark as a public 
park, and tlio order will probably bo 
adopted, as all tho property owners in- 
terested favor such notion. It is 0110 of 
tho prettiest parks in the city, and has 
horotofore boon carod for by tho resi- 
dents, but as it was laid out by Mr. 
Jackson over fifty years ago, nnd has 
boen continuously kept open over siuce, 
there might be some legal question as to 
tho ownership, although it is to all in- 
terests and purposes city property, as 
much ns any of the other public parks. 
The preseut order is for tho purpose, 
maiuly, of placing it iu the care of the 
city, to have it cared for in connection 
with the other city parks, aud the city 
cau do the work more cheaply than 
private citizens. 

Rev. Mil Hornbrookh’b refusal to ac- 
cept another term on the School Board 
has caused a good deal of regret, as 
people had confidence in his wisdom and 
practical way of looking at school ques 
tions. But he considers that in his ser- 
vice of six years iu the position he has 
fulfilled his duty as a citizeu and that 
perhaps a now man may be able to ac- 
complish more. His constituents have a 
different opinion, as Mr. Hornbrooke bas 
been a representative of the people in 
his six years’ term, and has takeu their 
sido of the questions that have come up, 
nnd for this reason has been one of the 
most popular members of the board with 
the citizens. Araoug those who have 
beeu suggested for his successor are Mr, 
F. H. Howes and Mr. Geo. C., TraVTfe. 
The former is a gentleman of liberal 
education and progressive ideas, and 
would be an excellent choice, while Mr. 
Travis has served previously on w tbe 
board, aud the old members would liko 
to have him returned. 

The other members of the School 
Board whose terms expire tho present 
year are Mrs. Abby E. Davis, Messrs. 
Lawrence Bond, II Usher Monro and 
Colon S. Ober.

He also staton that it has beeu 
said it the price of labor was reduced* 
the price of co modifies would be re- 
duced accoidiugU, hut the workingmen 
do not believe this and prefer to work on 
the higher plane. Several tin workers, 
members of tbe Amalgamated Associa 
tion. urged against a y reduction iu llio 
tariff on tiu, saying that tho workingmen 
would have to bear it; that tin made in 
America is as good as t Hat of foreign 
make if not better; that a reduction 
would drive mauufacurers out of the 
business and the business out of t lie 
country and deprive thousands of work. 
Ouo of these members said that he had 
worked abroad and did not wish to work 
for tbe wages he got there. The work- 
ingmen must continue to oppose all tariff 
reductions and, inasmuch as protection 
is what they want, they ought to vote 
for the Republican party, which is 
synonymous with protective tariff, re- 
gardless of small party spite. N ote for 
tin* Repubjicaii nominees mil thus re- 
store oldtuno prosperity. — (Martha’s 
Viueyard Herald.)

Burglars in Wellesley Hills. 


Burglars blow opeu tlio safe in W. W.

Alderman Roffe said he had talked 
with the electrical superintendent New- 
ton and Watertown Gas Light Co. seek- 
ing an explanation of the delay. Mr. 
H dines said that forty lights were all 
that could he placed on one circuit, an 1 
when au order from the city couucil 
was received for another light ou a full 
circuit it was necessary to change s one 
to connect with another circuit not then 
full and one change might affect several 
circuits. This necessitated what would 
seem a long delay He said it was very 
difficult to couduct tho system when sub- 
ject to a call at any time to place lights 
anywhere.

The petitiou is different from any- 
thing that has come before them before 
and was iu substance a petition to re- 
quire the recorls to be brought into 
court and examined and determine 
whether there are any errors therein 
If there are errors the records will be 
quashe I. Otherwise they will stand as 
rjecorded. These papers would have to 
bo signed by I lie mayor ami members of 
tire city couucil and uoi as usual by the 
city solicitor. 

The papeis were then submitted. 

They embodied each and every step 
taken by the* city council hr on the 
origin of the central boulevard scheme 
and were accompanied by petitions and 
papers relative thereto. 

It set forth the fact tint two hearings

person concerned and that It M. Saltou- 
stall, one of the petitioners on the writ, 
was present at a bearing That no 
objection t» the laying out of tho boule- 
vard was interpos-d, but that questions 
were raised relating to the location of 
the same.

Alderman IMummor tenewed his burner 
qumy, as to whether tho company whoso 
estimate it is proposed to accept, would 
tutnish a guarantee a saving of 30 per 
cent in fuel as they claimed. 

Alderman Thompson could not say 
positively, hut believed so. He said 
they wi.uld guarantee of a saving ot *>0 per 
cent if they furnished their o an engineer 
to run it 

Alderman R tffe wanted to seo the 
guarantee in writing. Until this was 
done he did not think the order was in 
shape to vote upon. 

Alderman Botlifeld believed this 
guarantee should he required. Tho ex- 
perience in the city engineer's depart 
ment last winter, whore the timo was 
veiy much broken up by tho insufficient 
heating of the upper hall, emphasised 
the need of a change. The present 
building would not be vnca’ed for at 
least five years.

OUTLOOK IS BRIGHTER. 

BUSINESS LOOKING UP IN AND AROUND 
NEWTON LOWER FALLS. 

The residents of Newtou Lower Falls 
feel quite encouriged as to tho busiuess 
outlook for tho coming winter. Tho 
several mills, with but ono exception, 
have resumed operations, but with re- 
duced help, aud in one instance with re- 
duced wages. 

The Coidingly mills have started, but 
with one-half the usual force of hands. 
The Findlay mill is running on half-time. 
Tho Dudley hosiery mill has resumed 
business in nearly every department, but 
the help have boon subjected to a reduc- 
tion in wages of 15 p* r cent. The Sulli- 
van shoddy mills are iu operation, but at 
present employ only a few bauds. The 
Crebore cardboard factory, which has 
been shut down for 10 weeks, will remain 
closed for an indefinite period, it being 
the hardest time they have experienced 
for 37 years. Tho Bishop paper mill is 
runnin , but with much uncertainty as 
to tho future. 

The rubber factory at Newton Upper 
Falls, near the Wellesley line, has shut 
down for a few weeks, while the paper 
mill near the same place began business 
last week. 

Taking it as a whole, tho prospects are 
far brighter than they were two mouths 
ago.

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CHARITIES AND CO K RECTI ON. 

RRW ENGLAND CONFERENCE IN SESSION 
IN NEW I ON. 

TIio Now England Conference of Chari- 
ties and Correction was established in 
1892, growing out of tiie conference of 
Associated Charities and kindred socie- 
ties held in Lynn in October of thnt year. 
The object of t lie larger organization is 
to gather into co-operative work nil the 
peoplo of New England interested in 
thoso subjects relating to charity and re- 
form, to meet annually, to learn from 
and teach each other about new and im- 
proved methods, to exchange opinions 
and to give to each other the ripened 
fruits of their experience. 

The first conference of this organiza- 
tion of practical workets was begun 
Tuesday afternoon in the Channiug 
church, Newton. 

Besides delegates from nuocrous Mas- 
sachusetts cities and towns, there was 
an excellent representation from the 
other Now England states. The larger 
communities sending delegates were 
Providence, Valley F ills, Newport and 
Central Falls, K. I.; Biidgeport, Hart- 
ford and Now Haven, Ct. ; Burlington, 
Vt.; Concord, N. H.; Bangor and Port- 
land, Mo. The hour between 2 and 3 
o’clock was utilized for the registration 
of delegates and distribution of badges. 

Shortly after 3 o’clock Rev. W. A. 
Lamb of Newton, president ot the con- 
ference, formally opened its first session. 
He made a few remarks ref rring to 
some of the vital objects, and then in- 
troduced Hon. John A. Fentio, Mayor of 
Newton, who delivered the address of 
welcome. 

Most of the time of the afternoon ses- 
sion was given up to the reading of re- 
ports from the six Now England states. 
Prof. .John J. McCook of Trinity College, 
Hartford, Ct , presided. 

Tho report of Maine, prepared by Mrs. 
L. M. N. Stevens, was read by Miss 
Leavitt. Reference was made in it to the 
moio recent state institutions, including 
the industrial school and temporary 
home for women and children, school 
for deaf mutes located at Portland, and 
homes for the aged. The latter, tho re- 
port said, had multiplied very fast. The 
point was made that there were uot so 
many almshouses as 20 years ago, for the 
reason that the poor and dependent 
classes had been taught to help them- 
selves. There were twenty-nine less in 
mates in the state prisons than 20 years 
ago. Maine’s proportion of criminals, it 
was stated, was small iu comparison with 
other Btates. 

For New Hampshire, Mr*. Lilian C. 
Streeter presented some interesting 
statistics, and talked quite earnestly re- 
lative to the necessity of changes in the 
method of management of some of the 
insane and correctionary institutions. 

Vermont, Mrs. Julia C. It. Dorr says, 
has moro need of penal institutions and 
charity forces than her sister states. 
Her foreign copulation is increasing, and 
is less provident and self-supporting thau 
the sturdy founders of the state. The 
state institutions are well managed, and 
much good is being accomplished by th« 
work of Associated Charities and similar 
societies. 

Miss Frances R. Morse presented the 
report for Massachusetts. She alluded 
to the growing custom ot boarding child- 
ren outside of institutions where they 
derive some of the benefits of home life 
under careful discipline and manage- 
ment. The state now cares f >r two- 
thirds of its children outside of institu- 
tions. Tho same principle is adopted iu 
many of the private institutions for the 
care of dependent and ueglccred child- 
ren. In the state reformatory schools 
the former rigid prison discipline has 
given away to improved methods, offer 
ing less restrait and more encourage- 
ment to do the light thing by kindly 
counsel and convincing argument. Pau- 
perism in Massachusetts is diminishing. 
Tweuty years ago the figures were 10 to 
1000 of population; today ouly 7 to each 
1000. 

Tho speaker touched iu a general way 
upon the penal institutions ami methods 
of conducting them. Siio said, iu con- 
culsiou, that co-operation and orgauiz i- 
tiou iu charitable and correction try work 
iu Massachusetts had been one of the 
beneficeut features of tho prut tweuty 
yeais. 

Rev. James N Nutting presented the 
report lor Rhode Island, and read a 
pamphlet giving a comprehensive picture 
ot nearly all the charity and correctiou- 
ary institutions of tho state. Reference 
was made to the unique method of gov- 
erning the state institutions. The claim 
was made that Rhode Island was in ad- 
vance ot the other New England states 
iu having a board or commission of 
charity and correction invested with the 
care of all tho ponal institutions of the 
Btate with but one exception. They aro 
governed on business principles. Great 
care is taken iu providing suitable build- 
ings aud good officers. Ir is particularly 
noticeable in the ctre of insane patients. 
The buildings for their occupancy are 
one-story stone cottages on the family 
plan. All the inmates eat aud sleep on 
one floor. There is no dauger to bo 
feared from holocausts there. The 
houso of coriection, although having 
kind officers comprising muu whoso per- 
sonnel could hardly he improved upon, 
as a reformatory institution has proved 
a complete failure. 

The evening session begun promptly 
at 7-30 o’clock. Tho subject of the ses- 
sion was “Charity Organization.” Rev. 
J. M. Pullman, 1). 1)., chairman of the 
Associated Charities of Lynn, presided 
and also delivered the opening address 
ou “ The Development of Charity Organ- 
ization.” lie commenced by giving an 
accouut of organized charity work iu 
Lynn. The method is oo-operation of 
all the charitable societies upon the same 
principle which is recognized iu attain- 
ing the best results iu religion, education 
and business. This organization aud co- 
operation, the speaker said, was neces- 
sary iu charitable work. It helped iu 
tlie labor of judicious almsgiving, it 
moyed toward the decrease of pauperism. 
What we want is a federation of ugeucies 
so strong that the most troublesome 
obstacles cau be removed aud the bitter 
cry of distress heard no more. 

lion. Robert Treat Paine of Bostou, 
tho next speaker, gave a short uddross 
ou “Emergency Loans." He gave an ac- 
couut of the organization iu Boston 
which wus formed iu order to break 
down the business of extortiouists deriv- 
ing large rates of iuterest ou small loans 
made to poor people. The rate charged 
by tlie Bostou association for emergency 
loans is 1 per cent, per mouth, if is con- 
ducted as a business, aud uot u charity, 
but has proved a boon to poor people 
w ho have been at the mercy of the 
Larks. 


Tlie concluding nddinss of tho evening 
session was delivered by Mrs. Laura 
Oimiston Chant of London on ‘lie topic 
“Friendly Visiting.” 

Mrs. Chant siid, among other things, 
that, praying and preaching to people was 
not tho wav to teach them to be thrifty. 
Love never fails, ami is tho great con- 
queror of the world. What charity or 
ganizations are doing todav is in inciilat- 
ing the principles of love, teaching those 
who minister to the poor and degraded 
thnt they must, win tlo-m by loving kind- 
ness. We T' quire in all our orgauiz r- 
tions this love and deep interest in 
humanity. The time for twaddle is past. 
No prayer meeting enn save tlie man who 
knows that the deacon ot the church 
derives an income from exorbitant 
rentals and unjust bio-iiinss methods. 
Let us holt) no such man to whitewash 
his sepulchre. 

Mrs. Chant spoke at some length of 
the work of the JSisiers of the People in 
London. Their labor is to smooth the 
way of tho woman whose husband is ill 
and who is deprived temporarily of 
means of support, to care for the sink, 
uurso them to health, and to provide 
recreation places for convalescents. She 
gave some personal experiences in her 
work as a friendly visitor in London, 
and spoke of the flint hearts of somo em- 
ployers. callous to every sign of suffer- 
ing Hud distress. "Talk about heathen 
needing religion! These men,” said 
Vlrs. Chant, “aro tlie h 'athen where the 
mission work ougnt to begin.” 


Nrronil Dnj of ilic CliniliicN Convention 

The exeicises of the second day’s ses- 
sion of the New England Conference of 
Charities and Correction opened Thurs- 
day with tlie report of the state of Con- 
necticut, picturing tlie conditions and 
progress of the p tst twenty years, especi- 
ally in methods of management of charit- 
able and correctiouary institutions. 

The report was presented by Prof. 
John J. McCook of Trinity, Hartford. 

The topic of tho morning exercises 
was “The Feeble Minded.” The open- 
ing address was delivered by Dr George 
H. Knight, superintendent of the Con- 
necticut school for tho Iceblo minded nt 
Lakeville, that state. 

A general discussion followed Dr. 
Knight’s address. Pi of. McCook asked 
Dr. Knight what tho term moral im- 
becile implies, and how it was possible 
to diagnose such cases? 

Dr. Knight, in reply, said that the con- 
dition termed moial imbecile was dis- 
covered by certain unmistakable mani- 
festations. The distinguishing feature 
was a lack of the sense of right and 
w'rong. He said that tlie criminal class 
was augmented from the type known as 
tlie moral imbecile, and that marriage of 
moral imbeciles should ho prohibited by 
law. 

Dr. Fiske of East Bostou gave an in- 
teresting account of the Institution for 
Feeble Miuded Women in Newark. The 
colony plan was in vogue there, he said, 
and the inmates could lie securely housed 
and cared for under the most approved 
methods of treatment and management. 
Dr. Blake gave an account of amord 
imbecile who escaped from an institu 
tion. There was nothing in tlie way of 
mischief, he said, that tlie fellow would 
not enter into. He thought, it was smart 
and was never sorry for his acts. Wlieu 
lie first ran away ho went to Lawieuce 
and joined the Salvation Army, cutting 
up ail sorts of capers. He was noxt 
heard o in Sace, Me., where he got a 
sixty days’ sentence for stealing a coat. 

Iu determining the type known as the 
moral imbecile, Dr. Blake thought the 
physician was best qualified to pick out 
the cases. It is an unpleasant duty and 
is likely to affect his practice, still it is a 
public treatment. 

The discussion was continued by Rev. 
James H. Nutting of ProviJtnce and 
otheis. 


The Puiiiahiuriit of Crime. 

The afternoon session was called to 
order at 2 o’clock, and Mr. Joseph G. 
Thorp, Jr., president of the Massachu- 
setts Prison Association of Cambridge, 
was introduced as president of the after- 
noon. 

In his remarks Mr. Thorp contrasted 
tho old and new methods of uoaling with 
crime. Today, he said, the prevailing 
idea is how best can punishment be ad- 
ministered in order to insure future re- 
form and tho welfare of tlie public. 

In all cases ho thought it was bettor to 
keep the criminal under the penalty of 
the law until he has shown signs of re- 
form. 

Tho subject of tho afternoou was 
4 Probation— Its Relation to tho Punish- 
ment of Crime.,’ and in the discussion 
the general verdict was given that pro- 
bation in many cases was better than 
patting a man* under lock and key, aud 
consequently lessening his self respect. 

Mr. Frederick G. Pettigrove, secretary 
of the commissioners of prisons for 
Massachusetts, described what had al- 
ready been doue for this slate. 

Chief Probation Officer Richard Keefe 
of Boston then explained the work of 
his position, with the manner of investi- 
gating eaoh case. 

Judge Kennedy of Newton next spoke 
upou the subject, after which Miss Todd 
told of her methods of procedure in 
carrying out the law. 

Until men, who have much less excuse 
for sin, are punished with women, she 
said, we cau hope for little improve- 
ment. Punishment is too one-sided in 
our preseut system of dealing with 
criminality. 

Judge Charles Almy of Cambridge 
said: The main object of all the ma- 
chinery which we set up is not to punish 
tlie person but to prevent others from 
doing what lie lias been guilty of. 

Secretary Spaulding of tho Massachu- 
setts Prison Association said tliut all 
peoplo who commit crimes are not 
criminals. There aro persons who com- 
mit crime through accident and others 
through specific environment. Until 
probation began all offenders were treat- 
ed as criminals. 

At this point adjournment was taken, 
and a reception aud tea followed. 

Tho evening session was held ill tho 
church proper, and Mr. Charles W. Birl- 
weil of tlie Children’s Aid Society pro 
sided. “The Law and Children” was 
discussed by lion. George S. Hale, who 
related the charity of modern legislation 
for the protection of children. The best 
manner of expending $1,000,000, he 
thought, would l>e in providing natural 
homes for the children of the destitute 
ami abutuloucd. 

“Charity Organization and Children” 
was the subject tukeu by Miss Alice K. 
NVelberbeo of Fall River, ami she made 
a pathetic appeal for pareutul iutlueuce. 

Dr. Charles P. Worcester of the board 
of trustees of tlie Massachusetts state 
primary aud reform schools outlined his 
work, ami udvocuted the pluotiig of 
children iu country homes iusteud of 
institutions. 

St. Vincent de Paul’s Society was rep- 
resented by Mr. John B. F. Emery, its 
special ageut for ohildrea. The corner- 
stone of deuliug with wayward boys, he 
said, was kindness, sympathy and a 
tender discipline.

Bin well suggested that, each communi- 
ty forthwith should study the child 
problem in its midst iu order to find out 
what ar,iy wardtiess, destitution and 
criminality therein exists. Exposed 
children in cities need Iriendly visitor*. 
CompuDoiy education should he eu- 
forced ns a preventative to hoys and 
girls growing up as paupers. Each city 
and town should have a society for the 
prevention of cruelty to children. 

GREEN II ALLIES TARIFF VIEWS. 


A COUNTRY HE A DR It THINKS EQUALIZA- 
TION MEANS PAYING TAXES TWICE. 


To the Editor of the Hot ton Herald: 

We have had a good many campaigns 
of education ou the tariff, hut I have 
learned something in tlie present cam- 
paign that had never before been shown 
to ine so plainly. It. was thnt illustra- 
tion which Mr. Gieei lialge gave at 
Taunton. As I understand It. there 
might ho a case of goods made iu 
Taunton that has a market value of $1,- 
(X)0, and another case of similar goods 
might be brought from Europe and 
landed at Taunton f or $700, nud because 
the Taunton made goods had paid taxes 
for scliooN, streets, police, etc., Mr. 
Groenhalge would tax the foreign good* 
$300, thus making the market value of 
them $1,000. 

I had a suspicion previous to this year 
that, if the taiiff was a tax, the foreigner 
p tid it, but 1 can see just as plain as day 
that the ones w ho buy the goods iu the 
foreign case must pay the $300 tax that 
Mr. Greenhalge proposes, and it kind ol 
seems to me the ones who buy the 
Taunton made goods have got to pay 
$300 to equalize taxation, as he calls it. 
We here in Boxford have to pay taxes 
for our schools, stroefs, etc., and it dou’t 
seem equaro to in ike us pay “30, 40 or 
50 per cent.” more for goods just be 
cause the Taunton people are taxed for 
support of their schools. 

I should think some of you Boston 
folks, tho clerks, teamsters, traders, 
masons and carpenters, and a man told 
mo there aid four times as many carpen- 
ters in the United States as there aro 
hands in the woollen mills, would kick 
at equalizing taxation when it means you 
must pay not onlv your own taxes hut 
also the Taunton taxes. 

I followed up reading Mr. Green- 
lialge’s speeches iu Weetboro and Law- 
rence, where lie said he would tax a suit 
of foreign clothes, just to equalize. 
There again it is just as plain as day to 
mo now* that the tellow who wears that 
suit must pay that tax, and the follow 
who wears some other suit must pay an 
equal tax, uot into the United Stales 
treasury, but into tho hands of the 
manufacturer. The way it seems to me 
uow, and I have never seen it belore Mr. 
Greenhalge gave this illustration is this: 
If we iu Boxtord have got to pay $300 
toward pensions, interest, army, navy 
and other expenses of our government, 
if we buy the foreign case for $1000, we 
get tlie goods aud at tho same time settle 
the tax that we owe the government, 
but if wo buy the goods tnado in*Tauti- 
ton we pay out just the same sum, $1000, 
and are still owing tho government the 
$300. 

Honest Indian, I begin to believe that 
the tariff is a tax and it is just the same 
it we add tho words “for tqualizition.” 
Still Mr. Greenhalge says lie is a be- 
liever in making tlie foreigner pay our 
taxes, and 1 am going to keep on reading 
liis speeches to see if be will show in the 
case of the suit of foreign clothes, just 
wliat particular foreigner paid the tax and 
to whom he paid it. if we could execute 
a law compelling foreigners to buy the 
I'amiton goods, of course I could see 
they would have to pay the tax, but as 
the law compels Americans to purchase 
them, I think Mr. Greenhalge is mis- 
taken.

Wight. 

Mr. Allen then recited an original 
poem which called to mind the school 
days and pranks of those present, aud 
which was received with due apprecia- 
tion. Tiieu came the distribution of 
hooks, neat four page souvenirs, tied 
with ribbon aud containing tlie printed 
name of every pupil uow living who at 
tended the North school, more than lit) 
years ago.

A CORRESPONDENT ASKS SOME IMPER- 
TINENT QUESTIONS. 


To the Editor of the URArntc: 

1 see in last week’s paper you made 
some reference to the doings of our city 
council, but I would like to ask you what 
they have done iu the ten mouths since 
they took office. 

Their delay in the matter of grade 
crossings you referred to. Last yeai’s 
board made a thorough investigation of 
the whole subject, drew up plans, and a 
commission of three engineers endorsed 
those plans at an expense to the city of 
some six tbousaud dollars. Yet ten 
months have elapsed, election is only a 
month off, and the board of aldermen 
have just decided to go into the 
whole question anew, at the eleventh 
hour. Is not this a farce, acted out just 
because au election is near? Natick and 
other towns hive meanwhile douo some- 
thing and Newton will have to wait. 

There were a large number of other 
plans all ready for the boatd to act upou 
at the beginning of the year. 

The Newton Boulevard has made some 
progress, it is true, but has a day’s work 
boeu done upou it? It is reported that 
the city has had offers for the bonds, so 
that can not be the excuse. 

The Cheesecake Brook Boulevard has 
been left severely alone until within a 
mouth, but is theie any hope of its being 
finished tuis year, at the present rate of 
progress? 

The Boyd pond nuisance is being 
abated, w hich is oue thing to the credit 
of the ci’.y council, but the plans for that 
weie all made last year. 

Another tact to their credit is that 
after a tight lasting the whole year, they 
have tin illy succeeded iu passing an or- 
der for the purchase of four or live fire 
alarm box«-s, and perhaps it is because 
the members were so exhausted by this 
struggle that that had no time nor euergy 
left for anything else. 

Last year we had a very exciting elec- 
tion and the voters decided by a great 
majority to have a new deal and put in 
new members all round, with a very few 
exceptions. The people wished for a 
change in the sewer assessments, and 
they got it, but did they get much of 
anything else? 

Of course the regular -routine business 
has been transacted, but as the electou 
is only a few weeks away, aud the most 
of the members will probably be candi- 
dates f ir reelection, the voters would 
like som i information about their record. 
Newtoo is now a large city aud its future 
depeuds on the carrying out of the many 
great enterprises and inprnvements that 
have been matured in former years. If 
the present city council is litted to carry 
these out, if they have shown the re- 
quired push and energy, the voters 
wo tld like to kuow it? 

At a social gathering of gentlemen in a 
popular resoit for Newton men, the 
question was being discus*ed the other 
night, and one gentleman raised a laugh 
hy saying that the people would like to 
have a city council composed of King 
Storks again. 

I do not wish to he unfair, but the 
question is such an important one, that 1 
would like to hear from the friends of 
the present city council. Perhaps they 
hive done all that could have been ex- 
pected ot any body of men, and the popu- 
lar opinion is incorrect. If so, won’t 
some one give us the proofs of their 
efficiency. Justice.

HARVARD COI.LEOK HAS ENOUGH TO 
M IKK A MIDWAY I’l.AISANCK. 

If all Harvard's foreigners made a 
practice of walking the college yard clad 
in the gorgeous cns'umo* of their native 
dim- s. the great Cambridge University 
would have a Midway Plaisattce of its 
owu. says a special writer in tho Boston 
Stindiy Her tld. 

But the aliens are very quiet at Har- 
vard, and it i* really quit.a a task to hunt 
them up. though it is a decided pleasure 
w hen one finds them. 

Wire the native garb the rule tbero 
would be more K *-K *s and Naukl-Poohs 
than Anything else. Tho Japs are al- 
ways to be seen walking back and forth 
in the college yard or reading bulletins 
in the corridors, tiff it seems as though 
there must he nl least two dozen ot 
them. 

There are actually only nine. They 
aro a remarkably quick, bright ami level- 
headed class of men. 

Tho story is told of one of these young 
men that ho was converted to orthodox 
Christianity by an American missionary 
in Japan, and became so enthusiastic 
that he prepared to visit this Christian 
country. The missionaiy tried hard to 
dissuade the Jap fnifti his purpose, and 
finally confessed that he feared his new 
convert would Income “too liberal" over 
hero. The Japs in Harvard have no 
definite organiz ition, hut the Oriental 
nine meet frequently a id turu their 
faces toward the oast. 

Representing quite a different quarter 
of the globe are the Russian trio. The 
oldest of them, David Blatts'ein, looks, 
with his portly carriage, very black hair 
and short black beard spread alt over the 
lower part of his face, not unliko one of 
our national visitors of the summer— the 
handsome Indian maharajah, Jit Singh. 
Mr. Blaustein is about 32 years old. lie 
has spent four years at Cambridge now, 
and 1 1 i s year ranks senior for a degree.

Friday night ho goes to Provi- 
dence, officiates on Saturday, does all the 
pastoral work of the week on Sunday, 
aud returns to Boston on Monday morn- 
ing. lie is not in the least Nihilist! ;, 
though ho is alive to the abuses of Rus- 
sian officials. 

“Some time since," said ho the other 
day, “I had occasion to send nuney 
home to my brother. Knowing the 
liking the Russian postal authorities 
have for treating foreign correspondents 
with indignity, I registered mv letter in 
Boston. Not long afterward my brother 
wroto me, begging leave to acknowledge 
the receipt af an empty envelope, and 
commending my forethought in register- 
ing it. I appealed to the Boston office, 
where I was told that the United States 
were responsible for that mail only so 
far as tbe steamer. It then fell under 
German control, and later passed into 
tbe bands of the Russians. ‘By the way,’ 
the clerk told me, ‘if you want to get 
your brother into trouble over there, 
just make iuquiries.’ " 

The Bulgariau Delegate to the “for- 
eigners’ club’’ is Stoyan Krstoff Vatral- 
sky of Vakarel He has been a special, 
and now rauks junior. lie is well known 
in Cambridge aud thereabouts as a lec- 
turer on Bulgarian customs. lie appears 
on tbo platform in bis native dress and 
gives a very eutertaiuiug talk. 

There aro a number of Scandinavians, 
Frederick Herrmann Johan Gade sounds 
like a pretty thoroughbred Norwegian to 
have a brother named plain John Allyne 
Gade, and, indeed, Frederick was uam> d 
for his father’s Christiania relatives, 
while John was called after members of 
the family of his me her, a former Cam- 
bridge lady now residing iu Christiania 
with her husband. Frederick was grad- 
uated with ’D-J. and is this year in the 
law school. He will practise law in this 
country. John is in the Lawrence 
scieutilic school, and will make archi 
tocturo his life work. 

Last year Harvard boasted a Hawaiian 
whose American name was James 
Austin Wilder. He was a Honolulu 
man. In ’94 is Eric Alfred Knudsen of 
Kauai, Hawaiian Islands* aud his 
brother, Arthur Sinclair Knudsen, is a 
sophomore. 

Plinio da Silva Prado of Sao Paulo, 
Brazil, returns this year as a sophomore 
iu the college, lie lives iu Huntington 
avenne, Boston. 

One of tho most interesting young 
men of the alien students is alirst-yetr 
man. He is L. B. Jureidini of Shweitat, 
Mt. Lebanon, Syria, lie was prepared 
in tho Piotestaut college of Beirut, Syria, 
from w hich ho was graduated last year.

NKW KNOl.AND CONFKHKNCE IN RKS8ION 
IN NKW TON. 

Tlio Now England Conrorenco of Chari- 
ties and Correction wrh established In 
1802, growing out of the conference of 
Associated Charities and kindred eocle- 
tiea hold in Lynn in October of that year. 
Tlio object of the larger organization is 
to gather into co-operative work alt the 
peoplo of New England interested in 
those subjects relating to charity and re- 
form, to meet nnnnally, to learn from 
and toacli ench other about new and im- 
proved methods, to exchange opinions 
and to give to each other the liponcd 
fruits of their experience. 

The first conferonco of thiR organiza- 
tion of pnctical workeis was begun 
Tuesday afternoon in tlio dimming 
church, Newton. 

Besides delegates from iiu ucrous Mas- 
sachusetts oitics and towns, there wns 
an excellent representation from the 
other Now England states. Tlio larger 
communities sending delegates were 
Providence, Valley Fills, Newport and 
Central Falls, It. 1.; Biidgeport, Hart- 
ford and Now Haven, Ct. ; Burlington, 
Vt. ; Concord, N. H.; Bangor and Port- 
laud, Mo. The hour between 2 and 3 
o'clock was utilized for the registration 
of delegates and distribution of badges. 

Shortly after 3 o’clock Rev. \V. A. 
Lamb of Newton, president of the con- 
ference, formally opened its first session. 
He made a few’ remarks ref rriug to 
some of the vital objects, and then in- 
troduced Hon. John A. Fcnuo, Mayor of 
Newton, who delivered the address of 
welcome. 

Most of the time of tlio afternoon ses- 
sion was given up to the reading of re- 
ports from the six New England states. 
Prof. John J. McCook of Trinity College, 
Hartford, Ct , presided. 

The report of Maiue, prepared by Mis. 
*ti. M. N. Stevens, was read by Miss 
Leavitt. Reference was made in it to the 
moio recent statu institutions, including 
the industrial school and temporary 
home for women and children, school 
for deaf mutes located at Portland, and 
homes for the aged. The latter, the re- 
port said, had multiplied very fast. The 
point was made that there wore not, so 
many almshouses as 20 years ago, for the 
reason that the poor and dependent 
classes had been taught to help them- 
selves. There were twenty-nine less in 
mates in the stato prisons than 20yoars 
ago. Maine’s proportion of criminals, it 
was stated, was small in comparison with 
other states. 

For New Hampshire, Mr*. Lilian C. 
Streeter presented some interesting 
statistics, and talked quite jarnesily re- 
lative to the necessity of changes in the 
method of management of some of the 
insane aud correctionary institutions. 

Vermont, Mrs. Julia C. R. Dorr says, 
has moro need of penal institutions and 
charity forces than her •sister states. 
Her foreign imputation is increasing, and 
is less provident and self-supporting thau 
the sturdy founders of the state. The 
state institutions are well managed, and 
much good is being accomplished by th« 
work of Associated Charities aud similar 
societies. 

Miss Frances R. Morse presented the 
report for Massachusetts. She alluded 
to the growing custom ol boarding child- 
ren outside of institutions where they 
derive some of the benefits of home life 
uuder o-ireful discipline and manage- 
ment. The state now cares f r two- 
thirds of its children outside of institu- 
tions. The same principle is adopted iu 
many of the private institutions for the 
care of dependent and neglected child- 
ren. In the i-tate reformatory schools 
the former rigid prison discipline has 
given away to improved methods, offer 
iug less restrait aud more encourage- 
ment to do tho light thing by kindly 
counsel aud convincing argument. Pau- 
peiistn in Massachusetts is diminishing. 
Twenty years ago the figures were 10 to 
1000 of population; today only 7 to each 
1000. 

Tho speaker touched iu a general way 
upon the penal institutions and methods 
of conducting them. She said, iu con- 
culsion, that co-operation and orgauiz i- 
tiou iu charitable and correction try work 
iu Massacliuset ts had been one of the 
beneficent features of tlio pint twenty 
yoais. 

Rev. James N Nutting presented the 
report tor Rhode Island, and read a 
pamphlet giving a comprehensive picture 
of nearly all the charity and correction- 
ary institutions of tlm state. Reference 
was made to the unique method of gov- 
erning the state institutions. The claim 
was made that Rhode Islaud was in ad- 
vance ol the other New Eugluud states 
in having a board or commission of 
charity and correction invested with the 
care of all the ponal institutions of the 
state with but one exception. They are 
governed on business principles. Great 
care is taken iu providing suitable build- 
ings aud good officers. Ir is particularly 
noticeable iu the cue of insane patients. 
Thu buildiugs for their occupancy are 
one-story stone cottages oil the family 
plan. All the inmates eat aud sleep on 
one lloor. There is no danger to bo 
feared from holocausts there. Tho 
house of rorieotiou, although having 
kind officers comprising men whose per- 
sonnel could haidly lie improved upon, 
as a reformatory institution bus proved 
a complete failure. 

The eveniug session begun promptly 
at 7.30 o’clock. The subject of the ses- 
sion was “Charity Organization.’’ Rev. 
J. M. Pullman, 1). I)., chairman of the 
A s tool a ted Charities of Lynn, presided 
aud also delivered the opening address 
mi “ The Development of Charity Organ- 
ization.” He commenced hy giving an 
account of organized charity work iu 
Lynn. The method is oo-operation of 
all the ohuritahlu societies upon the same 
principle which is recognized in attain- 
ing the best results iu religion, education 
aud husiuess. This organization uud co- 
operation, the speaker said, was neces- 
sary iu churitable work. It helped in 
the labor of judicious almsgiving, it 
moved toward the decrease of pauperism. 
What wo want is a federation of •genoies 
so strong that tho most troublesome 
obstacles can he removed uud the hitter 
jyy of distress heard no more. 

lion. Robert Treat Paine of liostou, 
the next speaker, guvo a short address 
on “Emergency Loaus.” He gave an ac- 
count of the organization iu Boston 
which was formed iu order to break 
down the business of extortiouists deriv- 
ing large rutes of interest ou small loans 
made to poor people. The rate charged 
by the Bostou association for emergency 
loaus is 1 per ceut, per mouth. It is con- 
ducted us a business, uud uot a charity, 
but bus proved a boon to poor people 
who have been at the uierey of the 
Larks. 


The concluding addincs of the evening 
session was delivered by Mrs. Laura 
Oimiston Chant of London on : lie topic 
“Friendly Visiting.” 

Mrs. Chant s iid, among other things, 
that praying and preaching to people was 
not the wav to teach them to be thrifty. 
Love never fails, and is tho great con- 
queror of the world. What cliHiity or 
ganizaliotis are doing today is in incular- 
ing the principles of love, teaching those 
who minister to tho poor and degraded 
that they must win them hy loving kind- 
ness. We r quire iu all our oiganizt- 
tinns this love aud deep interest in 
humanity. The time for twaddle is past 
No prayer meeting can save the man who 
knows that the deacon ol the church 
derives an income from exorbitant 
rentals and unjust bm-iuess methods. 
Let us lieln no such man to whitewash 
his sepulchre. 

Mrs. Chant spoke at some length of 
the work of the Sisters of the People in 
London. Their labor is to smooth the 
way of tho woman whose husband is ill 
and who is deprived temporarily of 
means of support, to care for the sick, 
nurse them to health, and to provide 
recreation places for convalescents. She 
gave some personal experiences in her 
work ns a friendly visitor In London, 
and spoke of the Hint hearts of some em- 
ployers, callous to every sign of suffer- 
ing Mid distress. "Talk about heathen 
needing religion! These men,” said 
Vlrs. Chant, “are the h arhen where the 
missiou work ought to begin.” 


krcoml Dii) of i lie flinrllirs 4'nu volition 

Tho exercises of the second day’s ses- 
sion of the New England Conference of 
Charities and Correction opened Thurs- 
day with tlio report of the state of Con 
nucticut, picturing the conditions and 
progress of the p ist twenty years, especi- 
ally in methods of management of charit- 
able and correctionary institutions. 

The report was presented by Prof. 
John J. McCook of Trinity, Hartford. 

The topic of the morning exercises 
was “The Feeble Minded.” The open- 
ing address was delivered by Dr George 
H. Knight, superintendent of tho Con- 
necticut school for the teeblo minded at 
Lakeville, that state. 

A general discussion followed Dr. 
Knight’s address. Prof. McCook asked 
Dr. Knight what tho term moral im- 
becile implies, and how it was possible 
to diagnose such cases? 

Dr. Knight, in reply, said that the con- 
dition termed moial imbecile was dis- 
covered by certain unmistakable mani- 
festations. The distinguishing feature 
was a lick of the sense of right and 
wrong. He said that the criminal class 
was augmented from tho type known as 
tho moral imbecile, and that marriage of 
moral imbeciles should be prohibited by 
law. 

Dr. Fiske of East Boston gave an in- 
teresting account of the Institution for 
Feeble Minded Women iu Newark. The 
colony plan was in vogue there, he said, 
and the inmates could he securely housed 
and cared for uuder tho most approved 
methods of treatment and management. 
Dr. Blake gave an account of a mol d 
imbecile who escaped from an instil u 
tiou. There was uotbiug in the way of 
mischief, he said, that the fellow would 
not enter into. He thought, it wns smart 
and was never sorry for his acts. When 
be first ran away lie went to Lawieuce 
aud joined the Salvation Army, cutting 
up all Borts of capers. He was next 
beard o in Sace, Me., where he got a 
sixty days’ sentence for stealing a coat. 

In determining tho type kuown as the 
moral imbecile, Dr. Blake thought, the 
physician was best qualified to pick out 
the cases. It is an unpleasant duty and 
is likely to affect his practice, still it is a 
public treatment. 

The discussion was continued by Rev. 
James H. Nutting of Proviituce and 
otbers. 


The Funiahmeiil of Crime. 

The afternoon session was called to 
order at 2 o’clock, and Mr. Joseph G. 
Thorp, Jr., president of the Massachu- 
setts Prison Association of Cambridge, 
was introduced as president of the after- 
noon. 

In his remarks Mr. Thorp contrasted 
the old aud new methods of dealing with 
crime. Today, he said, the prevailing 
idea is how best can punishment he ad- 
ministered in order to insure future re- 
form and tlio welfare of tho public. 

In all cases be thought, ir was better to 
keep the criminal under the penalty of 
the law until lie has shown signs of re- 
form. 

The subject of the afternoon was 
‘ Probation — Its Relation to tlio Punish- 
ment of Ciimo.,’ aud in the discussion 
the general verdict was given that pro- 
bation iu many cases was better than 
putting a man ‘under lock and key, and 
consequently lessening bis self respect. 

Mr. Frederick G. Pettigrove, secretary 
of the commissioners of prisons for 
Massachusetts, described what had al- 
ready been done for this state. 

Chief Probation Officer Richard Keefe 
of Boston then explained the work of 
his position, with the maimer of investi- 
gating each case. 

.lodge Kenned v of Newton uext spoke 
upon the subject, after which Miss Todd 
told of her methods of procedure iu 
carrying out the law. 

Until men, who have much less excuse 
for sin, are punished with women, she 
said, we can hope for little improve- 
ment. Punishment is too one sided iu 
our prescut system of dealing with 
criminality. 

Judge Charles Almy of Cambridge 
said: The main object of all the ma- 
chinery which we set up is uot to punish 
the person but to prevent others from 
doiug what lie lias been guilty of. 

Secretary Spaulding of the Massachu- 
setts Prison Association said thut all 
people who commit crimes are uot 
criminals. There are persons who com- 
mit crime through accident and others 
through specific environment. Until 
probation began all offenders were treat- 
ed as criminals. 

At this poiut adjournment was taken, 
aud a inception and tea followed. 

Thu eveniug session was held iu the 
church proper, and Mr. Charles W. Bill- 
well of the Children’s Aid Society pie 
sided. “The Law and Children” was 
discussed by lion. George S. Hale, who 
related the charity of modem legislation 
for the protection of children. The best 
manner of expending $1,000,000, he 
thought, would he in providing natural 
homes for the children of the destitute 
uud abandoned. 

“Charity Organization uud Children" 
was the subject tukeu by Miss Alice U. 
Wetherbou of Fall River, and she made 
a pathetic appeal for parental influence. 

Dr. Churies P. Worcester of the hoard 
of trustees of the Massachusetts slate 
primary aud reform schools outlined his 
work, uud udvocated the placing of 
children in oouutry homes instead of 
institutions. 

St. Viuoent do Paul's Society was rep- 
resented hy Mr. Jobu B. F. Emery, its 
special ageut for childrea. The ooruei 
stone of dealing with wayward boys, he 
said, was kindness, sympathy uud a 
tender diuoipliue. 

Lust to he called upon was Mrs. Auua 


G Spencer of Provi ience. whose tliomo 
was “Special Public School Training for 
Partially Defective Children. 

In summing lip t li «• n-nurks of the 
various speakers of the evening, Mr. 
Bin well Mig/estcd that, each communi- 
ty for liwirli should study the child 
problem in its midst in order to find out 
what, *uy wardness, destitution and 
criminality therein exists. Exposed 
children iu cities need friendly visitor*. 
Compulioiy education should be en- 
forced as a preventative to hoys and 
girls growing up as paupers. Each city 
and town should have a society for the 
picventiou of cruelty to children.

A COUNTHY UK A Dk It THINKS KqUAI.t/.A- 
TION MKANS PAYINO TANKS TWICE. 


To the Editor of the Motion Herald: 

We havo had a good many campaigns 
of education ou the tnriff, but I have 
learned something in the present cam- 
paign that had nevei lit fore been shown 
to me so plainly. It was that illustra- 
tion which Mr. Gteei lialge gave at 
Taunton. As I understand it. there 
might be a cate of goods made iu 
Taunton that has a market value of $1,- 
000, and another case of similar goods 
might, bo brought from Europe and 
landod at Taunton for $700, nod because 
the Taunloo made goods had paid taxes 
for school*, streets, police, etc., Mr. 
Greeubalgo would tax the foreign good* 
$300, thus making the market value of 
them $1,000. 

1 had a suspicion previous to this yenr 
that, if the taiiff was a tax, the foreigner 
pdd it, but I can see just as plain as day 
that the ones w ho buy the goods in the 
foreign case must pay the $300 tax that 
Mr. Grennhalge proposes, and it kind of 
seems to me the ones who buy the 
Taunton made goods have got to pay 
$300 to equalize taxation, as he calls it. 
Wo here in Boxford have to pay taxes 
for our schools, streets, etc., and it dou’t 
seem square to m»ke us pay “30, 40 or 
50 per cent.” moro for goods just be 
cause the Taunton people are taxed for 
support of their schools. 

I should think some of you Boston 
folks, tho clerks, teamsters, traders, 
masons and carpenters, nnd a man told 
me there artf four times as many carpen- 
ters in the United States as there are 
hands iu the woollen mills, would kick 
at equalizing taxation when it means you 
must pay uot onlv your own taxes but 
also the Taunton taxes. 

I followed up reading Mr. Green- 
lialge’s speeches iu Westb.no and Law- 
rence, where ho said lie would tax a suit 
of foreign clothes, just to equalize. 
There again it is just as plain as day to 
me now that the fellow who wears that 
suit must pay that tnx, and the fellow 
who wears some other suit must pay an 
equal tax, not into the United States 
treasury, but into tho hands of the 
manufacturer. The way it seems to me 
uow, and I have never seen it before Mr. 
Green halgo gavo this illustration is this: 
If wo iu Boxtord have got to pay $300 
toward pensions, interest, army, uavy 
and other expenses of our government, 
if we buy the foreign case for $1000, we 
get the goods and at the same time settle 
the tax that wo owe the government, 
but if wo buy the goods made in Taun- 
ton we pay out just the same sum, $1000, 
and are still owing the government the 
$300. 

Honest Indian, f begin to believe that 
the tariff is a tax and it is just the same 
it we add the words “for equalization.” 
Still Mr. Greenhnlge says ho is a be- 
liever in making tho foreigner pay our 
taxes, and 1 am going to keep on reading 
his speeches to see if he will show in the 
case of ihe suit of foreign clothes, just 
what particular foreiguei paid the tax aud 
to whom he paid it. If we could execute 
a law compelling foreigners to buy the 
Taunton goods, of course I could see 
they would have to pay the tax, but as 
the law compels Americans to purchase 
them, I think Mr. Greenhalge is mis- 
taken. Adam Townk.

THE CORPORATION ISSUE. 


Tbe appearance ot Mr. Est ibrook as 
an independent citizen’s candidate has 
raised the corporation issuo right here iu 
Newton, and the people will have a 
chance to decide on the question whether 
they wish to have the legislature con- 
trolled by corporations, or they wish it 
understood that any representative from 
Newtou may feel free to oppose stock- 
watering or other corporation schemes, 
and have the assurance that ho will be 
backed up by his constituents. 

There was an epidemic of street rail- 
way legislation before the last legisla- 
ture. Companies asked for everything, 
and nmong other grants, iho right to 
buy auy road now built or hereafter to 
be built, aud also that any load now 
built or to be built should have the right 
to buy the petitioning road. It was at a 
time when foreign corporations were 
reaching out in eveiy direction, aud there 
were many plans for foreign syndicates 
to get possession of the whole street 
railway system of a city. A company 
would secure certain rights in ilie streets 
from the local government because they 
were citizens, aud having secured these 
righs without auy payment therefor, 
they could make a handsome thing by 
selling out to a corporation which want- 
ed the road for a connecting liuk in its 
line. The tbiDg has beeu done, and tbo 
foreign corporations would thou feel no 
obligation to the local government. 

Mr. Estabrook saw this danger, and 
he secured an amendment to an act 
granting additional powers to the New- 
aud Boston street railway, a proviso that 
all rights granted uuder the act bo null 
and void iu case said road should be sold 
or leased to auy foreign corporation. He 
also was instrumental in haviugtbe same 
condition attached to acta relating to 
twelve other roads. 

Another reason is that various plans 
for watering stock, in regard to issuing 
stock and bonds, were muoli modified 
and cut down by Mr. Estabrook’s in- 
fluence, although the corporation influ- 
ence was so strong that in many cases 
his amendments were defeated. 


GRADE CROSSINGS. 


The prospects of the abolitiou of grade 
crossings in Newtou in the near future 
look a little brighter than they did. 
The plan for a depieesiun of the tracks 
has been drawn up aud is now in the 
hands of the City Solicitor, who :s pre- 
paring a petition for the appointment of 
a commission, which is the liist step to 
be taken. 

If this is acted on at the next meeting 
of the aldermen, we shall be just in time 
to have the road commence work here 
first instead of at Natick. 

There are many people who favor a 
depression of the tracks, especially 
among those who have not looked into 
the difficulties in the way, and so if the 
plan is got ready iu time it wiH do no 
particular harm, as then those who favor 
the plau will have a chance to be con- 
vinced of its impracticability. There is 
hardly any chance that auy commission 
that the couit could appoint would 
favor such a scheme, when they come to 
look into all the pi ms. 

The grade crossings are such a con- 
stant source of danger, and cause so 
many delays to city traffic, that any 
means <>f doing away with the nuisance 
would be accept tide to most people, and 
the sooner it is done the better it will he 
for all concerned. The aldermen cannot 
push matters too lapidly, and they 
should not spare auy efforts << get the 
petition ready in time for the railroad to 
begin opto at ions iu Newton a. mmii as 
possible. 


THE TEAMING CONTRACT. 


The members of ihe highway commit- 
tee take exceptions to one criticism of 
their p> sition on the matter ol the voir, 
authorizing the award of the teaming 1 
c utraot. They say the cause ofithe mis 1 
understanding of the vote has been ex- 
plained in committee, wheie such mat- 
ters belong; that only the best of lieli ig 
exists between the chairman and the 
other members; and that all efforts of | 
outsiders to cause a rupture iu the com- j 
mi t tee will be without uvail. 

We are very glud to know tins, and i 
debiting to see fair play, we would sug- i 
gesi, that if a similar case arises again, 
the members of a committee would he 
wise not to express themselves too freely 
in public, unless they are sure that they I 


are right. That was what caused the 
trouble in tbe case under discussion. 


The Wai.tiiam News berates tbe 
voters of that city for voting no license, 
and thus interfering with the stream of 
travel that came from the Newtons and 
other places to patronize its saloons, and i 
it estimates that Waltham has lost. $2*V 
000 by the vote, besides the groat loss to 
the street railway company and the local I 
stores, ns it calls the saloons. Neverthe- I 
less most people will think the voters of 
Waltham did juat right, nnd certainly , 
that city is a more orderly place, and 1 
now people can ride on the Newton j 
street cars in ihe evening without danger i 
of being insulted by drunken men and 
boys, who have been “having a time” in [ 
Waltham. Judging from tho talk of the 
regular merchants of Waltham they find * 

; Newton pationago fully as profitable as 
; a year ago, and they s»y their customuts 
( from this vicinity are increasing instead j 
! of diminishing. Men w ho go to a city j 
! to buy rum have not tbe habit of buying j 
dry goods or other necessaries, nnd if | 
they do not buy the rum, their families j 
i have more money with which to buy 
comforts. If, as the News claims, liquor 
is still sold in Waltham, in kitcheu bar 
rooms and like places, it should stir up 
tho local police to look after such viola- 
tion of the law. 


A correspondent, who wishes to 
know how to vote at the next city elec- 
tion, asks some rather searching ques- 
tions as to the record made by this year’s 
city council. He wants to kuow how to 
vote intelligently when election day 
comes and although be seems to be 
somewhat prejudiced against the present 
board, he is evidently iu earnest iu ask- 
ing for information. The columus of tho 
Graphic are open to any who wish to 
discuss the question, and there seems to 
be such a strong popular impression 
that uothing of auy importance has beeu 
done this year, that it is high time tin 4 ; 
the mistake wis corrected. We hope 
some one who is thoroughly posted will 
feel called upon to seud a prompt answer 
to “Justice.” 


The present campaign is remarkable 
in many ways and the Boston Herald 
touches it up as follow’s: 

The distinguished humorist, Marshall 
Wilder, tells of a frog which, with a 
brother frog, found himself in a pail of 
milk. The brother frog lost his nerve 
and cried: ‘T sink!” The companion re- 
plied in a disgusted tone of voice: "Hus- 
tle. you duffer! Who knows what may 
turn up?” And he hustled, and jumped 
up and down all night long. Dawn came, 
and his coutinual agitation audunfiig- 
ging zeal had meatnvhile churned tbe 
milk into butter, aud the two walked out 
on dry land. This fable is respectfully 
commended to the aitention of tho cam- 
paign managers of all the political part- 
ies in Massachusetts at this time, to the 
end that they may succeed in making the 
voters persevere until the polls are closed 
on the 7tb of November next. 


Tne Massachusetts Civil Service Re- 
form League do not agree with Josiah 
Quincy, as will be seen by the following 
resolution passed at its last meeting: 

Resolved, “That the Massachusetts 
Civil Service Reform League does not 
agree with the position recently taken by 
Hon. Johiali Quincy, to the effect that it 
is impracticable, uuder existing political 
conditions, to apply the spirit and pur- 
pose of the civil service law to appoint- 
ments outside the law; and the league 
emphatically reaffirms its belief that the 
merit principle should he observed in all 
executive appointments.” 

At tbe same meeting a committee of 
three was appointed to consider aud re- 
port measures for the application by law 
of rules of the merit system to the con- 
sular service. 

The daily papers find it hardly safe in 
these days to comment on the situation 
of affairs in Washington more than an 
hour in advauce, as the late dispatches 
contradict utterly the early ones. Sev- 
eral papeis appeared with editorials con- 
demning the 1‘residetit for yielding to 
tbe silver meu by the reported compro- 
mise, when their specials contained the 
news than he had absolutely refused to 
favor it in any way. It would have 
beeu a gieat victory for the silver men, 
but a disgraceful surrender on the part 
of the other senators.

ployed there. They expect to havo the 
work all completed within ten days, 
which will he gratifying uews to tho 
residents ami property owners in tho 
viciui y. Work ou the paikway between 
Nowtouville avenue aud Cabot street will I 
begin next week uud will bo pushed for- 
ward as rapidly as possible, iu the hope 
that if the weather permits the park- ! 
way may he iiiii.>lied this year. The pub- 
lic will welcome these indications of a 
desire to complete some of the proposed 
city improvements.

She said among other things that 
Christianity was not an impracticable i 
thing. 

If you want to know about Christ you 
must be one of his followers; you must 
learn how to be more practical, how to 
become Christians in reality.

It 
matters not where you are or who you 
are there is work for you to do in help- 
ing others to seek the level of good 
thoughts and good deeds. There is a 
missionary work for the fathers and 
mothers in the home work, that, if well 
done, will decrease the labors of those, 
who are engaged in sowing the seeds, 
which it is hoped will load to the reform 
of the immoral, criminal classes, de- 
prived in many instances of that home 
influence which would have helped to 
make them good men and women. 

We must impress upon our minds this 
truth— Christianity is not a creed, or a 
collection of dogmas; it is life. 

It is the life one leads that results in 
good or evil. We should carefully 
scrutinize our own lives in order to 
determine our shortcomings and to cor 
rect our faults, that wo may set a good 
example for others. It is the good tree 
which brings forth good fruit. Our lives 
must be pure — it is an absolute necessity 
in doiug the work of Jesus Christ. 

If we are selfish in doiug Christ’s 
work, we shall accomplish little in the 
way of elevatiug and improving the con- 
ditions of others. 

The root of selfishness preveuts mauy 
from doing Christian work, and yet how 
much need of it in this 10th century with 
its conditions of evil and poverty. 

Beside leading pure lives, we should 
be tender and brave. If you have the 
whole world against you, never waver if 
you are doing right. 

Those who curse you to-day will bless 
you tomorrow. It is a natural law of 
spiritual gravitatirn. A sacrific that is 
woith being made to-day is worth beiDg 
made a thousand days. Dou’t depend 
upon other people for advice. Make the 
reformers of the future by faithful 
Christian work in the home, in the 
church, in the business and professional 
life, in every phase and walk of human 
life. 


Poetry and Postoffiees.

The suggestion of the appointment of 
Miss Louise Imogen Guiney as postmis- 
tress at Auburndale is not so incongi uous 
as some would make it appear. Litera- 
ture and letters are synonymous terms, 
and devotion to the art in its esthetic 
sense ought not to be other than a rec- 
ommendation of the litterateur as com- 
petent for its practice in the mateiial 
and concrete form. 

Moreover, it is peculiarly fitting tint 
here in Massachuset s literature and the 
public service should find a close alli- 
ance. For have we uot that memorable 
declaration iu the constitution of the 
Commonwealth? “The encouragement 
of all good literature tends to the honor 
of God, the advantage of the Christian 
religion, and the great benefit of this 
and the other United States of America.” 

So spoke tl\p wise men who set up the 
“fnme of government” for Massichu- 
setts. And their words are as true today 
as « hen t hey weie indorsed by the people 
of this Common we ilth. The euoouiage- 
ment of good literature has been rec- 
ognized iu other branches of the public 
service, with excellent result. Haw 
thorue iu the employ of the customs 
service, checking off bags of silt and 
tons of coal at the Salem wharves; 
Howells making out consular certitic ites 
at Venice; and Underwood presiding 
with courtly grace over the consulate at 
Glasgow— these are examples that rise 
to the mind of everyone, of the associa- 
tion of the profession of letters with the 
civil service. 

There is no reason why there should 
not be a poet added to this distinguished 
line Lowell we had, as minister to 
Spain and to England; and the fact that 
he was a poet did not detract from bis 
efficiency. And the adaptability of the 

f iostal service to the encouragement of 
iteratuie is undoubtedly as great as that 
of any other branch of the public work. 
It may easily be conceived to be even 
greater. There is an atmosphere of 

r taper and iuk, of swiftly passing intol- 
igeuoe from mind to mind, of romance, 
of tragedy, of imagination, all surround- 
ing aud pervading tho olficial labors of 
this department. 

And it Massachusetts is to furnish the 
first, poet to tho postal service, there 
could be none more lavoied than the 
singer of the “Wayside Harp.”

UNITARIAN SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 


AMERICAN CHILDREN AS THEY APPEAR 
TO MRS. CIIANT. 


The opening exercises of the annual ses- 
sion of the Unitarian Sunday School 
Society of Massachusetts were held Wed- 
nesday evening in the First Unitarian 
church. West Newton. The president, 
Rev. E. A. Horton, occupied the chair. 
The attendance was very large. 

After prayer and congregational singing 
Mrs. Laura Ormiston Chaut of London was 
introduced. She spoke at some length 
upon the Important topic, " The Religious 
and Moral Instruction of the Young.” 

Nothing Is so dear to ns, said the speaker, 
as that army of children we represent 
as mothers and fathers. When we have 
learned to love our own children we have 
learned how sacred are the children, of 
other people, and how important it is that 
all children should receive the highest and 
best moral and religious training. 

In America, I think, there is too little 
self-government for the children. In their 
religious training, the element most luck- 
ing is reverence; iu their moral training, 
self control. 

I must say that the conduct of Ameri- 
cans in the house of God is execrable. 
People should not enter a church in the 
same way they enter a theatre. I cannot 
hear to see people laughing and talking 
within the sacred walls of God’s house. 

One way of teaching reverence is through 
hymns. And there is a want in that con- 
nection noticeable in American worship, 
the lack of congregational singing. There 
is a joy in learning the hymns and learn- 
ing to sing them. Thej should be care- 
fully selected, they should be the highest 
lyrical cries, rhythmic aud musical. They 
should not be four and five syllable ad- 
dresses to the Almighty. 

In the Sunday school the creed taught to 
children should be a simple one, that of 
God and humanity. Children should be 
taught that they live every hour in the 
presence of God, and that it is necessary 
for them to lead pure, good lives; that they 
most give kindness and love, If they ex 
pect to receive it. 

Children should have a near acquaintance 
with the Bible. It can lie made a delight- 
ful piece of reading, giving children joy 
and a solemnised idei of duty done.

TV. 

The mayor and aldermen met In 
apodal session last Monday evening, tlio 
object of the meeting boitig to give City 
Solicitor Slocum an opportunity to havo 
the members sign a return he had pro 
pared in anawei to the writ of certiorari 
served by Ebon 1). Jordan et al to re- 
strain construction on t lie new boule- 
vard. 

Alderman Hunt was absent. 

PETITIONS. 

A petition was received for Hide walk 
on Fairmont avenue. Referred. 

Chan. Locke et al petitioned for two 
street lights on Hammond street. Re- 
ferred. 

Chaa. S. Eaton petitioned for sower in 
Russell court. Referred. 

John 11. Robinson and 18 others peti- 
tioned for liv< Btrcet lights on VVaban 
road, Ward Five. Referred. 

A petition to clmmie tlio name of the 
north portion of Hammond street tn be 
known as Montford road was referred. 

ORDKItS, ETC. 

Alderman Emerson presented an order 
which was passed, appropi i itiiiR the 
sum of $1 17,300 for department expenses 
in Novoinbcr. 

An order authorizing the mayor to ac- 
cept tho proposition of J. S. Potter and 
others to give land ou Walnut pai k for 
tho construction of HidewalkR, was 
passed. 

Alderman RolYo presented an order 
which was passed directing the city clerk 
to p >st notices of tho state election N jv. 
7, polls to be opened at 7.30 a. m. and 
close at 4.30p. m. 

Alderman Ruffe presented an order 
wliioh was adopted, establishing the 
compensation of election officers. 

Alderman Plummer for the committee 
on ordinances presented tho ordinance 
relating to street lights, and establishing 
A superintendent for tho same, which 
was passed to bo enrolled. 

NECESSARY DELAYS. 

Tho committee on fuel and street 
lights favorably reported and an order 
was therefore presented to locate electric 
arc lights on Centre, Beacon, So wall’ and 
Sterling streets. 

Alderman Plummer asked w hy the 00 
lights ordered some timo since wore not 
put in yet. 

Alderman Ruffe said ho had talked 
with the electrical superintendent Nevr- 
ton and Watertown Gas Light Co. seek- 
ing an explanation of tho delay. Mr. 
Holmes said that forty lights were all 
that could he placed on ono circuit, and 
when an order from tho city couucil 
was received fur another light on a full 
circuit it was necessary to chango some 
to connect with another circuit not then 
full and one change might affect several 
circuits. This necessitated what would 
seem a long delay. lie said it was very 
difficult to conduct tho system when sub- 
ject to a call at any time to place lights 
anywhere. 

Mr. M. G. Crane, who was present, 
was called upon to verify tho abovo, but 
declined as unqualified. 

The board was then passed. 

XII AT WRIT OF CERTIORARI. 

Tho mayor called the attention of the 
board to the purpose for which tho meet- 
ing called, stating that the city solicitor 
desired their signatures to his return of 
the writ of certiorari restraining the city 
from building tho boulevurd. Ho sug- 
gested that tho lower branch bo invited 
to joint session and Alderman Bothfeld 
was appointed messenger of the common 
council, who accepted tho invitation. 

W. S. Slocum, city solicitor, said the 
matter now remaining for tho city to do 
was to prepare a return or answer to 
tho writ of certiorari served against the 
city. The petition is different from any- 
thing that has come before them before 
and was in substance a petition to re- 
quire the recorls to bo brought into 
court and examined and determine 
whether there are any errors tberoiu 
If there are errors the records will be 
quashe i. Otherwise they will staud as 
recorded. These papers would have to 
lie signed by tho mayor and members of 
the citv council uud not as usual by the 
city solicitor. 

Tho pupeis were then submitted. 

They embodied each and every step 
taken by the city council Iron the 
origin of tho central boulevard scheme 
And were accompanied by petitions and 
papers relative thereto. 

It set forth the fact that two hearings 
were held in Older to give every avail- 
able opportuni'y for those interested to 
• appose or favor the boulevard as laid 
vm* ; tlia due notice was given to every 
person concerned and that It. M. Salton- 
stall, one of the petitioners on the writ, 
was present at a hearing That uo 
objection to tho laying out of tho boule- 
vard was interpos-d, but that questions 
were raised relating to the location of 
tbe same. 

Tlio paper shows the general desire 
for tho boulevard by those not concerned 
iu tho writ by tho land freely deeded to 
the city for its construction. 

Orders authoiis* ng the construction 
were passed and authority to borrow 
money for the work lias been given. 

Alderman Pluinnier isk* d if tlio peti- 
tions! s were not billing to have tlio 
boulevard, pioviding the lines were 
changed. 

Mr. Sdcum said it was the present 
location that brought this matter up, 
but they let the thing go through with- 
out objecting. A different location was 
what they desired. 

The papers were signed hv the mayor 
and then respectively by the aldermen 
ami common councilman. 

WILL COST NEARLY $1000. 

Aldermau Plummer presented an order, 
granting to those officers and employes 
<d the city, who hio registered voters, 
leave ol ai<M i ce lor one halt doy with- 
out loss ol pay ou Nov. 7, and l)*c, &, 
lisp cuve v. the dates ot the state and 
city elect iou»>. 

Aldermuj Bothfeld wished to amend 
i he older to include only the time neces- 
sary to vote. He saw no re. con for 
giving all city employes a half holiday at 
the city’s expense. 

A him man IMummor refused to enter- 
tain tlio umendmeut. 

Tile vote on the amendment was do- 
elated lost by the ch sir. 

Alderman Bothfeld asked that it be 
verified. 

The mayor again put the motion and 
Aldermen Bothfeld, Kumery and Kmer- 
svu voted iu favor and Plummet - , Thomp- 
son, Ruffe and the chair uguiust. 

The umeudiuent was lost and tho 
original older was then adopted. 

HEATING CITY II ALL. 

Aitor a recess pupeis from the lower 


branch were passed in concurrence until 
rhe order came up, appropi iating *2iM)l 
for a now heating and ventilating ap- 
paratus for ci*v hall. 

Alderman ItolTe wanted to know if 
anyone could explain why the vote, as 
previously expressed, should he changed. 

Aldernmii Plummer lenewed IiIn burner 
quoiy, as to whether the company whoso 
estimate it is proposed to accept, would 
luiiiish a guarantee a saving of 30 per 
cent in fuel as they claimed. 

Alderman Thompson could not say 
positively, but believed so. Ho said 
they would guarantee of a saving of o0 per 
cent if they furnished their own engineer 
to run it 

Alderman R iffe wanted to sen the 
guarantee in writing. Until this was 
done he did not think the order was in 
shapo to vote upon. 

Alderman Bothfeld believed this 
guarantee should lie required. Tho ex- 
perience in tho ciiy engineer’s depart 
mout last, winter, whero the time was 
veiy much broken np by tlio insufficient 
healing of the upper hall, emphasized 
the need of a change. Tho present 
building would not be vaetred for at 
least five years. 

Alderman Plummer suggested and 
m >ved that a clause bo added to the 
order guaranteeing a saving of 30 
per cent in fuel and it then be passed. 
This would give tho company tho con- 
tiact, providing they guarantee a sav- 
ing of 30 per cent. 

Alderman Thompson said tho public 
property committee had listened to a 
good deal of complaint recently about 
the poor heatingand ventilation. Judge 
Kennody had been before them about 
tlio police station, colls and court offices, 
requesting immediate attention and this 
apparatus would obviito tlicso com- 
plaints. He believed with tho alder- 
man from Ward Seven that tho present 
building would not be given up for ten 
years. 

(Alderman Bothfeld, aside) “I was 
willing to put it live years.” A smile. 

Alderman Thompson read lottois from 
the Kerr Thread Co. and Ludlow Mann 
facturing Co. of Lowell, expressing their 
satisfaction with the apparatus fur- 
nished by tho Boston Blower Co. 

Alderman Ruffle did uot know who 
would see that this agreement was 
carried out. Tho advent <jf a now city 
council iu a foiv months, knowing noth- 
ing of this requirement, raised some 
doubt as to whether tho saving proposed 
would bo verified or uo. Ho inovod to 
table. 

Tho mayor asked how much coal was* 
used at city hall. 

Alderman Thompson, “110 tons.” 

Tlio mayor thought it would bo best 
to got the guarantee before taking 
actiou. 

The motion to table was put and lost. 

Tho question was then on Aldermau 
Plummer’s amendment. 

Alderman Bothfeld suggested that it 
bo worded that the company furnish a 
guarantee to save the city 30 per cent of 
fuel, satisfactory to the mayor and city 
solicitor. 

Alderman Thompson thought the 
mat er could be left with the committee 
to do as tho board desired. 

Alderman Roffe, ‘‘Do you mean as 
chairman of the committee you will not 
let the work go on until a guarantee is 
furnished or will use your influence? 

Aldormao Thompson—”! will uot let 
the work go ou.” 

The question was called and the order 
adopted by six yeas, ono absent. 

Alderman Roffe presented an order, 
authorizing tho mayor to petition the 
General Court to grant the city of New- 
ton authority to establish, maintain and 
operate an electric light plaut for street 
lighting purposes. 

The aldermen then adjourned. 


Common Council. 

The common oouncil met Monday eve- 
ning in regular session. 

Fresidont Weed opened tho meeting, 
and then resigned his gavel to Council- 
man Hatch. Councilmou Staples, Beu- 
uett, Degen and Turner wgiq absent. 

Papers from the boird of aldermen 
were passed in concurrence aud at 7.43 
o'clock, hearings were opened upon tak- 
ing land for sower purposes in private 
way off Centro street and Webster court. 
No leoionat rants appeared and the hear- 
ings were closed. 

Ttie following was received: 

TO THE PRESIDENT OF THE COMMON 
COUNCIL. 

My Dear Sir:— 

It 1 am correctly informed, tho matter 
of the Boulevard west from Centre street 
now lays upon the table before the com- 
mon council. I trust the same will not 
ho approved until the matter is more 
thoroughly understood, and wo whose 
estates are to lie affected thereby shall 
be show n a definite plan of what is pro 
posed, our wuy to ho deilt with, and for 
one, I should like much to know why it 
is that the line is deflected from the 
general course of Grafton and Homer 
streets, with a long swing to the right 
for which I can see no other reason than 
to benefit certain speculators instead of 
following Homer stiect in a direct line 
to Valentino street. 

I shall he absent for the next two 
weeks tint shall bo pleased to receive 
notice, when I with others can be heard 
iu this matter, if it he the pleasure of tho 
council to hear ns.

IN TKRRIULE CONDITION. 

Councilman Green presented a oum- 
inuuication directed to the city council 
relative to the need of better sanitary 
provisions at the Adams school house 
aud enclosing tins resolution: 

Resolved— Til a ' in tile opinion of the 
Nof'h Side Improvement Society, public 
sifety requires that the Adams school 
house be connected with the sewer im- 
mediately, and that every day’s delay 
me ins that the health of those, who fre- 
quent add building, is placed in peril, 
J. William Ballanivne, Sec’y. 

The Councilman from Ward Two con- 
tinuing said tho house was in wretohed 
condition. The facilities were those of 
a comm m country sohoolhouse and the 
veiitilati.ni w as so poor us to necessitate 
having the windows open most of the 
time. The sewer was very near there 
now aud connection can easily be made, 
flie matter should have immediate at- 
tention. He re'aried to an order requir- 
ing all bohnolhuubcs to be connected 
with the sewer. 

Oouuoilmau Tolman said an order had 
been passed, but there were not funds 
enough to do the work aud a special up- 
propriati >n would have to he made. 

Councilman Parker presented the ordi- 
nance relating to street lighting, finding 
it well and truly enrolled aud moviug its 
passage to be ordained. Adopted. 

IT GOES THROUGH. 

Councilman Briston moved that the 
order appropriating $2D01 for a ventilat- 
ing aud heatiug apparatus for city hall 
be taken from the tuble. 

The motion prevailed ami the Council- 
man coutiuued iu support of the passage 
of the order. He brought iu the impor- 
tance of a saving of 13 iu tho consump- 


tion of coal, and the needs of a new 
method shown by the poor satisfaction 
dciivod from tlio ptcsoiit system last 
winter. 

Councilman Tolman said the Boston 
Blower Co. gave bonds to heat, eveiy 
room in the budding to 70 degrees iu tlio 
coldest weather aud to save I 3 iu the 
fuel. The system proved very sitinfac- 
t >ry in Lowell, and letters were read 
from the Kerr Thread Co. and Ludlow 
M anufactiiring Co. 

Councilman R »hh believed an expendi- 
ture of $21H)0 tor heating the citv hall, 
for what tew yeais remained was ru ber 
extravaga t. He thought a less ex- 
penditure of money would answer tne 
purpose as well until a new city hall was 
built. 

Councilman Tolman said i! would ho 
at least six years before the building 
would ho vacated. 

Councilman Biislon said the apparatus 
proposed with additions, would he all 
right for a new building. 

A vote was then taken and the order 
passed. 

Councilman Green presented a resolu- 
tion requesting the public property com 
mitteo to consider tho expouso and 
necessity for connec in* the Adams 
school house with the sewer, and report 
at the next meeting Adopted. 

Councilman Tolman presented an 
order appropriating $1010 for furnishing 
the upper room in tlio Thompsouvillu 
school house. Passed. 

The council adj turned to Monday, 
Nov. 18. 


OUTLOOK IS BRIGHTER. 


BUSINESS LOOKING UP IN AND AROUND 
NEWTON LOWER FALLS. 

The residents of Newton Lower Falls 
feel quite encoungcd as to tho business 
outlook for tho coming winter. The 
several mills, with but ono exception, 
have resumed operations, but with re- 
duced help, aud in one instance with re- 
duced wages. 

The Coidingly mills have started, but 
with one-half tho usual torce of hands. 
The Findlay mill is running on half-time. 
Tho Dudley hosiery mill has resumed 
business in nearly every department, but 
ihe help have been subjected to a reduc- 
tion in wages of 15 pe rcenr. The Sulli- 
van shoddy mills arc iu operation, but at 
present employ only a few hands. The 
Crehore cardboard factory, which has 
been shut down for 10 weeks, will remain 
closed for an indefinite period, it being 
tho hardest time they have experienced 
for 37 years. Tho Bishop paper mill is 
runnin , but with much uncertainty as 
to tiic future. 

The rubber factory at Newton Upper 
Falls, near the Wellesley line, has shut 
down fur a few weeks, while the paper 
mill near the same place began business 
last week. 

Taking it as a whole, the prospects are 
far blighter than they were two mouths 
ago.

ACQUITTED AFTER 21 YEARS. 


A OporRin Mon Accused of n Mtiriittr Which 
V. ix Enveloped In Mystery. 

I A Cleveland (Ga.) correspondent of 
Ihe St. Louis Globe* Democrat sends his 
paper t'.io following story: 

1 At midnight a verdict was rendered 
In the superior court which relieved 
Marcus Van Diver of a charge of mur- 
ter which lie has been battling for over 
Cl years. 

In June of 1872 M. K. Palmer, who 
t. as at the time one of tho most noted 
lawyers and politicians of the state, at- 
tended court here. lie was engaged in 
the prosecution of cases against several 

! imminent men charged with forging 
and titles. While riding to the home 
of a friend with whom he boarded he 
was shot to death. No trace of his mur- 
derer could Ite found. A few’ weeks 
later Marcus Van Diver, who was a poor 
cropi>er, suddenly bloomed out into a 
man of means. Where he got his money 
no ono knww, and for want of a better 
explanation tho people declared that tho 
land title forgers had paid him to mur- 
der the man who w’ns so much in their 
way. This theory led to an indictment 
for murder. 

For some strango reason, while pro- 
claiming his innocence, Van Diver al- 
ways kept his case at tho head of the 
docket, and for 21 y#ars has averted trial. 
To secure these continuances required 
influences of the strongest kind, which 
ho always commanded. The courthouse, 
with many records, has been burned 
Bince 1872, and many witnesses have 
died. Van Diver elected this last week 
that it was safe to allow hiscaso to come 
to trial. Among the persons present in 
the courtroom was the posthumous 
daughter of the dead lawyer, who is now 
a beautiful young woman. The verdict 
of acquittal w’as unavoidable, because of 
tho death and absence of witnesses. Van 
Diver is going to move to Texas next 
week. 


TOMBS OF THE PTOLEMIES. 

No Mistuko About tho Discover)’ of tlie 
Huriul Place of Cleopatra. 

“The tombs are intact, and no doubt 
ns tho excavations proceed the tombs of 
all the Ptolemies will be brought to 
light. There is no doubt about the 
matter, as the names of the occupants 
aro over tho doors. The doors are of 
bronze and covered with Greek inscrip- 
tions. Here and there the bronze has 
corroded, so that with the aid of a mag- 
nesium light they could see tho marble 
sarcophagi and lots of other things in 
the rooms. Some of the vaults seem to 
ho full of rolls and parchments, but this 
is mere guesswork on the part of the 
observers. All will be cleared up w’hen 
tho khedive returns from Constantino- 
ple, as he is to superintend tho opening 
of Alexander’s and Cleopatra’s tombs.” 

Dr. Grant Bey, tho w’riter of this let- 
ter, goes on to say: “Lots of beautiful 
vases and gold tilings have been found 
and a most beautifully ## *cnted stela, in 
xvhose tomb they found a crown of gold. 
My information is nt first hand because 
I had a long conversation with the pro- 
prietor of the land and the manager of 
the digging this afternoon. In the course 
of digging the Greek gentleman came 
upon a pit that led down to a series of 
vaults 3U feet below the surface. These 
are the tombs of the Ptolemies, and the 
ono exposed to view is that of Cleopatra.’ 
The others have still to be excavated, 
but they are there— only all the passages 
aro filled with earth. Tw’enty feet deeper 
and only six feet above the sea level is 
Alexander’s tomb, all by itself, only 
there aro some chambers near it filled 
with rolls and parchment— in other 
words, a library of ancient books.”— 
Boston Advertiser.
